Sir 

I have the honor to transmit herewith a report on the Indian population of the United States and Alaska 
in 19 10 This report f urmshes detailed statistics and, wherever possible, comparative data concerning Indians, 
the information for 1910 bemg derived m part from the returns made on the general population schedule and 
in part from inquiries made on a special schedule as to stock and tribe and purity of blood This special 
report on Indians covers the following topics Population, proportion of mixed-bloods, sex distribution, age 
distribution, stocks and tribes, m detail by purity of blood, tribal mixture, sex, and age, fecundity and vitality, 
marital condition, school attendance, illiteracy, inability to speak English, occupations, and Indians taxed 
and not taxed 

The report was prepared under the supervision of William C Hunt, chief statistician for population. The 
text and tables for the first six topics named were prepared by Dr Roland B Dixon, expert special agent, 
and the work was completed m March, 1912, and a bulletin based thereon, giving the distribution of the Indian 
population accoidmg to stock, tribe, blood, sex, age, and fecundity and vitality, was issued June 26, 1913. 
The text and tables for the remaining topics were prepared by Dr F A McKenzie, expert special agent, but 
work on these sections of the report was discontinued in February, 1912, because of the large reduction m the 
Thirteenth Census temporary force, and was not resumed until May, 1914 The tabulations (except for 
occupations) were substantially completed prior to the suspension of the work m February, 1912, and the 
more recent work m 1914 consisted largely of the examination and verification of the tabulated results and 
the preparation of the general tables and textual matter The completion of the entire report has necessarily 
been considerably delayed, but the statistics presented have a permanent historical value, as it is not likely 
that another effort will be made to secure through the census special data regarding Indians as a separate and 
distinct element of the population

INTRODUCTION 


This report gives the principal statistics relating to 
the Indian population of the United States and of 
Alaska collected at the Thirteenth Decennial Census, 
taken m 1910 

The statistics of Indians were gathered in part by 
means of the general population schedule and m part 
by means of a special schedule containing, m addition 
to the questions found on the general schedule, inqui- 
ries as to tribe and purity of blood The special 
schedules were used m all the districts containing 
Indians on reservations and throughout counties where 
as many as 20 Indians were returned at the census 
of 1900 

Special agents, most of whom had had some experi- 
ence in the service of the Office of Indian Affairs, were 
appointed for the collection of statistics by means of 
the special schedule In the conduct of the field work 
and in the preparation of schedules, the Bureau of the 
Census was effectively aided by the Office of Indian 
Affairs and the Bureau of American Ethnology 

At the Thirteenth Census the general enumeration 
of population, including Indians, in the United States 
proper was made as of April 15, 1910, but in Alaska 


the date of enumeration generally was December 31, 
1909, or a time as near that date as was permitted by 
climatic considerations, the inaccessibility of certain 
regions, and the varying conditions arising from the 
wide dispersion of a small population over a large area, 
m fact, in some localities, where it was impracticable to 
undertake the field work on or immediately following 
December 31, the enumeration was begun prior to 
that date, while in others it was defeired until late m 
winter or until early spring 
The topics covered by this special report on Indians 
are 12 in number, namely, population, proportion of 
mixed-bloods, sex distribution, age distribution; stocks 
and tribes, m detail by purity of blood, tribal mixture, 
sex, and age, fecundity and vitality , marital condition; 
school attendance, illiteracy , inability to speakEnghsh; 
occupations; and Indians taxed and not taxed 
Inquiries were also made on the special Indian sched- 
ule as to graduation from educational institutions, al- 
lotments, residence on own lands, and whether living 
in civilized or aboriginal dwellings, but the answers 
were so deficient or manifestly inaccurate as to render 
the results of httle or no value

Comparative statistics . — The total number of Indians 
in the United States, exclusive of outlying possessions, 
in 1910 was 265,68s, 1 and in Alaska 25,331. Table 1 
presents the census figures for the United States and 


for Alaska separately for 1910 and earlier years, to- 
gether with figures for the United States (exclusive oi 
Alas ka) derived from the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs.

According to the census figures, which cover the 
last thr ee enumerations only, the number of Indians 
in the United States decreased between 1890 and 
1900 bnt increased during the last decade, the in- 
crease for the 20-year period 1890-1910 being 17,430, 
or 7 per cent. The data from the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs indicate that the 
number of Indians decreased from 1870 to 1890 and 
increased by about the same amount in the following 
20 years. 

In Alaska the number of Indians reported decreased 
from 1880 to 1910 by 7,665, or 23.2 per cent. The 
figure for 1890 is probably incomplete, owing to the 
unexplored condition of the country at the time, so 
that the increase between 1890 and 1900 may be only 

: The Commissioner of Indian Affairs reports 304,950 Indians in 
1910, but this number includes 25,927 freedmen and intermarried 
whites among the Five Civilized Tribes of Oklahoma, the proper 
figure for comparison with the census returns thus being 279,023. 
The 265,683 Indians returned by the census, however, include 
18,546 enumerated among the general population, a large proportion 
of whom are probably not included in the Indian Office returns. 
Thus the number represented in the returns of the Indian Office 
but not in the census returns comprises, aside from the freedmen 
and intermarried whites mentioned, 13,340 (the difference between 
279,023 and 265,683) plus a large part of 18,546, amounting to about 
25,000 in all. Analysis by states shows that this difference is almost 
entirely confined to two states, Oklahoma and Arizona, and within 
these states to the Five Civilized Tribes in Oklahoma and to the 
Navajos in Arizona. In the case of Oklahoma the United States 
census total for 1910, 74,825, is very close to that obtained at the 
special census of 1907, 75,012, and it is likely that these figures are 
more nearly accurate than those of the Indian Office, which are 
baaed on data collected by the Dawes Commission. In the case 
of the Navajos of Arizona, it is likely that the census returns are 
slightly below the true figure, owing to the difficulty of reaching 
all the members of this large nomadic tribe; but, on the other hand, 
the figure of the Indian. Office is based on an estimate that has 
remained practically unchanged since 1905. It appears, therefore, 
that the figure for the United States as given, by the Bureau, of the 
Census, 265,683, is substantially accurate. 
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apparent. The figure for 1880, though, based in part 
on an estimate, is believed to be approximately correct. 
It is probable that the census returns for 1910 and 
1900 are fairly comparable, but the difficulties of 
enumerating the Alaska Indians are so great that 
conclusions from the statistics must necessarily be 
tentative. 

It should he noted that all persons of mixed white 
and Indian blood who have any appreciable amount 
of Indian blood are counted as Indians, even though 
the proportion of white blood may exceed that of 
Indian blood. Since there is an increasing amount of 
white blood, as more fully brought out later, in what 
is classed as the Indian population, it follows that the 
number of persons included in that class would tend 
to increase from census to census without necessarily 
any increase in the total amount of Indian blood in 
the country. In other words, while, if there were no 
marriages of Indians except between full-bloods a 
decline in the total Indian population might appear, 
the number classed as Indian might increase very 
materially as the result of marriages between Indians 
and persons of other races or between full-blood and 
mixed-blood Indians. 

Table 11 (p. 25) gives the number of Indians for 
each county in the United States for which one or more 
Indians were reported at any of the last three Federal 
censuses, namely, those for 1910, 1900, and 1890. 
The total number of Indians in the United States at 
each of these three censuses is shown by divisions and 
states in Table 2 on the following page. 

With respect to Indian population, as shown by 
Table 2, Oklahoma and Arizona have occupied first 
and second places, respectively, since 1890; New 
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Mexico, which in 1890 and 1900 was fifth, came third in 
1910, having replaced South Dakota, which in 1910 was 
in fourth place. California, which formerly stood 
fourth, was fifth in 1 91 0, and Montana and W ashington, 
formerly sixth and seventh, had changed places in 1910. 
Minn esota and Wisconsin, formerly eighth and ninth, 
also changed places in 1910, and North Carolina, 
which was twelfth in 1900, was tenth in 1910, having 
replaced North Dakota, which dropped to twelfth 
place, Michigan coming eleventh in 1910.

Oklahoma had by fax the greatest number of 
Indians reported for any state in 1910, 74,825, or more 


than one-fourth of all the Indians m the United States, 
while 7 other states reported more than 10,000 Indians 
each These 8 states, all of which, except Wisconsin, 
are situated west of the Mississippi, contained together 
nearly three-fourths (72 2 per cent) of the total number. 
Of the remaining states, Minnesota with 9,053, North 
Carolina with 7,851, Michigan with 7,519, North Dakota 
with 6,486, and New York with 6,046, had the largest 
Indian population The 22 states shown separately 
in the table include all those having 1,000 or more 
Indians, except Pennsylvania, where out of a total of 
1,503 Indians 1,010 were m the Carlisle Indian School 
and did not properly belong to the Indian population 
of the state 

The states shown separately in the table contained 
96 2 per cent of the total Indian population. While 
there were Indians m every state of the Union in 
1910, as shown by Table 2, the number m some was 
extremely small, 4 states — Delaware, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, and West Virginia — having less than 50 
Indians each

Indnns per 10,000 of total population —Table 5 
shows the number of Indians per 10,000 of the total 
p^ulation m the United States at each census from 

1870 to 1910, and m Alaska at each census from 1880 
to 1910. 


The proportion of Indians in the United States de- 
clined steadily from 1870, when it was 72.1 per 10,000 
of the total population, to 1910, when it was 28.9. In 
Alaska the decline m the proportion of Indians has 
been even more pronounced, th.e number in each 
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10,000 of tlie total population decreasing from 9,871.4 
m 1880 to 3,936 1 m 1910 Thus, while in 1880 almost 
the entire population of Alaska consisted of Indians, 
m 1910 they formed only about two-fifths of all the 
inhabitants

The number of Indians per 10,000 of the total popu- 
lation in 1910, 1900, and 1890 is shown, m Table 6, for 
each of the 22 states m which in 1910 at least 1,000 
Indians were reported The proportions for 1910 and 
1890 are also shown graphically, by states, in the maps 
below. There were 9 states m 1910 in which the 
Indians formed as much as 100 per 10,000, or 1 per 
cent of the population The states were as follows 
Arizona, 1,428 9, Nevada, 640, New Mexico, 628 6, 
Oklahoma, 451 5, South Dakota, 327.8, Montana, 
285 7, North Dakota, 112 4, Idaho, 107 1, and Wyo- 
ming, 101 8 It will be noted that Oklahoma, which 
had by far the greatest Indian population m 1910, 
occupied fourth place m proportion of Indians to total 
population, the proportion m that state being less 
than one-third that m Arizona The number of In- 
dians per 10,000 total population dechned between 
1900 and 1910 m all but 4 of the 22 states hsted below.

As shown by this table, Oklahoma, with 107 8 
Indians per 100 square miles, comes first, and is fol- 
lowed by Arizona and South Dakota, each of which 
hadm 1910 between 20 and 30 Indians per 100 square 
miles Wisconsin, New Mexico, Washington, and 
North Carolina come next, with between 15 and 20, 
and Michigan, New York, Minnesota, and California 
follow, with between 10 and 15 per 100 square miles 
Three states— North Dakota, Montana, and Oregon- 
had from 5 to 10 Indians per 100 square miles, while 
each of the other selected states showed fewer than 
5 Indians per 100 square miles in 1910 These pro- 
portions are shown graphically by the accompanying 
map.

Indians by stock and tribe —The number of Indians 
reported on the special schedules (see Table 3, p. 11) 
at the census of 1910 for each tribe m the United 
States and Alaska is given m Table 8 (p 15) The 
distribution of tribes by states is given m Table 9 
(p 17), and the Indian population of the different 
states, by tribes, m Table 10 (p 22). 

The number of Indian tribes reported for the United 
States m 1910 was 280, comprising 52 linguistic stocks 
Of these tribes, 77 had more than 500 members each, 
while 42 were represented by 10 members or less, of 
the latter, 1 0 were represented by 1 member each The 
most important tribes numerically were the Cherokee, 
with 31,489 members, the Navajo, with 22,455, the 
Chippewa, with 20,214, the Choctaw, with 15,917 , and 
the Teton Sioux, with 14,284. These 5 tribes comprise 
all those represented by over 10,000 members, 39 other 
tribes had over 1,000 members each 

In Alaska 66 Indian tribes, forming 6 linguistic 
stocks, were reported. The principal ones, aside from 
the Southern Eskimo group, were the Kuskwogmiut, 
with 1,480 members, and the Aleut, with 1,451; 11 
other tribes were represented by more than 500 
members each

According to Table 12, of all the Indians in the 
United States in 1910, 56 5 per cent were full-bloods 
and 35 2 per cent mixed-bloods, while for 8 4 per cent 
the information on this point was not given More 
than four-fifths (18,546) of the 22,207 Indians in the 
last-mentioned group were those scattered among the

white population, who were reported only on the gen- 
eral population schedule, the majority of these were 
probably mixed-bloods 

Of the 93,423 Indians reported as mixed-bloods, 
88,030, or considerably more than nine-tenths, repre- 
sented a mixture of white and Indian, 2,255 of Negro 
and Indian, and 1,793 of white, Negro, and Indian, 
while 80 represented other mixtures, and for 1,265 the 
kind of mixture was not reported 

In Alaska 84 7 per cent of the Indians were of full 
blood and 15 3 per cent of mixed blood, almost all the 
mixed-bloods were a mixture of white and Indian, the 
remaining few representing a mixture of Indian with 
Chinese and Japanese blood 

A summary by divisions and states of the number 
of Indians, distributed accordmg to sex, with distinc- 
tion as far as possible of full-bloods and mixed-bloods, 
is given in Table 26 (p 45) Table 13 presents the 
number and percentage of full-bloods and mixed- 
bloods among Indians for whom special schedules were 
secured, for each of the 22 states which had at least

In each of fire adjoining states — -New Mexico, 
Utah, Arizona, Colorado, and Nevada — which com- 
prise a large part of the interior and plateau, the pro- 
portion of full-bloods among the Indians exceeded 
85 per cent Iowa and Mississippi, where the Sauk 
and Fox and the Choctaw tribes, respectively, have 
preserved a high degree of purity, were the only other 
states with at least 100 Indians in which more than

85 per cent of the Indians were full-bloods Other 
states in which the proportion of full-bloods was at 
least 70 per cent were California, Idaho, South Da- 
kota, and Wyommg The proportion was between 
55 and 70 per cent in Louisiana, Montana, Nebraska, 
Ohio, Oregon, and Washington, and between 40 and 
55 per cent m Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, New 
York, North Dakota, Texas, Pennsylvania, and Wis- 
consin. The proportion of full-bloods was frequently 
higher in the states with a large Indian population, 
a notable exception is Oklahoma, which has by far 
the largest number of Indians, but reported a small 
proportion of full-bloods, 36 6 per cent This low 
proportion in Oklahoma is no doubt due m part to 
the fact that the possession of valuable lands by the 
Indians encourages intermarriages between whites 
and Indians, and that persons with very little Indian 
blood are anxious to establish their claims as mem- 
bers of the Indian tribes, m order that they may be 
entitled to participate in the distribution of lands and 
moneys belonging to the Five Civilized Tribes in 
Oklahoma

The proportion of mixed-bloods with the white 
blood predominating was highest in Oklahoma (75.4 
per cent), a fact which is probably susceptible of the 
same explanation as the high proportion of mixed- 
bloods in Oklahoma, which was noted on page 32. 
The next highest proportion (41.2 per cent) was 
found in Minnesota. The lowest proportions of this 
class were reported in New Mexico (0.6 per cent), 


Nevada (4.2 per cent), Arizona (7.6 per cent), and 
North Carolina (9.3 per cent), the proportion being 
above 10 per cent in each of the other states. 

Table 17 shows, for the United States, the distribu- 
tion of the white and Indian mixed-bloods according to 
the proportion of white blood in each of the principal 
stocks and tribes and for certain tribes in each of the 
principal states, as reported in 1910.

The Croatan group, as shown by Table 17, had the 
highest proportion of mixed-bloods with a predomi- 
nance of Indian blood, 54.4 per cent, and the Kute- 
n fiia.n stock the lowest proportion, 7.8 per cent. Of 
the larger stocks, the Siouan had the next highest pro- 
portion, 31.2 per cent, but for the Santee Sioux and 
Sisseton Sioux the proportion was considerable higher, 
over 40 per cent. The Algonquian stock had 26.1 per 
cent of mixed-bloods with a predominance of Indian 
blood, bnt for the Chippewa tribe alone it was some- 
what lower, 23.4 per cent. Of the larger stocks, the 
Iroquoian had the lowest proportion of mixed-bloods 
with a predominance of Indian blood, 8.2 per cent, 
and for the Cherokee tribe alone it was only 7.2 per 
cent and for the Mohawk and St. Regis tribes it was 
somewhat less than 5 per cent. The Muskhogean, of 
the larger stocks, had the next lowest proportion, 12 
per cent, with only 6.3 and 11 per cent, respectively, 
for the Chickasaw and Choctaw tribes alone. Ihe 
Iroquoian had the highest proportion of mixed-bloods 


with a predominance of white blood, 76.6 per cent, and 
for the Muskhogean the proportion was very nearly as 
high, 69.9 per cent, being exceeded only by the Kute- 
naian stock, with 71 per cent; and for the larger tribes 
of these two stocks the percentages were: Cherokee, 
82.5; Oneida, 32.7; Seneca, 22.5; Chickasaw, 76; Choc- 
taw, 72; and Creek, 59.2. For the Mohawk and St. 
Regis tribes, in the Iroquoian stock, the percentages 
shown for half-breeds are very high, 86 and 84.4, 
respectively, but for these two tribes, as well as for 
other stocks and tribes, the proportion may be an 
overstatement, as above explained. 

The degree of white and Indian mixture varies 
widely for certain tribes when considered with respect 
to individual states, as, for example, the Chippewa in 
Michigan had 39.1 per cent of mixed-bloods with a 
predominance of Indian blood as against only 1 per cent 
for the same tribe in North Dakota, the percentage 
for the tribe as -a whole being 23.4. It is possible that 
these variations are due largely to imperfect returns.

Negro and Mian mixed-bloods — The distribution 
of the Negro and Indian mixed-bloods is given in 
Table 18. 

The number of Negro and Indian mixed-bloods re- 
ported, 2,255, is probably an understatement, owing to 
disinclination to admit Negro blood. Of the number 
reported, 31.8 per cent were less than half Negro, 32.3 
per cent half Indian and half Negro, and 34.6 per cent 
more than half Negro, while for 1.3 per cent the por- 
portion of Negro blood was not reported.

Of the 150,053 full-blood Indians in the United 
States in 1910, 139,289, or 92.8 per cent, were of full- 
tribal blood, and 10,251, or 6.8 percent, were of mixed- 
tribal blood, while for 513, or three-tenths of 1 per 
cent, information on this point was not available. 
Of the 10,251 who reported mixed-tribal blood, 8,924 
represented a mixture of two tribes only and 1,327 a 
mixture of more than two tribes. 

Table 20 shows the number and percentage of 
persons of full-tribal blood and of mixed-tribal blood 
among full-blood Indians, for the 22 states presented 
in Table 13. The proportion of Indians of full- tribal 
blood is also shown graphically, by states, in the map 
following the table. 

The table shows that the proportion of full-tribal 
blood among full-blood Indians was uniformly high, 


generally over 90 per cent. The only states west of the 
Mississippi that had proportions below 90 per cent 
were South Dakota, Washington, Kansas, Oregon, and 
North Dakota. In these states members of different 
tribes are frequently found on the same reservations, 
with the result that intermarriages are comparatively 
frequent.

As shown by Table 21, the proportion of Indians 
who were of pure or unmixed stock was very high for 
every stock for which more than 500 full-bloods were 
reported in 1910, and except for two stocks — Lutuamian 
and Shastan — it was more than 90 per cent in each case. 

Among the principal tribes, as shown by Table 22, 
the proportion of full-tribal blood was more than 90 per 
cent for all the tribes in four stocks — Keresan, Piman, 
Shoshonean, and Yuman — and for all hut one tribe 
m three other stocks — Athapaskan, Muskhogean, and 


Tanoan. For most of the larger tribes of Algonquian 
stock the proportion of full-tribal blood was also high, 
bemg for the Arapaho, Cheyenne, Chippewa, and Pie- 
gan more than 90 per cent and for the Ottawa very 
nearly as high, 89.2 per cent. Among the Iroquoian 
stock the percentage was high for the Cherokee (98.3), 
Oneida (90.8), and Seneca (86), but for the Onondaga 
it was considerably less than 50 (45.2) per cent. For 
the Siouan stock there were eight tribes (counting the 
Teton Sioux as one) in which the percentage of full- 
tribal blood was over 90 and four tribes in which it was 
between 80 and 90, representing for the most part the 
larger tribes of this stock. For the Teton Sioux, as a 
whole, the percentage of full-tribal blood was high (92), 
but except for two of the individual tribes — the Brule 
Sioux and Oglala Sioux — it was very low, ranging from 
47.5 per cent to as low as 32.8 per cent. It should be 
mentioned, however, that the degree of tribal mixture 
of the Teton Sioux as a whole with other tribes is a dif- 
ferent matter from the degree of mixture with each 
other among the individual tribes included in the 
Teton Sioux group. 

In the last column of Table 22 is also given the per- 
centage which the full-tribal Indians bear to all Indians 
of full and of mixed blood combined. These percent- 
ages show for the principal tribes and states the differ- 
ences in the relative degree of purity of tribal blood, 
and some of these differences are striking, particularly 
for portions of the same tribe in different states, as, for 
example, 1.9 per cent for the Chippewa in North 
Dakota, as compared with 43.4 per cent in Minnesota; 
9 per cent for the Potawatomi in Oklahoma, as com- 
pared with 86.1 per cent in Wisconsin; and 19.7 per 
cent for the Cherokee in Oklahoma, as compared with 
65.4 per cent in North Carolina.

SEX DISTRIBUTION. 


In considering the classification of the Indian popu- 
lation according to sex, it should he noted that there 
is possibly a material margin of error. It may be that 
omissions of persons of the one sex have been more 
frequent than of persons of the other sex. Moreover, 
in the case of persons of mixed blood it is possible that 
more of one sex than of the other were reported as 
whites or Negroes instead of as Indians. Finally, 
there may be less accuracy in the case of one sex than 
of the other with respect to the reports as to the mix- 
ture of Indian blood with white or Negro blood, or as 
to the mixture of tribes in the case of full-blood In- 
dians. The possibility of such errors should be borne 
in mind in comparing the sex ratios. 

Comparative statistics . — Table 23 presents a com- 
parison of the sex distribution of the Indians in the 
United States and Alaska in 1910, 1900, and 1890.

Of the 265,683 Indians reported in the United States 
in 1910, 135,133, or 50.9 per cent, were males, and 
130,550, or 49.1 per cent, females. The number of 
males to 100 females was 103.5. In Alaska the num- 
ber of males in 1910 was 12,995 and of females 12,336, 
the ratio of males to 100 females being 105.3. 

In 1910 the ratio of males to females among the In- 
dians (103.5 to 100) was not as great as in the total 
population of the United States (106). Among the 
native whites of native parentage the number of males 
to 100 females was 104 and among the foreign-born 
whites 129.2, but among the Negroes only 98.9. 

It appears from Table 23 that among the Indians 
the males were in excess at each enumeration both in 
the United States and in Alaska, and that the excess of 
males was greatest in 1910. According to the Office 
of Indian Affairs, the number of males to 100 females 
am on g the Indians was 94.7 in 1886 and 98.6 in 1885, 
The change to a preponderance of males may be due 
in part to the discontinuance of the formerly constant 


wars which reduced the proportion of males, but it 
may also be attributable in part to differences in the 
accuracy of the returns. 

The sex distribution of Indians, as reported, varies 
in the different states, as shown by Table 24 (p. 44). 
The tendency toward an increased proportion of males 
in 1910, as compared with 1890, is manifest in 16 of the 
22 states given in the table. The tendency has been 
in the opposite direction in 6 states, of which 4 — Cali- 
fornia, Washington, Nevada, and New Mexico — are in 
the West; 1, Oklahoma, is in the Southwest; and 1, 
New York, is in the East.

The greater preponderance of males shown among 
the mixed-bloods than among the full-bloods in the 
United States is probably due in part to the tendency 
to report as white, Indian women of mixed blood who 
are married to white men. This theory is supported 
by a study of the sex distribution of 23,464 children 
under 5 years of age, presented in Table 28. 

Table 28 shows that in the case of children under 
5 years of age the excess of males was somewhat 
greater among full-bloods than among mixed-bloods.

This table shows 
that among the Indians of full blood the males were 
reported as in excess in all of the states in the table 
except 7, namely, Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota, South Dakota, and Minnesota; 
these 7 states form a continuous area in the north- 
western part of the United States. Among the Indians 
of mixed blood males were in excess in every state 
except Nevada and North Dakota. The proportion of 
males to 100 females was greater among the mixed- 
bloods than among the full-bloods in the majority of 
the states for which both ratios are shown.

Of the principal stocks in the United States, as 
given in Table 30, there are nine in which there was 
an excess of females in 1910. These stocks, with the 
ratios of males to 100 females, are Shahaptian, 90.4; 
Kiowan, 90.8; Lutuamian, 91.8; Shastan, 92.2; Cad- 
doan, 94.7; Miwok, 94.7; Waiilatpuan, 94.7; Yurok, 
95.9 ; Croatan group, 98.7. For each of the other prin- 
cipal stocks the males exceeded the females in 1910, 
the largest ratios of males to each 100 females shown 
being 116.5 and 116.3 for the Wintun and Yuman, 
respectively. For some of the larger stocks as a 
whole, but with considerable variations for the re- 
spective tribes and particular states under certain 
tribes, the ratios were as follows: Algonquian, 105.2; 
Iroquoian, 105.2; Shoshonean, 104.8; Muskhogean, 
101.8; Athapaskan, 101.6; and Siouan, 100.9. 

The ratio of males to 100 females in the principal 
stocks and tribes is in general less for the full-bloods 
than for the mixed-bloods, the most notable excep- 
tion being the Indians of Iroquoian stock, for whom 
the ratio for full-bloods was slightly larger than that 
for the mixed-bloods — 106, as compared with 105.2 
males to 100 females. 

In Alaska there was in each principal stock an 
excess of males in 1910, the lowest ratio of males 
to each 100 females being 100.9, for the Tlingit stock, 
and the highest 112.9, for the Haidan stock; for the 
Esquimauan stock the ratio was 107.9, and for the 
Athapaskan stock it was 105.3. 

White and Indian mixed-bloods. — Table 31 shows 
for 1910 the reported number of males to 100 females 


among white and Indian mixed-bloods, by degree of 
mixture.

The figures apparently indicate that the excess of 
males decreases with the increase in the amount 
of white blood, hut since the division by degree of 
mixture is only approximately accurate no reliable 
conclusion can be drawn from these proportions.

Of those 
of mixed-tribal blood, however, the Indians repre- 
senting a mixture of only two tribes show a con- 
siderably greater preponderance of males than those 
representing a mixture of more than two tribes. 
These differences may be in part due to errors in 
classification.

The Indian population of the United States and of 
Alaska is shown by single years of age in Table 38 
(p. 57). 

In discussing the age distribution of Indians it has 
been thought best, however, not to attempt a de- 
tailed analysis but to confine the discussion to three 
age groups, those comprising persons under 20 years of 
age, 20 to 50 years, and 51 years and over, representing, 
respectively, the young, the intermediate, and the 
oldest element of the Indian population. The ages of 
Indians are doubtless reported somewhat less accu- 
rately than those of whites, and the ages of Indian 
women may perhaps be less accurately given than 
those of the men, but for these broad age groups the 
numbers are approximately correct for Indians of all 
classes combined. The figures for the several classes 
of full-blood and mixed-blood Indians may, however, 
be affected by errors in classification or by omissions. 

All Indians . — A comparison of the ages of the Indian 
population as returned at the censuses of 1910 and 
1900 is given in Table 35.

This table shows that in the United States in 1910 
over one-half (51.5 per cent) of the Indians were under 
20 years of age, over one-third (36.1 per cent) from 20 
to 50 years, and about one-eighth (12 per cent) 51 years 
and over. In 1900 the proportion of young and old 
persons was slightly less and that of persons of the 
intervening age group slightly greater than in 1910. 
In Alaska in 1910 the proportion of young and of old 
persons was smaller and that of persons in the inter- 
mediate age period considerably greater than in the 
United States. No comparisons can safely be made 
with the figures for Alaska for 1900, since, as shown by 
the table, ages were not reported for 15 per cent of the 
Indians at that census. 

The Indian population of the United States in 1910 
is distributed by age, by divisions and states, in Table 
41 (p. 59). Table 36 gives the distribution of Indians, 


by age groups, for 22 selected states. The proportion 
in each group is also shown graphically, by states, in 
the maps on this page and the next.

For the Muskhogean and Iroquoian stocks the pro- 
portion under 20 years of age was very high — 58.2 and 
58.1 per cent, respectively — with a comparatively low 
proportion for those 20 to 50 years of age, and the 
lowest proportion of ah for those 51 years of age and 
over, being in the latter age group 6.6 and 8.6 per cent 
respectively.^ There were also six other of the larger 
stocks in which the number under 20 years of age con- 


stituted more than half their entire number in 1910, 
namely, Kiowan, 56.3; Croatan, 56.1; Athapaskan, 
55.7; Caddoan, 51.3; Piman, 51.2; and Algonquian, 
50.2 per cent. For Alaska in 1910 the number under 
20 years of age constituted more than 50 per cent for 
the two smaller stocks, and somewhat more than 45 
per cent for the three larger stocks, namely, Athapas- 
kan, 45.8; Eskimauan, 47.1 ; and Tlingit, 45.2 per cent.

FuHrUood and mixed-llood Indians . — Table 40 shows 
for the United States as a whole and for Alaska the 
distribution by age groups of the Indian population, 
classified by sex and by the different mixtures of blood; 
and Table 41 shows for divisions and states a similar 
age distribution of the aggregate Indian population 
and of the full-bloods and mixed-bloods separately. 

Table 39 shows, in percentages, the age distribution 
of Indians classified according to mixture of blood. 

The fact that stands out most prominently is the 
high proportion of young persons among the mixed- 
bloods as compared with the full-bloods. A similar 
difference is to be noted between the mixed-tribal 
bloods and the full-tribal bloods. In both cases the 
difference may be accounted for in part by the fact 
that mixed marriages had not become common until 
within comparatively recent years. Another reason 
for the predominance of the young element among the 
mixed-bloods is no doubt found in the greater fertility 


of mixed marriages, which is discussed later (p. 157). 
It is evident that differences noted among the several 
states with respect to the age distribution of Indians 
may be due in part to differences in the extent to which 
mixed marriages have taken place.

The sex distribution of Indians in the yo ung est age 
group was substantially the same in all classes. In 
the intermediate age group, however, a decided dif- 
ference appears, the proportion of males being much 
greater among Indians of mixed-tribal blood and 
among Indians of mixed blood than among those of 
full blood or of full-tribal blood. In the oldest age 
group among Indians of full blood and of full-tribal 
blood the females were actually in excess, while among 
those of mixed tribal and of mixed blood the males 
predominated. A partial explanation of these con- 
ditions lies in the fact that the male full-bloods have

than the mixed-bloods, and that this was more fre-

INTRODUCTION. 


In the census of 1910 the attempt was made to 
enumerate Indians by tribes, and to secure data as 
well in regard to the tribal affiliations of both parents. 
The rapid changes taking place in the conditions of 
Indian life are breaking down the tribal org aniz ation, 
and it was felt that this was perhaps the last oppor- 
tunity to secure information which should be reasona- 
bly reliable upon these points. Unfortunately, the 
data desired were not secured for those Indians who 
were living widely scattered among the general popu- 
lation, and who to the number of 18,546 were enu- 
merated only on 'the general population schedule, no 
special schedules being obtained for them. The num- 
bers enumerated of the different tribes are, therefore, 
too small in varying degree, as some persons who 
should have been counted as members of particular 
tribes were instead enumerated simply as “Indians” 
on the general population schedule. The extent of 
this understatement varies considerably in different 
states, but the actual error is believed to be compara- 
tively small in most cases. 

The determination of tribal affiliation in the case of 
Indians of mixed-tribal blood presented something of 
a dilemma, inasmuch as affiliation might be counted 
either by inheritance or by blood. In the former 
case the tribe to which an individual belonged would 
depend on the particular system of inheritance (that 
is, maternal or paternal) which was followed. If the 
tribe among which he lived followed the former sys- 
tem, he would be affiliated with the mother’s tribe; if 
the latter, with that of the father. As different tribes 
employ different methods this threatened to involve 
serious confusion. To take an extreme example: 
If the father and mother of an Indian were each re- 
ported as of mixed-tribal blood, to which of the four 
tribes represented in the individual should he be at- 
tributed? On the other hand, as the primary basis of 
classification of Indians was purity of blood, it would 
be logical to make tribal affiliation also dependent 
on actual descent, although this might, in some cases, 
lead to the counting of an individual as a member 
of a tribe other than that to which he claimed to 
belong. After careful consideration and trial it was 
determined that the latter method presented fewer 
difficulties and chances of error, and consequently an 
arbitrary rule was adopted of counting Indians of 
mixed-tribal blood as members always of the father’s 
tribe. The only exceptions to this rule were in cases 
where, owing to complexity of blood in both parents, 
the rule would lead to obviously incorrect results. In 
such cases tribal affiliation was held to follow the domi- 
nant blood, if any; otherwise, that of the father’s 
father. In short, actual blood relationship was fol- 


lowed as far as possible in determining the tribe to 
which an individual belonged. The differences be- 
tween the numbers obtained for individual tribes by 
the use of this method as opposed to that of customary 
inheritance are not believed to be considerable. Close 
observation of several cases showed little change, and 
the certainty of this mode of treatment as opposed 
to the uncertainty and confusion which were found to 
arise in following the other method is believed to 
justify it. 

Table 50 (p. 116) gives in summarized form, for each 
stock and tribe m the United States and Alaska, a 
statement of the number of Indians reported in 1910, 
classified according to purity of blood and sex. A 
detailed distribution according to purity of blood, tri- 
bal mixture, sex, and age is given for each stock and 
tribe in the United States in Table 51 (p. 123), while a 
similar distribution according to purity of blood, sex, 
and age is given for each stock and tribe in Alaska in 
Table 52 (p. 154). In these tables, as well as in the fol- 
lowing textual statement as to the habitat of each 
stock and tribe, the various tribes are, for convenience, 
grouped alphabetically by linguistic stocks, the loca- 
tion of which may be seen by reference to the map 
opposite page 9. 1 Any particular tribe may be readily 
found by reference to the alphabetical list of tribes as 
given in Table 9 (p. 17).

ALGOUQTJIAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — This, the largest numerically of 
the stocks in the United States, is also one of the largest 
in point of area covered. With the exception of 
western New York, parts of western New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, and the northern Alleghenies, the entire 
area, of the United States east of the Mississippi and 
north of a line drawn from the mouth of the Ohio to 
the entrance to Chesapeake Bay was at the beginning 
of the seventeenth century occupied by Indians of this 
stock. Farther west, also, there were several tribes — 
the Arapaho, Cheyenne, Gros Ventres, and Piegan — 
who wandered over a considerable area on the plains. 
The stock also extends over a large area in Canada. 
From a large portion of this area the Indians have long 
practically disappeared, but in parts of Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota, and to some extent in Maine, 
they still form a considerable element in the population. 

The Indians of the Algonquian stock in the United 
States, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 40,975. To 
this figure should be added probably about 1,200 for 
Indians of this stock reported without distinction of 
tribe among the general population in Michigan, Min- 
nesota, and Wisconsin, making a probable total of 
about 42,000 in all. The tribes of this stock, for which 
members were reported, are as follows:

Oswego tribe were enumerated, but as the tribal affilia- 
tion of these Indians is uncertain they are included 
among the 1,644 Indians (see Table 8, p. 15) for whom 
the stock or tribe was not reported. 

Ahnaki . — A name somewhat uncertain in its applica- 
tion, but now usually applied to a portion of .the Mai ne 
tribes who removed to Canada in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. It is also sometimes used for the Stockbridges, 
Munsee, etc., in Wisconsin. As a “tribe” they are 
much mixed in origin and those in the United States 
are only scattered immigrants, this being primarily a 
Canadian tribe. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
37 in four states: New York, 24; Maine, 7; Pennsylva- 
nia, 4; and Wisconsin, 2. 

Arapaho . — One of the most important of the Algon- 
quian tribes of the plains. Their earliest habitat was 


in Minnesota, whence probably as early as the seven- 
teenth century they moved west to Nebraska, Kansas, 
and Oklahoma. They have for a long period been 
closely associated with the Cheyenne. For the last 30 
or 40 years they have been located on two reserva- 
tions — the Wind River Reservation in Wyoming and, 
together with the Southern Cheyenne, on the Cheyenne 
and Arapaho Reservation in Oklahoma. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,419, of which 
703 were in Wyoming and 685 in Oklahoma. The re- 
ports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs furnish 
figures for this tribe back to 1875, as follows:

The considerable difference between the figure re- 
turned by the Commissioner of Indian Ah airs (1,753) 
and that obtained by the census (1,419) in 1910 is 
probably due largely to difierences in the method of 
determining tribal affiliation. 

It is evident from the above table that there has been 
a very large decrease in this tribe in the last 30 or 40 
years. If the northern and southern sections of the 
tribe are considered separately the contrast is striking, 
the decrease in the Southern Arapaho in Oklahoma 
being certainly double that of the northern section in 
Wyoming in the last 20 years. The Cheyenne offer 
another example of this same sort. 

Blackfeet (syn. Siksika). — A name applied both to a 
single tribe (the Siksika) and to a confederacy made up 
of these, together with the Bloods and Piegans. In the 
eighteenth century the Blackfeet proper were in Al- 
berta and the adjacent area in Canada. Later they 
moved southward and for a time occupied portions of 
Montana. The majority of the tribe proper are now 
in Canada with the Bloods, the Piegan remaining 
largely in the United States. Those enumerated here 
as Blackfeet are probably in considerable part Piegan, 
but there being no means of determining this, they are 
given just as returned. The number enumerated in 
1910 was 99, distributed as follows: North Dakota, 
35; Montana, 33; Nebraska and Oklahoma, 12 each; 
and 7 scattering. 

Brotherton . — The name applied to an extremely 
mixed group of fragments of numerous Algonquian 
tribes of New England, New York, and New Jersey, 
which, about the end of the eighteenth century, 
united to form a community in Oneida County, N. Y. 
Later the majority moved to the vicinity of Green Bay, 
Wis., where they still remain. The number reported 
•for Wisconsin was 162,' out of a total of 172 enumerated 
in 1910.

Cheyenne — One of the most important of the Algon- 
quian tribes of the plains Their earhest known habi- 
tat was m western Minnesota From there they 
moved west to the Black Hills m South Dakota m the 
eighteenth century or earlier, and thence gradually 
farther west and south About 1835 the tribe divided 
into two portions, the one remaining m Wyoming and 
vicinity, the other moving south to southern Colorado 
and the adjacent portions of Kansas and Oklahoma 
Since the early eighties the Northern Cheyenne have 
been on the Tongue River Reservation m Montana 
The Southern Cheyenne have for 40 years or more been 
located on the Arapaho and Cheyenne Reservation m 
Oklahoma 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 3,055, of which 
1,522 were m Oklahoma and 1,346 m Montana The 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs furnish 
comparative figures back to 1S80 In 1875 the whole 
tribe was estimated at over 4,000

Taking the tribe as a whole there has clearly been a 
considerable decrease since 1880 If we consider the 
two groups separately, however, it appears that 
since 1896 the decrease m the Southern Cheyenne m 
Oklahoma is three times that of the Northern Chey- 
enne in Montana Similar conditions exist among 
the Arapaho 

As the Cheyenne offer one of the best examples of 
the differences sometimes existing between two divi- 
sions of the same tribe located m diffeient environ- 
ments, figures for the northern and southern sections 
are given separately in Table 51 (p 123) 

Ghtckaho'mny — A tribe once important, whose early 
habitat was on the Chickahominy River m Virginia 
A remnant of the tribe still resides in the same region, 
the number reported m 1910 being 115 

Oh'ippewa (syn Ojibway) — The largest tribe of the 
Algonquian stock Essentially a woodland tribe, 
their habitat in the middle of the seventeenth century, 
at which time they first came m contact with Europe- 
ans, included both shores of the eastern half of Lake 
Superior and the northern part of the Lower Penin- 
sula of Michigan, and perhaps part of the northern 
shore of Lake Huron 

During the next century and a half a large propor- 
tion of the tribe moved westward, extending across 
Wisconsin and Minnesota into North Dakota, where 
their westernmost representatives are found to-day 
A considerable proportion of the Chippewas, however, 
continue to occupy portions of their original territory 
They are at present located mainly on 19 reservations, 
as follows Isabella, L’Anse, and Ontonagon m Michi- 
gan, Bois Fort, Deer Creek, Fond du Lac, Grand Port- 
age, Leech Lake, Mille Lac, Red Lake, Vermillion 
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Lake, White Earth, White Oak Point, and Chippewa 
m Minnesota, Turtle Mountain in North Dakota, Lac 
Court Oreille, Lac du Flambeau, La Pomte (Bad 
River), and Red Cliff m Wisconsin They are thus 
apparently among the most widely distributed of all 
the tribes m the United States 
The number enumerated m 1910 was 20,214, of 
which 8,234 were m Minnesota, 4,299 m Wisconsin, 
3,725 m Michigan, and 2,966 m North Dakota No 
satisfactory statistics for the Chippewa m previous 
years can be secured for comparison with the figures 
of the present census, but from the following figures 
given m the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs for certain states it is apparent that they are 
pretty surely increasing

As this is one of the largest tribes in the Umted 
States and shows notable variations m different parts 
of the area occupied, separate figures are given for the 
four mam groups m Table 51 (p 124) 

Cree — A tribe whose early habitat comprised a 
large area m Canada lying south and southwest of 
Hudson and James Bays and extending west into the 
plains They are closely affiliated with the Chippewa. 
As trappers and voyagers of the Hudson Bay Co they 
became widely distributed during the early part of the 
nineteenth century, some of those now m the United 
States being descendants of these early immigrants 
and others having come in more recently The num- 
ber enumerated in 1910 was 459, of which 309 were 
in Montana Thirty-four Indians reported as “Creek” 
in Montana probably belong to this tribe, the enumerar- 
tor probably erroneously returning Creek for Cree. 

Delaware — A group or confederacy of tribes occupy- 
ing in the seventeenth century a large area m Delaware, 
New Jersey, eastern Pennsylvania, and southern New 
York In the eighteenth century they moved west- 
ward successively to Ohio, Indiana, and Missouri In. 
the early part of the nineteenth century they were in- 
Texas and Kansas, whence they removed to Okla- 
homa m 1867 and were mcorporated with the Cherokee. 
Other small fragments, such as the Munsee, are now in 
Wisconsin and Kansas The number enumerated in 
1910 was 914, of which 874 were in Oklahoma 
Gros Ventres (syn Atsma) — A tribe which probably 
was formerly a part of the Arapaho Their habitat at 
the end of the eighteenth century was in northern Mon- 
tana For about 40 years they have been located at 
the Fort Belknap Reservation, Mont The name Gros 
Ventres has been applied to two wholly distinct tribes — 
the Atsina (Gros Ventres of the Prairie) and the Hidatsa 
(Gros Ventres of the Missouri) — and thus led to much, 
confusion

The number enumerated in 1910 was 510, of which 
503 were in Montana. Comparative figures which are 
available for thi3 tribe in Montana show that there has 
been a great decrease among the Gros Ventres in the 
last 25 years. Estimated at about 1,500 in 1866, they 
lost by smallpox in 1870, and by 1885 has dwindled to 
852, since which time the figures, taken from the re- 
ports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, are as 
follows :

Kickapoo . — A well-known tribe belonging to the cen- 
tral division of this stock. Their habitat in the early 
seventeenth century was in central Wisconsin. By the 
eighteenth century they had moved farther south into 
Illinois and Indiana, and in the nin eteenth century 
went west of the Mississippi to Missouri and K ans as. 
A portion of the tribe later emigrated to Chihuahua, in 
Mexico, whence part returned in 1873 to a reservation 
in Oklahoma which was set apart for them and on 
which they still remain. The other portion of the 
Kickapoo have been located for many years on the 
Kickapoo Reservation in Kansas. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 348, of which 
211 were in Kansas and 135 in Oklahoma. The de- 
crease in the Kickapoo has been great so far as those in 
the United States are concerned. The number of 
those still in Mexico is not known accurately, but is 
presumed to be about 400, which would bring the total 
number of the tribe at present up to about 750. Com- 
parative figures from the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs are of value as far back as 1875 and 
are as follows for this tribe in Kansas and Oklahoma:

Malecite.—A tribe occupying in the early seventeenth 
century the region in the vicinity of the St. John’s 
River, New Brunswick. They are closely allied to the 
Passamaquoddy. Of the 142 enumerated in 1910, 138 
were found in Maine. 

Mashpee — A name -applied to the survivors, now 
very largely mixed with white or Negro blood, of 
several small tribes of southeastern Massachusetts and 
vicinity. The number enumerated in 1910 was 206, 
of which 201 were in Massachusetts and 5 in Penn- 
sylvania. 

Mattapmy . — A small tribe formerly living on the 
Mattapony River, Va. They are now much mix ed 
with white an’d Negro blood. But 1 Indian was 
enumerated in 1910 as belonging to this tribe, a woman 
of mixed Mattapony and Pamunkey blood, in Vir- 


ginia. It is probable that a few other survivors are 
scattered among the general population. 

Menominee . — A tribe whose habitat in the seven- 
teenth century was in the vicinity of the Menominee 
River, in northern Michigan and Wisconsin. Since 
the middle of the nineteenth century they have been 
located on the Menominee Reservation, Wis., in which 
state 1,350 were enumerated out of a total in 1910 of 
1,422. 

Comparative figures for this tribe in Wisconsin since 
1860 can be given from the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, from which the present popu- 
lation of the Menominee would seem to be about equal 
to that 30 years ago, although the figures are very 
variable, rising and falling often 100 to 200 from year 
to year. The figures are as follows :

Miami . — A tribe whose habitat early in the seven- 
teenth century seems to have been in Wisconsin and 
northern Illinois and Indiana. In the early nine- 
teenth century the majority moved west to Kansas 
and later to Oklahoma, where they are now located on 
the Quapaw Reservation. A portion much mixed 
with white blood still remains in Indiana. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 226, of which 
123 were in Oklahoma and 90 in Indiana. Comparison 
with earlier years is difficult, as the Miami have been 
much mixed with the Peoria and other tribes. The 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs give for 
this tribe in Oklahoma 167 in 1861 and 117 in 1869, 
and since 1880 the following figures:

Micmac . — A tribe occupying, at least since the 
sixteenth century, Nova Scotia, Cape Breton, Prince 
Edward Island, and parts of northern New Brunswick, 
together with most of the Gaspe Peninsula in eastern 
Canada. The number of this tribe enumerated in the 
United States in 1910 was 45, distributed as follows: 
Maine, 23; Massachusetts, 21; and Minnesota, 1. 

Mohegan . — A tribe formerly occupying a small area 
in southern Connecticut, chiefly along the Thames 
R^ver. A small number of persons, mainly of white 
and Negro blood, still claim the name. The number 
reported in 1910 was 22, all in Connecticut. 

Montauk . — A name somewhat variably used but 
usually including most of the tribes of central and 
eastern Long Island, N. Y. A few survive in Long 
Island, but the majority of the survivors are in Wis- 
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consin, whither they seem to have gone with the 
Brotherton. The number enumerated in 1910 was 29, 
of which 21 were in Wisconsin. 

Munsee. — The name of a portion of the Delaware 
tribe occupying in the seventeenth century a consid- 
erable area in southern New York and adjacent parts 
of Pennsylvania and New Jersey. By the end of the 
eighteenth century they had been almost completely 
dispersed or absorbed by other tribes, and at present 
the survivors are scattered among several tribes in 
Oklahoma and in Kansas. The total reported in 1910 
was 71, of which Kansas and Oklahoma had 41 and 
21, respectively. 

Narraganset. — Formerly one of the most important 
tribes of southern New England, occupying western 
Rhode Island and adjacent parts of Connecticut. The 
few survivors are now largely mixed with white and 
Negro blood. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
16, of which one-half were in Wisconsin. It is proba- 
ble that there were others of this tribe enumerated 
among the general population. 

Niantie. — A small tribe formerly occupying the coast 
of Connecticut near Niantie Bay. One survivor of 
this tribe was enumerated in Connecticut in 1910, a 
woman reported to be of full-tribal blood. 

Ottawa. — Originally a Canadian tribe, the habitat of 
the Ottawa when first met by Europeans, in the early 
part of the seventeenth century, was in the present 
Province of Ontario, on Manitoulin Island, the north- 
ern shore of Georgian Bay, and parts of the southern 
shore adjacent to the Hurons. After the destruction 
of the Hurons in 1648-49, the Ottawa fled at first to the 
western shore of Lake Michigan and later farther west, 
even to the Mississippi River. By the end of the cen- 
tury the greater part, however, had returned and set- 
tled mainly in the Lower Peninsula of Michigan where 
they became much mixed with the Chippewa. A 
small number of Ottawa moved west beyond the Mis- 
sissippi in the early part of the nineteenth century and 
since 1870 have been living with the Quapaw on their 
reservation in Oklahoma. 

The total number enumerated in 1910 was 2,717, of 
which 2,454 were in Michigan and 170 in Oklahoma. 
Figures for the total Ottawa population in previous 
years are impossible to secure, as only the small por- 
tion residing in Oklahoma has been shown separately 
in the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 

Pamunkey. — Once one of the most important tribes 
of Virginia, belonging to the Powhatan Confederacy, 
and occupying the region about the Pamunkey and 
Mattapony Rivers in that state. Since the end of the 
eighteenth century the remnant, largely of mixed 
blood, have occupied a small reservation in King Wil- 
liam County. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
83, all in Virginia. 

Passamaquoddy. — A tribe' very closely allied to the 
Malecite and occupying since the seventeenth century 
the region in the vicinity of the eastern boundary of

Maine. The number enumerated in 1910 was 386, of 
which 381 were in Maine. 

Penobscot. — A tribe once quite numerous and for- 
merly occupying the region along the Penobscot River, 
Me. They are now for the most part located in the 
vicinity of Old Town, Me., 253 out of a total of 266 being 
reported in that state in 1910. 

Peoria. — A tribe belonging to the loose group known 
as the Illinois Confederacy and living, when first known 
to Europeans in the seventeenth century, on the west 
side of the Mississippi River in Iowa. Later they 
moved to Illinois and in 1832 removed to Kansas, 
where they were joined by various other small tribes 
and ultimately settled in Oklahoma on the Peoria 
Reservation. The Peoria to-day are much mixed with 
Piankashaw, Wea, etc. The number enumerated in 
1910 was 128, of which 114 were reported in Oklahoma. 

Pequot. — A tribe once practically identical with the 
Mohegan and occupying in the seventeenth century 
the extreme eastern edge of Connecticut. The rem- 
nant is still living in this region, 66 being enumerated 
in 1910, 49 in Connecticut and 17 in Massachusetts. 

Piankashaw. — A subdivision originally of the Miami, 
formerly occupying a small area in northern Indiana 
and Illin ois. Early in the nineteenth century the 
remnant had moved west across the Mississippi, and 
later, uniting with the Peoria, Kaskaskia, and Wea, 
removed to the Peoria Reservation, Okla. There were 
but 2 Indians reported in 1910 as Piankashaw, from 
Oklahoma, a female of full-tribal blood and a half- 
breed male. 

Piegan . — The largest of the three tribes of the 
Blackfoot Confederacy. Their early habitat ex- 
tended over a large area in Montana, Alberta, and 
Saskatchewan, east of the Rocky Mountains. For 40 
years or more the portion of the tribe in the United 
States has been located on the Blackfeet Reservation 
in Montana. They are sometimes referred to simply 
as Blackfeet. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 2,268, of which 
2,221 were in Montana. Comparative figures for 
earlier years are almost useless as they are, with very 
few exceptions, only estimates. Before 1885 the num- 
ber returned varied very widely from year to year, 
the most conservative estimate being about 2,500 in 
1861. In 1864 and in 1869 they suffered by an epi- 
demic of measles and smallpox, and in 1883 nearly 600 
died of starvation. Since 1885 there has apparently 
been little change in numbers, as shown by the follow- 
ing figures from the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs for this tribe in Montana:

Poosepatuck. — One of the tribes of Long Island, 
New York, of which a remnant, all of mixed blood 
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probably still survives. A single Indian was enu- 
merated in 1910, in New York, as belonging to this 
tribe, a woman of half Negro blood. It is probable 
that some additional members of this tribe were scat- 
tered among the general population. 

Potawatomi. — The earliest assignable location for 
this tribe is in the Lower Peninsula of Michigan. From 
here, early in the seventeenth century, they moved to 
the vicinity of Sault Ste. Marie and thence, at a later 
date, southward to the lower end of Lake Michigan 
and adjacent portions of Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, 
and Michigan. By the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the larger portion had moved west across the 
Mississippi where, after several changes of location, 
they were finally located on the Great Nemaha Reser- 
vation in Kansas, and the Sauk and Fox Reservation 
in Oklahoma. A portion, however, remains in Wis- 
consin and Michigan. The total number enumerated 
in 1910 was 2,440, of which 866 were in Oklahoma, 819 
in Kansas, 461 in Michigan, and 245 in Wisconsin. 

Powhatan. — A group or confederacy of several 
tribes living in the seventeenth century along the Vir- 
ginia coast, and, including among others the Chicka- 
hominy, Mattapony, and Pamunkey. The remnants 
are now much mixed and widely scattered. The num- 
ber reported in 1910 (distinct from the Chickahominy, 
Mattapony, and Pamunkey) was 131, all in Virginia. 

Sauk and Fox. — Two tribes which have been so 
closely associated for over a century that they have 
been enumerated as a unit. The earliest assignable 
habitat for both the Sauk and Fox was in the Lower 
Peninsula of Michigan where they were living at the 
very beginning of the seventeenth century. Moving 
from there by the -end of the century to Wisconsin, 
they remained in the region of Green Bay for some 
time and toward the end of the eighteenth century 
moved farther west beyond the Mississippi. They are 
now divided into three groups, located respectively at 
Tama, Iowa; the Great Nemaha Reservation, Kans.; 
and the Sauk and Fox Reservation, Okla. 

The total number enumerated in 1910 was 724, of 
which 347 were in Oklahoma, 257 in Iowa, and 69 in 
Kansas. Figures for earlier years are in the case of the 
Sauk and Fox unusually complete in the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs for the number repre- 
sented in Iowa, Oklahoma, Kansas, and Nebraska, as 
follows :

UNITED STATES. 

Shawnee . — The southernmost tribe of this stock. 
Considerable uncertainty still remains in regard to the 
earlier home of this tribe. When first known to Euro- 
peans in the seventeenth century they were living in 
two divisions, the larger in central and western Ten- 
nessee and the smaller on the Savannah River in 
South Carohna . Their later history is much confused, 
they having been for a time in Kentucky and Ohio, 
and some isolated bands being in many other parts of 
the Middle West. In the eighteenth century many 
had moved west of the Mississippi and become widely 
scattered. Since the beginning of the nineteenth 
century they have been located mainly in Kansas, 
Texas, Missouri, and Oklahoma. At present they are 
located in Oklahoma, part on the Quapaw Reserva- 
tion, part on the Sauk and Fox Reservation (Shawnee 
School), while the larger proportion are incorporated 
with the Cherokee. 

The number of this tribe enumerated in 1910 was. 
1,338, of which 1,300 were in Oklahoma. Comparative 
figures are not available for the Shawnee tribe as a 
whole . In 1 86 1 they were reported as numbering 810. 

Shinnecock . — A tribe formerly occupying the west- 
ern portion of Long Island, N. Y. The survivors 
wholly mixed with Negro blood, are located mainly on 
a small reservation near Southampton, Long Island. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 167, all in New 
York. 

Stockbridges. — A name applied to a tribe formerly 
living in western Massachusetts, but removing toward 
the end of the eighteenth century to the Oneidas in 
New York, and thence in the first half of the nineteenth 
century to a reservation in Wisconsin. They have 
now become much mixed with the Munsee and with 
whites. In 1910 there were 502 out of a total of 533 
reported in Wisconsin. 

Wampanoag . — Formerly an important tribe in east- 
ern Rhode Island and the adjacent parts of Massa- 
chusetts. The remnant is now very largely mixed 
with white and Negro blood. The total number 
enumerated in 1910 was 162, of which 152 were in 
Massachusetts and 10 in Pennsylvania. 

~Wea. — A tribe very closely allied to the Miami. 
Their earliest known habitat was in eastern Wisconsin 
and western Illinois and Indiana. In 1832 they 
moved to Kansas, and in 1868 to Oklahoma, where, 
united with the Peoria and Piankashaw, they still, 
remain. The great majority were enumerated as. 
Peoria. In 1910 only 4 were enumerated as Wea — 
2 in Oklahoma and 2 in Indiana. 

Tribe not reported. — There were enumerated in 1910- 
as of this stock 36 Indians (12 males and 24 females) 
for whom the tribe was not reported. They were all 
reported as born in Massachusetts, and are probably 
either Mashpee or Wampanoag. They are of mixed- 
blood, mainly Negro, white, and Indian. 
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Stock as a whole . — Of all the stocks in North America 
the Athapaskan covers the largest area, and, with the 
exception of the Eskimauan, has the greatest range of 
distribution. The larger portion of the area, formerly 
and at present, occupied by this stock lies in Alaska 
and the Canadian northwest. In continental United 
States its main territory lay in Arizona, New Mexico, 
and northwestern Texas, with an isolated area of very 
irregular shape on the Pacific coast in northern Cali- 
fornia and southwestern Oregon. One small tribe 
belonging to this stock, the Tlatskanai, was in southern 
Washington, and one, the so-called Kiowa Apache, in 
the southern plains. 

The Indians of the Athapaskan stock in the United 
States, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 30,406. To 
this figure should be added perhaps 500 for Indians of 
this stock reported without distinction of tribe among 
the general population in New Mexico and Arizona, 
making a probable total of nearly 31,000 in all. The 
tribes of this stock, for which members were reported, 
are as follows:

Aliena . — Two Indians belonging to this Alaskan 
tribe (see p. Ill) were reported from Oregon in 1910, 
both white half-breed males. 

Apache . — A group of tribes whose subdivisions and 
names have been so uncertain, and most of whom have 
become so much intermixed in the last century as to 
render separate statistical consideration difficult. In 
the sixteenth century the Apache were apparently 
confined mainly to New Mexico and western Texas, 
but later extended over much of Arizona and into 
northern Mexico. Of the various subdivisions the 
Jicarilla, Lipan, and Mescalero have kept rather to 
themselves and so are considered separately in this 
report. The returns for those Indians enumerated 
simply as Apache, and for the Chiricahua, Coyotero, 
San Carlos, Tonto, and White Mountain Apache, with 
their various subdivisions, are combined under the 
general term of Apache. 

The Apache, thus defined, as enumerated in 1910 
numbered 4,973, of which 4,652 were in Arizona and 
271 in Oklahoma. Comparative figures are of little 
value prior to 1890. Since then the total number of 
Apache in Arizona and Oklahoma, including the divi- 
sions above mentioned, have been given in the reports 
of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, as shown in the 
following statement.

Chastacosta . — A subdivision of the Rogue River In- 
dians, formerly occupying the northern bank from 
Illinois River to Applegate Creek in southwestern 
Oregon. The remnant of this tribe is now located at 
Siletz Reservation, Oreg. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 7, all in Oregon. It is probable that a few 
others still survive, but were enumerated as Rogue 
River. 

Chetco . — A small group of Indians closely allied to 
the Tolowa. In the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury they were living on the lower Chetco River in 
southern Curry County, Oreg. In 1854 they were 
removed to Siletz Reservation where a small remnant 
still survives. 

In 1910 only 9 were, enumerated — 7 in Oregon, 1 in 
California, and 1 in Pennsylvania. According to the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, the 
Chetco numbered 241 in 1854; 262 in 1861; 211 in 
1867, and 10 years later had decreased to 63. 

Cow Creek . — A subdivision of the Umpqua formerly 
living on Cow Creek in southwestern Douglas County, 
Oreg. They were removed in the middle of the 
nineteenth century to the Grande Ronde Reservation, 
where the remnant still resides. The number enumer- 
ated in 1910 was 9, all in Oregon. 

Hupa.— A. small tribe belonging to the Pacific coast 
division of this stock Although immigrants into this 
area at some early period in the past, their habitat 
since earliest traditional times has been in Humboldt 
County, Cal., along the Trinity River from the South 
Fork to the mouth. The larger part of this area was 
set aside as a reservation for them in 1864. The 
number enumerated in 1910 was 639, of which 617 
were in California. 

Jicarilla Apache . — One of the many tribes known 
by the name of Apache. They were probably originally 
closely allied to the Mescalero, and their earliest known 
habitat was in southeastern Colorado and northern 
New Mexico, whence they ranged east into Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Texas. They are now located on the 
Jicarilla Reservation in New Mexico. 
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The total reported in 1910 was 694, all in New 
Mexico. Figures for this tribe are given with con- 
siderable regularity in the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs as far back as 1869.

Kai-Pomo (syn. Kato, Cahto). — A small group or 
tribe belonging to the Kuneste section of the Pacific 
coast division of this stock. They have occupied since 
earliest traditional times a small area in northwestern 
Mendocino County, Cal. They are closely affiliated 
with the Wailaki, Mattole, and other small Athapaskan 
groups of this region. The number enumerated in 
1910 was 51, all in California. 

Kiowa Apache . — A small tribe amalgamated since 
the earliest traditional times with the Kiowa, a tribe of 
a wholly different stock. Their early home was in 
Montana and northern Wyoming, but since known to 
Europeans in the seventeenth century they .have been 
farther south on the western plains. Since the middle 
of the nineteenth century they have been located with 
the Kiowa on the Kiowa and Comanche Reservation 
in Oklahoma. 

The name Apache is given to this tribe erroneously, 
as they have nothing in common with the Apache ex- 
cept that both are members of the same stock. 

The Kiowa Apache as enumerated in 1910 n um bered 
139, all in Oklahoma. Compared with the figures for 
previous years, as given in the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, this tribe shows a rapid de- 
crease, that between 1890 and 1895 being due to a 
severe epidemic. The figures are as follows:

Lipan Apache . — A tribe whose habitat in the eight- 
eenth century extended over a large area in eastern 
New Mexico and western Texas. About the middle of 
the nineteenth century most of the remnant removed 
to northern Mexico, but are now located on the Mes- 
calero Reservation, N. Mex. A few others are found 
on the Oakland Reservation, Okla. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 28, of which 20 were in New Mex- 
ico, 7 in Oklahoma, and 1 in Pennsylvania. 

Mattole . — A small group or tribe belonging to the 
Kuneste section of the Pacific coast division of this 
stock. They have occupied since earliest traditional 
times the southern coast of Humboldt County, Cal. 
Gathered on a reservation near Cape Mendocino about 
the middle of the nineteenth century, a few were taken, 


when this reservation was discontinued, to the Hupa 
Reservation, where they are now incorporated with 
the Hupa. The other remaining survivors are scat- 
tered over their original territory. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 34, all in California. 

Mescalero Apache . — Originally closely affiliated with 
the Jicarilla. Their earliest known habitat was in 
eastern New Mexico, whence they ranged east into 
Texas and south into northern New Mexico. Since 
1873 they have been located on the Mescalero Reserva- 
tion in southern New Mexico, in which state 416 were 
enumerated in 1910 out of a total of 424. 

Comparative figures indicate a rather stable popula- 
tion for this tribe in New Mexico, there having been 
little variation in numbers in 25 years. These figures, 
taken from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, are available only as far back as 1885, and are 
as follows:

Navajo (syn. Navaho). — One of the largest and best 
known of the Athapaskan tribes of the United States. 
When first known to Europeans in the early seven- 
teenth century they were located in northern New 
Mexico and Arizona and southeastern Utah. In the 
sixties a large proportion of the tribe were held as 
prisoners at Bosque Redondo in eastern New Mexico, 
but later were returned to their original home. Since 
1867 they have remained on the reservation set apart 
for them in northeastern Arizona, northwestern New 
Mexico, and southeastern Utah, the numbers enu- 
merated in 1910 in these states being 11,001, 10,354, 
and 1,039, respectively. The total number enumer- 
ated was 22,455. 

The enumeration of the Navajo is of necessity some- 
what uncertain, owing to the local conditions. The 
tribe is a nomadic one, roaming over a very large ex- 
tent of country, so that an absolutely accurate enu- 
meration would be an extremely diffi cult, if not im- 
possible task. Comparison, therefore, with returns of 
even greater uncertainty (since founded almost wholly 
on estimates) made in the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs are of little real value. In a few in- 
stances the numbers given, however, are evidently 
based upon partial counts of a large proportion at least 
of the tribe. In 1876 the total was given as 11,868 
and in 1886 as 17,358. Beginning in 1894 a sudden rise 
is noticeable to over 20,000, and again in 1905 a still 
greater rise— in one year from 21,379 to 28,544. The 
discrepancy between this figure of about 28,000, which 
has been returned in the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs with little variation since 1905, and that 
of 22,455, obtained by the present census, is large. 
That 28,000 is a figure somewhat too large and that the 
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enumeration of the census is too small seems probable. 
An exact enumeration, however, is, as already stated, 
practically impossible. 

Redwood (syn. Whilkut).— A small group or tribe 
closely related to the Hupa. Their habitat was on 
Upper Redwood Creek, directly west of the Hupa in 
Humboldt County, Cal. Located for several years 
previous to 1870 at Hupa Reservation, most have 
since removed to their original homes. The local 
name for these Indians is Redwood, a term also 
applied to theHuchnom, a branch of theYukianstock 
in Mendocino County. The total number reported in 
1910 was 76, of which 74 were in California and 2 in 
Washington. 

Rogue River (syn. Tututni). — A group of small 
tribes who in the early nineteenth century were living 
on the lower Rogue River and adjacent area in Curry 
County, Oreg. In 1856 they were removed to Siletz 
Reservation and some time later were transferred to 
the Grande Ronde Reservation. The remnants are at 
present divided between these two reservations. There 
is much confusion in the use of the term Tututni and 
Rogue River, and among those returned as such, and 
here tabulated, there are probably some Chetco, 
Chastacosta and other Athapaskan tribes of this 
region. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 383, of which 
368 were in Oregon. Strictly comparable figures for 
this tribe can not be obtained, but an approximation 
can be made as follows: In 1854, at the time of their 
transportation as prisoners of war to Siletz, the Rogue 
River were given as numbering 1,311. In 1867 they 
seem still to have numbered over 1,300, but 10 years 
later, in 1877, were reduced to less than 700 and in 
1881 to less than 500. Since that date no separate 
report has been made. 

Saiaz. — A term of somewhat uncertain application, 
applied to a portion of the Kuneste section of the 
Pacific coast division of this stock. Their habitat 
since earliest traditional times was in Humboldt and 
Trinity Counties, Cal. They are practically one with 
the Wailaki. Between 1862 and 1878 they were 
gathered first at the Smith River Reservation and also 
at the Hupa Reservation, hut since the latter date the 
few survivors have been scattered over their original 
territory. The number enumerated in 1910 was 6, all 
in California. 

Tenankutchin. — One white half-breed male of this 
Alaskan tribe (see p. 112) was reported from Oregon 
in 1910. 

Tlatskanai. — A small tribe formerly living on the 
Chehalis River, Wash., and later in Columbia County, 
Oreg. They were supposed to be extinct several years 
ago. Three were reported from Washington in 1910. 

Tolowa (syn. Crescent City, Smith River Indians.) — 
A small tribe or group belonging to the Kuneste section 
of the Pacific coast division of this stock. Their 
habitat since earliest traditional times has been in the 
extreme northwestern corner of California; comprising 


practically all of Del Norte County. Between 1862 
and 1868 they were gathered on a small reservation on 
Smith River which was later abandoned, and since the 
latter date the Tolowa have not been located on a 
reservation. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
121, of which 118 were in California and 3 in Oregon. 

Umpqua . — A tribal name of somewhat vague appli- 
cation, generally applied, however, to the Indians of 
the upper Umpqua River, in Douglas County, Oreg. 
They were removed to the Alsea Reservation in the 
middle of the nineteenth century, and later divided 
between Siletz and Grande Ronde Reservation, Oreg., 
where they still remain. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 109, of which 
90 were in Oregon and 17 in Washington. Compara- 
tive figures from the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs are available since 1860, as follows:

Upper Ooquille. — A small tribe or group of villages 
previously located on the upper Coquille River, in 
Coos and Douglas Counties, Oreg. They were removed 
to Siletz Reservation in the middle of the nineteenth 
century and most of the few survivors are located 
there to-day. In 1910 the number enumerated was 
15, all in Oregon. 

Wailaki. — A small group or tribe belonging to the 
Kuneste section of the Pacific Coast division of this 
stock. Their habitat since earliest traditional times 
has been in southeastern Humboldt and southwestern 
Trinity Counties, Cal. About the middle of the nine- 
teenth century they were removed to Round Valley 
Reservation, where the majority still remain. The 
number enumerated in 1910 was 227, of which 217 
were in California. 

Tribe not reported. — One Indian female of this stock 
was enumerated in Oregon in 1910 for whom the tribe 
was not reported. 

CADDO AST STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — This is preeminently a stock of 
the plains. In the seventeenth century tribes be- 
longing to this stock occupied large areas in Texas, 
Arkansas, and Oklahoma, with others (the Pawnee 
and Arikara) farther north in Nebraska and North 
Dakota. Many of the tribes formerly in existence are 
now extinct. 

The Indians of the Caddoan stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 1,863. The tribes of this stock 
for which members were reported are as follows :

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CHIMAKTTAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — One of the small stocks of the 
Pacific coast, which occupied, at the time when first 
known to Europeans, two small areas in western Wash- 
ington, one on the coast south of Cape Flattery and the 
other on the northwestern shore - of Puget Sound. 

The Indians of the Chimakuan stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 306- The surviving tribes of this 
stock, for which members were reported are as follows :

Chimakum. — A small tribe occupying, when first 
known to Europeans, the peninsula between Hoods 
Canal and Port Townsend, Wash. The tribe has been 
supposed to be extinct. Three males, however, were 
enumerated in Washington in 1910, one of full-tribal 
blood, one of mixed-tribal blood, and one white and 
Indian half-breed. 

Hoh. — A subdivision of the Quileute. Their habitat 
since the beg innin g of the nineteenth century has been 
on the river of the same name, in the northwestern 
part of Jefferson County, Wash. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 44, all in 
Washington. The following figures for this tribe are 
given in the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs:

Quileute. — With the Hoh, the chief surviving repre- 
sentatives of the stock. Their habitat since the begin - 
m'ng of the nineteenth century has been on the Pacific 
coast in the southwestern part of Clallam and north- 
western part of Jefferson Counties, Wash. Since 1855 
they have been located on a reservation set apart for 
them and under the supervision of the Neah Bay 
Agency. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 259, all in 
Washington. Figures for this tribe are given in the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, as 
follows:

The Chimariko, 
as enumerated in 1910, numbered 31, all in California. 

CHIXOOKAX STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — A stock occupying a narrow con- 
tinuous belt @f country, extending along both banks 
of the Columbia River from its mouth to The Dalles, 
in Oregon and Washington. The Chinookan is one 
of the stocks showing cases of intermixture with 
Polynesian blood, chiefly Hawaiian. * 

The Indians of the Chinookan stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 897. The surviving tribes of this 
stock, for which members were reported, are as follows: 

Chinook Wasco. 

Clackamas Wishram. 

Clatsop. 

Chinook. — The tribe from which the stock takes its 
name. They occupied in the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century the southwestern corner of Washington 
on the north side of the Columbia River, and the sea- 
coast adjoining as far north as Shoalwater Bay. The 
Chinook proper are probably almost, if not quite, 
extinct. The name came to be loosely applied to 
various other tribes of the same stock on both sides of 
the Columbia for about 100 miles above its mouth, 
and it is the remnants of these various tribes that are 
probably included in those who were enumerated as 
“Chinook.” Thus defined, the number enumerated 
in 1910 was 315, of which 177 were in Washington 
and 125 in Oregon. 

Clackamas. — A small tribe formerly living on the 
Clackamas River, Clackamas County, Oreg. About 50 
years ago they were removed to Grande Ronde Reser- 
vation, Oreg., where a remnant still survives. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 40, of which 
39 were in Oregon and 1 in Washington. The follow- 
ing figures for this tribe in Oregon are taken from the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs:

The rise and fall of the number of the Clackamas is 
due probably to the different methods of enumeration 
in successive years. 

Clatsop. — A small tribe formerly occupying the 
region about the mouth of the Columbia River, in 
northwestern Clatsop County, Oreg. A few of the 
survivors were moved to the Grande Ronde Reserva- 
tion in 1875, but the larger number of the tribe are 
now living in Washington, 18 out of 26 having been 
enumerated in that state in 1910. 

Wasco. — One of the two easternmost tribes of this 
stock. Their habitat in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century was on the south side of the Columbia 
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River near The Dalles, Wasco County, Oreg For 40 
or 50 years they have been located on the Warm 
Springs Reservation in that state. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 242, of which 
184 were in Oregon and 54 in "Washington. Compara- 
tive figures for this tribe in Oregon are available from 
the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
from 1870 to 1890, as follows:

Wishram (syn. Tumwater). — One of the eastern- 
most of the tribes of this stock, formerly occupying the 
north shore of the Columbia River at and below The 
Dalles, in Klickitat County, Wash. They are now 
living partly on the Yakima Reservation and partly 
along the Columbia River in their former territory. 
The name Tumwater, by which these Indians are 
locally known, probably includes fragments of other 
tribes formerly located at the Cascades. The name 
Tumwater has also been applied to a small group of 
Indians also called Oregon City and now located on 
Grande Ronde Reservation, Oreg. The Wishram as 
enumerated in 1910 numbered 274, all in W ashing ton 

The Wishram have the largest population of Poly- 
nesian mixed-bloods of any tribe in the United States. 

CHITIMACHAN STOCK. 

A small tribe, forming by itself an independent 
linguistic stock. They occupied, at the time when 
first known to Europeans, the region about Grand 
Lake and Grand River, La. They have not been on 
any reservation. The Chitimacha, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 69, of which 50 were in Louisiana and 
19 in Pennsylvania. 

CHUMASHAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — A Californian stock, now nearly 
extinct, formerly occupying Santa Barbara and Ven- 
tura Counties and the region immediately adjoining. 

The Indians of the Chumashan stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 38. The surviving tribes of this 
stock, for which members were reported, are as follows: 

San Luis Obispo. Santa Baibareno. Santa Ynez. 

San Luis Obispo.— The name by which the sur- 
vivors of the tribes of this stock in the southern part 
of San Luis Obispo County, Cal., have been co mm only 
known. Only a single survivor of these Indians was 
enumerated in 1910, in California, a male of full-tribal 
blood. 

Santa. Barlareno. — A tribe or group of tribes occu- 
pying since the sixteenth century a portion of Santa 
Barbara County, Cal. The few survivors of these 
several tribes are to-day generally known as Santa 
Barbareno Indians. Two only were enumerated in 
1910, both in California. 


Santa Ynez. — The name by which the survivors of 
the several tribes in the vicinity of the Mission of 
Santa Ynez in Santa Barbara County, Cal., are known. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 35, all in Cali- 
fornia. 

COSTANOAN STOCK. 

A stock now almost extinct, the few survivors not 
being returned by tribal names, but locally known as 
Santa Cruz Indians. The area formerly occupied by 
these Indians included that portion of California lying 
south of San Francisco and Suisan Bays, west of the 
San Joaquin River, and extending south to a little 
beyond Monterey. The Indians claiming to belong to- 
this group, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 17, all in 
California. 

CROATAN GROUP. 

The name given to a large group of persons living 
in North Carolina, chiefly in Robeson County. The 
Indian element in the Croatan is of uncertain and 
probably rather complex origin, so they can not be 
regarded as belonging to any single stock. The 
Croatan, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 5,865, all 
in North Carolina. 

ESKIMAUAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — An Alaskan stock (see p. 112), of 
which 56 members were enumerated in continental 
United States in 1910, represented by two tribes, as 
follows:

Aleut An Alaskan tribe of which. 40 members 
all in Oregon, were enumerated in continental United 
States in 1910. 

Malemiut. Only 2 Indians, both in Oregon, were 
reported in continental United States in 1910 as be- 
longing to this Alaskan tribe, both females under 20 
years of age, of white and Eskimo parentage. 

Tribe not reported.— There were 14 Indians (7 males 
and 7 females) without tribal name reported as be- 
longing to this stock in 1910, distributed among the 
states as follows: Oklahoma, 10; Oregon, 3; Cali- 
fornia, 1. 

hah) an stock (syn. Skittagetan). 

An Alaskan stock (see p. 115), of which 31 members 
were enumerated in 1910 in continental United States. 
They were located in Oregon (25) and Washington (6), 
and were generally fishermen or pupils in Government 
schools. 

IEOQUOIAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. This, the second largest stock in 
point of numbers in the United States, occupied at the 
beginning of the seventeenth century two areas sepa- 
rated by only a short distance. One of these com- 
prised all of western New York, western New Jersey, 
and parts of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, and north- 
ern Ohio; the other extended over the whole of the 
southern Alleghenies in North and South Carolina, 
northern Georgia, and eastern Tennessee. In addi- 
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tion to these areas in the United States, tribes of this 
stock occupied most of the peninsula region of Ontario 
and the shores of the St. Lawrence as far down as 
Quebec or below. 

The Indians of the Iroquoian stock in the United 
States, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 39,679. To 
this figure should be added probably about 1,500 to 
2,000 for Indians of this stock reported without dis- 
tinction of tribe, among the general population in New 
York, North Carolina, Tennessee, South Carolina, and 
Oklahoma, making a probable total of over 41,000 in 
all. The tribes of this stock, for which members 
were reported, are as follows: 

Cayuga Oneida. Seneca. 

Cherokee. Onondaga Tuscarora. 

Mohawk. St. Regis Wyandot. 

Cayuga . — One of the five tribes of the w r ell-known 
Iroquois Confederacy. Their habitat, when first ' 
known to Europeans in the seventeenth century, was 
in the vicinity of Cayuga Lake, N. Y. At the close of 
the eighteenth century the majority emigrated to 
Canada, where they are now living on a reservation in 
Ontario. Of the remainder, part moved to Oklahoma 
and part to Wisconsin, where they are living with the 
Oneida, but were not returned as Cayuga in the present 
census. Those remaining in New York are located 
mainly on the Cattaraugus and Tonawanda Reserva- 
tions. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 81, of which 53 
were in New York and 17 in Oklahoma. The Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs reported 182 for this tribe in 
New York in 1910, and a practically stationary popular 
tion for the past 35 years. The great difference be- 
tween this figure and the census report is due probably 
to the enumeration by the census of many Indians 
without distinction of tribe among the general popula- 
tion. The figures for this tribe in New York since 
1875, as given in the Indian reports, are as follows:

Cherokee . — One of the largest and best known of the 
tribes of this stock. Their habitat, when first known 
to Europeans in the sixteenth century, comprised the 
region of the southern Alleghenies in northern Georgia 
and Alabama, eastern Tennessee, western South and 
North Carolina, and Virginia. Early in the nine- 
teenth century a portion of the tribe had moved west 
of the Mississippi to Arkansas, and the larger part of 
those remaining were forced to remove to Indian Terri- 
tory in 1838. The larger portion of the tribe has since 
been located on the Cherokee Reservation in Okla- 
homa, the smaller eastern band being located mainly 
on the Qualla Reservation in North Carolina. Scat- 
tered individuals, however, are to be found through- 
out the whole of their early habitat. 


The number enumerated in 1910 was 31,489, of 
which 29,610 were in Oklahoma and 1,406 were in 
North Carolina. Comparison with previous years is 
difficult and uncertain, as all figures prior to 1900 are 
merely estimates and include an unknown number of 
intermarried whites and freedmen. In 1838, when 
forced to remove to Indian Territory, the total number 
removed amounted to over 16,500, which, with an 
estimate of 6,000 already there, makes a total of 
22,500. Included in this number, however, is an 
unknown number of freedmen and other persons. 
The estimated figures since 1875, taken from the re- 
ports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, are as 
follows:

Taking this total population, there has evidently 
been a steady increase in the 35 years, mainly, how- 
ever, among the Oklahoma branch. The increase is 
due to the mixed-bloods who now form nearly 80 per 
cent of the total population. The difference between 
the figures for Oklahoma reported by the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs and those secured by the 
census is believed to be due to the fact that the former 
are based upon the enrollment under the Dawes Com- 
mission, which contained many errors. 

As the Cherokee constitutes numerically one of the 
most important examples of a tribe divided into two 
sections living under different conditions, figures for 
the Oklahoma and North Carolina Indians are given 
separately in Table 51 (p. 132). 

Mohawk . — A well-known tribe belonging to the 
Iroquois Confederacy. They were the most easterly 
of the five nations occupying the Mohawk Valley and 
the region north and south of it in New York. In the 
eighteenth century the majority of the tribe removed 
to Canada, those now in the United States being 
mainly mixed-bloods. The number enumerated in 
1910 was 368, of which 320 were in New York. 

Oneida . — One of the five tribes of the well-known 
Iroquois Confederacy. Their habitat, when first 
known to Europeans in the seventeenth century, was 
in the vicinity of Oneida Lake, in New York. At the 
end of the eighteenth century a portion emigrated to 
Ontario, Canada, where they still remain, and in 1846 
the majority of those living in New York moved to 
Wisconsin where they are now located on the Oneida 
Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 2,436, of 
which 2,107 were in Wisconsin and 211 in New York. 
Comparable figures for this tribe in Wisconsin and 
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New York are given, in the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs since 1875, as follows:

These figures show that the Wisconsin band has 
steadily increased, while the New York band has 
decreased or remained nearly stationary. A portion 
of the increase in Wisconsin may be due to immigra- 
tion of members of the tribe from Canada. 

As the Oneida illustrate well the difference often 
existing between two sections of a tribe living under 
diverse conditions, figures are given for the Wisconsin 
and New York sections separately in Table 51 (p. 
133). 

Onondaga . — One of the five tribes of the well-known 
Iroquois Confederacy. Their habitat, when first 
known to Europeans in the seventeenth century, was 
in the vicinity of Onondaga Lake, in western New 
York. During the eighteenth century a large num- 
ber of the Onondaga emigrated to Ontario, Canada, 
those remaining in New York being located on the 
Onondaga, Seneca, and Tuscarora Reservations, 
j The number enumerated in 1910 was 365, of which 
327 were in New York. The reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs show the following figures for 
this tribe in New York:

St. Regis — A group of Indians of mixed Iroquoian 
origin not forming a real tribe, but named from the 
village in which they have lived for a century and a 
half. The settlement lies .on the international bound- 
ary line in St. Lawrence County, N. Y., and Ontario, 
Canada. 

The number enumerated in New York in 1910 was 
1,140 out of a total of 1,219. Comparative figures 
furnished by the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs for this tribe in New York are as 
follows :

It is evident from this that the St. Regis Iroquois 
have increased steadily since 1875, this increase being 
due almost entirely to the mixed-bloods. 

Seneca . — One of the five tribes of the well-known 
Iroquois Confederacy. Their habitat, when first 


known to Europeans in the seventeenth century, 
comprised a considerable area in western New York, 
lying west of Seneca Lake. Although a considerable 
number emigrated to Canada in the eighteenth cen- 
tury and later, the majority are now located on the 
Allegany and Cattaraugus and Tonawanda Reserva- 
tions in New York. A number are located at the 
Seneca School in Oklahoma and others in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Of the 2,907 enumerated in 1910, 2,485 were in 
New York and 215 in Oklahoma. Comparison with 
the figures for previous years may be made as follows 
from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs :

With allowance for the difference in methods of 
determining tribal affiliation, it would appear that on 
the whole the Seneca had remained about stationary 
in the last 35 years. On the basis of the figures 
reported by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, the 
New York Senecas have decreased, whereas those in 
Oklahoma have increased. 

As the Seneca illustrate the difference often existing 
between two widely separated sections of a single 
tribe, figures are given for the New York and Okla- 
homa bands separately in Table 51 (p. 133). 

Tuscarora . — Formerly a large and important con- 
federacy or group of Iroquoian tribes, usually referred 
to, however, as a single tribe. Their habitat, when 
first known to Europeans in the seventeenth century, 
was in northeastern North Carolina, but early in the 
eighteenth century they moved to New York and were 
incorporated as a sixth nation with the Iroquois Con- 
federacy. Since the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury they have been located mainly on the Tuscarora 
Reservation, Niagara County, N. Y., with a portion 
in Ontario, Canada. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 400, of which 
382 were in New York. Comparative figures for this 
tribe in New York, as shown by the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, are as follows:

Allowing for the differences due to methods of 
determining tribal affiliation, it would seem that the 
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Tuscarora had changed but little in numbers in the 
last 40 years. 

'Wyandot (syn. Huron). — A tribe better known per- 
haps as the Huron. When first known to Europeans 
early in the seventeenth century, they occupied a small 
area south and east of Georgian Bay in Ontario, Can- 
ada. Their history during the next 200 years is full 
of vicissitudes and wandering. In the early nineteenth 
century a portion of the tribe was located in Ohio, but 
in 1842 moved west to Kansas and later to a reserva- 
tion in northeastern Oklahoma, where they now reside. 
The remainder of the tribe is located near Quebec, 
Canada. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 353, of which 
320 were in Oklahoma. Comparison with previous 
years for that portion of the tribe in Oklahoma may 
be made from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, as follows:

These figures indicate a slow but steady increase in 
numbers since 1875, due, in all probability, mainly to 
mixed-bloods who already in 1886 formed nearly 40 
per cent of the total. 

Tribe not reported. — For 61 Indians (23 males and 
38 females) the only name given was “Iroquois,” so 
that it was impossible to determine their tribal affilia- 
tion. They were distributed among the states as fol- 
lows: New'York, 30; Oklahoma, 15; Ohio, 5; Minne- 
sota, 4; Montana, 4; Kansas, 2; Pennsylvania, 1. 

KALAPOOIAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole— One of the smaller stocks of the 
Pacific coast. The area occupied comprised the 
greater part of the Willamette Y alley in Oregon. 

The Indians of the Kalapooian stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 106. The surviving tribes of this 
stock, for which members were reported, are as follows;

Kalapooia. — A small tribe which has given its name 
to the stock. Their habitat at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century was the region of the divide 
between the Willamette and Umpqua Rivers in south- 
ern T inn and northern Douglas Counties, Oreg. Since 
1860, or before, the remnant has been living on the 
Grande Ronde Reservation. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 5, all in Oregon. 

LaTcmiut— A small tribe living at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century on the river of the same name 
in Polk County, Oreg. Since about 1855 the remnant 
has been living on the Grande Ronde Reservation. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 8, all in Oregon. 


SEX, AGE, AND BLOOD. 

Mary’s River (syn. Chepenafa). — A small tribe living 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century on Mary’s 
River in eastern Benton and western Linn Counties, 
Oreg. Since about 1855 the remnant has been located 
on the Grande Ronde Reservation. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 24, all in Oregon. 

Santiam. — A small tribe living at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century on the river of the same name 
in northern Linn and southern Marion Counties, Oreg. 
Since about 1855 the remnant has been located on the 
Grande Ronde Reservation. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 9, all in Oregon. 

Wapato (syn. Atfalati).— A name of rather vague 
meaning applied to the remnants of several small 
tribes living at the beginning of the nineteenth century 
at or about the mouth of the Willamette River, Oreg. 
About 1855 the majority were placed on the Grande 
Ronde Reservation, where a remnant still survives. 
Of the 44 enumerated in 1910, 27 were in Washington 
and 17 in Oregon. 

Yamel— A small tribe living at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century in Yamhill County, Oreg. Since 
1855 the remnant has been living on the Grande 
Ronde Reservation. Of the 5 enumerated in 1910, 

4 were in Oregon and 1 in Washington. 

Yonkalla —A small tribe formerly living on Elk and 
Calapooya Creeks, Douglas County, Oreg. The tribe 
was removed about the middle of the nineteenth 
century to the Grande Ronde Reservation, where the 
survivors still remain. The number enumerated in 
1910 was 11, all in Oregon. 

karok stock (syn. Quoratean). 

A tribe also known as Orleans and constituting by 
itself a distinct linguistic stock. Their habitat, since 
known to Europeans, has been in northern California, 
in the valley of the Klamath River, above the Yurok 
or Weitchpec and below the Shasta. The Karok, as 
enumerated in 1910, numbered 775, all in California. 

KERESAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole— One of the three “pueblo” stocks 
of the Southwest. The area occupied by Indians of 
this stock was on and in the vicinity of the Rio Grande 
River in northern New Mexico. 

The Indians of the Keresan stock, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 4,027. The pueblos occupied by 
them, for which members were reported, are as follows:

Cochiti. Santa Ana Sia 

Laguna. 

Acoma. — A pueblo and tribe of this stock located, 
at least since the beginning of the sixteenth century, 
in Valencia County, N. Mex., and numbering 691 in

the Commissioner of Indian Affairs (given only at 
irregular intervals) that this tribe has increased con- 
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siderably in the last 50 years. The figures are as 
follows :

KIOWAN STOCK. 


A tribe which of itself apparently constitutes an 
independent linguistic stock. Their habitat in the 
early eighteenth century was in southern Montana and 
northwestern Wyoming, but, since known to Euro- 
peans, they have been living farther south in Nebraska 
and eastern Colorado. Since 1868 they have been 
located with the Comanche, the Kiowa Apache, and 
the southern Caddoan tribes on the Kiowa and 
Comanche Reservation in Oklahoma. The Kiowa 
have, ever since living in Montana, been very closely 
affiliated with the small Athapaskan tribe, commonly 
known as Kiowa Apache. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,126, of which 
1,107 were in Oklahoma. Comparing these figures 
with those given by the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs for this tribe in Oklahoma, it is apparent that 
there has been an increase since 1875. The drop be- 
tween 1890 and 1895 was due to a serious epidemic in 
1892. The figures are as follows:

KtrsAN stock (syn. Coos Bay Indians). 

A single tribe forming a stock by itself. The habitat 
of this tribe, when first known to Europeans in the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century, was in the vicinity 
of Coos Bay, Coos County, Oreg. The Kusa at first 
were gathered at the Alsea Reservation and later trans- 
ferred to Siletz, where a small remnant still survives. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 93, all in Ore- 
gon. In the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs the Kusa have not been shown separately since 
1881. In 1868 there were 176 at Alsea, which had 
decreased to 135 in 1870 and to 120 in 1875. In 1881 
only 73 were returned at Siletz. 
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icutenaian stock (Kutenay, Kootenai). 

A tribe which by itself apparently constitutes an en- 
tire linguistic stock. Their traditional home was in 
northern Montana and southern Alberta, east of the 
Rocky Mountains. From here they moved west across 
the mountains, and since the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, when first known to Europeans, they 
have occupied a portion of southeastern British Colum- 
bia and the adjacent parts of northwestern Idaho and 
Montana. Most of the Kutenai in the United States 
are located on the Flathead Reservation in Montana. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 538, of which 
424 were in Montana and 107 in Idaho. Comparisons 
with previous years are of little value, owing to the 
irregular character of the returns for this tribe in the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. So 
far as can be judged from the figures, however, the 
number of the Kutenai in the United States has stood 
almost stationary since 1875. 

LTJTUAMIAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole . — One of the smaller of the Pacific 
Coast stocks. It occupied a compact area in southern 
Oregon and extreme northern California just east of 
the -Cascades. 

The Indians of the Lutuamian stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 978. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows: 

Klamath. Modoc 

Klamath . — The most northerly of the two tribes com- 
posing this stock. Their habitat, since known to 
Europeans in the early part of the nineteenth century, 
has been in Klamath County, Oreg., mainly about and 
to the east of Klamath Lake. Since 1864 they have 
been located on the Klamath Reservation in that 
state. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 696, of which 
646 were in Oregon. Comparable figures for that por- 
tion of the tribe in Oregon, as shown by the reports of 
' the Co mmi ssioner of Indian Affairs, are as follows:

Modoc . — The southernmost of the two tribes consti- 
tuting this stock. Their earliest known habitat was 
in northwestern Siskiyou and northwestern Modoc 
Counties, Cal., and southern Klamath and Lake Coun- 
ties, Oreg. In 1864 they were placed on the Klamath 
Reservation, Oreg., but after the Modoc War of 
1872-73 a portion of the tribe was carried to the Qua- 
paw Reservation in Oklahoma. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 282, of which 
212 were in Oregon, 33 in Oklahoma, 20 in California, 
and the remainder scattering. The following table, 


compiled from the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, gives comparable figures for the por- 
tions of the tribe in Oregon and Oklahoma:

maedu stock (syn. Pujunan). 

A group of Indians without definite tribal divisions 
and no distinctive popular name. They have occupied 
since earliest traditional times a considerable area in 
northeastern California, which may be roughly defined 
as extending east and west from the crest of the Sierra 
Nevada to the Sacramento River, and from north to 
south from Lassen Butte to the Cosumnes River. In the 
early fifties a small portion of these Indians was taken 
to Round Valley Reservation where, under the name 
of Concow, a remnant still survives. The great bulk 
of the stock, however, is scattered widely over the 
original territory and is not located on any reservation. 

The general term “Digger” is used locally for these 
Indians as a rule, Concow and Nishinam being other 
local names, the latter generally restricted to the 
southern portion of the stock south of the Yuba River. 

TheMaidu, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 1,100, 
of which 1,098 were in California. 

miwok stock (syn. Moquelumnan). 

Stock as a whole . — The tribes of the Miwok stock 
occupy three small separate areas in California. The 
largest extends from east to west from the crest of the 
Sierra Nevada to the San Joaquin River, and from 
north to south from the Cosumnes to the Fresno • 
River; the second occupies part of Marin, Sonoma, and 
Napa Comities, and the third a small area in Lake 
County. 

The Indians of the Miwok stock, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 699. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows: 

Marin. Middle Town. Mbrok. 

Marin . — The westernmost of the two smaller sub- 
divisions of this stock. Their habitat, since known to 
Europeans in the sixteenth century, has been in Marin 
and southern Sonoma Counties, Cal. They came un- 
der the influence of the San Rafael, San Francisco, 
Solano, and Dolores Missions at the end of the eight- 
eenth and the beginning of the nineteenth centuries. 
The few survivors are scattered throughout this area, 
the number enumerated in 1910 being 22, all in Cali- 
fornia. 

Middle Town . — A small fragment of this stock lo- 
cated, since known to Europeans, in the extreme 
southern part of Lake County, Cal., and numbering 7 
persons in 1910. 
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Miwok . — The main and largest subdivision of this 
stock. They have no distinctive popular name, being 
usually known only by the meaningless term of “ Digger 
Indians.” Their habitat, since known to Europeans 
in the eighteenth century, has been in central Califor- 
nia, and may be roughly described as extending north 
and south from the Cosumnes Eiver to Fresno Creek, 
and east and west from the crest of the Sierras to the 
San Joaquin Eiver. The Miwok, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 670, of which 669 were in California 
and 1 in Nevada. 

MUSKHOGEAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole . — One of the five largest stocks in 
the United States. At the time first known to Euro- 
peans, in the sixteenth century, it occupied a compact 
single area comprising the largest part of Mississippi, 
Alabama, and western and southern Georgia, together 
with the northern half of Florida. 

The Indians of the Muskhogean stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 29,191. To this figure should be 
added perhaps 1,500 for Indians of this stock reported 
without distinction of tribe among the general popula- 
tion in Alabama, Mississippi, Georgia, Florida, and 
Oklahoma, making a probable total of between 30,000 
and 31,000. The tribes of this stock, for which mem- 
bers were reported, are as follows: 

Alibamu. Choctaw Koasati. 

Chickasaw. Creek. Se min ole. 

Alibamu . — A tribe closely related to the Koasati and 
formerly belonging to the Creek Confederacy. Their 
earliest known habitat was on the lower Alabama 
Eiver in Alabama. At the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and in the early portion of the nineteenth century 
part of the tribe removed to Louisiana, part to Polk 
County, Tex., and part followed the Creeks to Indian 
Territory. The remnants are now found in all thr ee 
of these localities, only those in Oklahoma being located 
on any reservation. These latter were not enumerated 
as Alibamu by the census. The number reported in 
1910 was 298, of which 187 were in Texas and 111 in 
Louisiana. 

Chickasaw . — One of the larger tribes of this stock 
whose early habitat was in northern Mississippi. By 
the begi nn i ng of the nineteenth century they began to 
move westward to what is now Oklahoma, and in 1855 
were given a separate reservation there. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 4,204, of which 
4,191 were in Oklahoma. Comparison with earlier 
years is made difficult by the fact that until 1898 the 
Chickasaw were not returned in the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs separate from freed- 
men (Negroes) and intermarried whites. Since 1898 
the figures for this tribe in Oklahoma are as follows :

The large difference between the figures reported by 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs and those secured 
by the census in 1910, is due probably to the fact that 
the former are founded largely on the enrollment under 
the Dawes Commission, which contained many errors. 

Choctaw . — A large tribe whose early habitat in- 
cluded the larger part of central and southern Missis- 
sippi and part of Alabama. By the end of the 
eighteenth century they had begun to move west, and 
by the middle of the nineteenth century the majority 
of the tribe was located on the Choctaw Eeservation 
in Oklahoma. A portion remained behind, however, 
and are living to-day in northern Mississippi and 
Louisiana. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 15,917, of 
which 14,551 were in Oklahoma. Comparison with 
previous years is not possible for this tribe as a whole, 
as the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
contain figures for only that portion of the tribe in 
Oklahoma. The figures for Oklahoma are question- 
able, however (the number in 1910 being 17,489 as 
against 14,551 reported by the census), as they are 
based to a large extent on the enrollment of the tribe 
under the Dawes Commission, which, as before stated, 
contained many errors. 

Creek . — A group or loose confederacy of tribes for- 
merly occupying a large part of Alabama and Georgia 
and portions of northern Florida. Between 1836 and 
1840 the majority of the tribe was removed to Okla- 
homa, where a reservation was set apart for them on 
which they still live. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 6,945, of which 
6,654 were in Oklahoma. The 34 members of this tribe 
who were returned in Montana probably belong to the 

Cree instead of the Creek, the similarity in names 
causing the error. 

This is another tribe in which there is a wide dis- 
crepancy between the figures of the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs and the census, the 
figures for Oklahoma in 1910 being 11,911 in the for- 
mer as against 6,654 reported by the latter. The 
census may have been somewhat defective, but the 
figures of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, based 
upon the enrollment under the Dawes Commission, are 
certainly too high. 

Koasati.— A. tribe very closely allied to the Alibamu 
and living in the eighteenth century on the upper 
Alabama Eiver, Ala. Before the beginning of the 
nineteenth century they had begun to move west of 
the Mississippi into Louisiana and Texas, where their 
remnants still remain. The Koasati, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 98, distributed as follows: Louisiana, 
85; Texas, 11; and Nebraska, 2. 

Seminole— A name applied to Indians of this stock, 
mainly members of the Creeks, who emigrated to 
Florida early in the eighteenth century. In the middle 
of the nineteenth century the. majority of the tribe was 
removed to Oklahoma, where a reservation was set 
apart for them. A portion still remains in southern 
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Florida and a small band, mainly of Negro blood, are 
located in southwestern Texas. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,729, dis- 
tributed as follows: Oklahoma, 1,503; Texas, 200; 
Florida, 16; and scattering, 10. The number in 
Florida is much too small. The majority of the tribe 
are located in inaccessible portions of the Everglades 
and are very hostile still toward the whites, allowing 
no persons in their territory. The number of Sem- 
inoles thus unenumerated is estimated by a competent 
observer, who has been one of the few whites to be 
allowed to pass through the region, at about 200 to 
250. This would bring the tribal number in the United 
States to nearly 2,000. 

This is the only one of the Five Civilized Tribes 
which, according to the figures in the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, shows a decrease in 
population. These figures, like those of the other Five 
Civilized Tribes, are based upon the enrollment under 
the Dawes Commission, and are much larger than 
those reported by the census, the figures for the tribe 
in Oklahoma in 1910 being 2,137 from the Indian 
reports and 1,503 from the census. 

PIMAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — The area occupied by this stock 
in the United States lies wholly in southwestern 
Arizona. The number enumerated in 1910 was 8,607. 
The tribes of this stock, for which members were 
reported, are as follows: 

Mayo. Papago Yaqui. 

Opata. Pima. 

Mayo. — A tribe whose habitat is on the Mayo Fiver, 
in Sinaloa, Mexico. A small number have in recent 
years emigrated to Arizona where they are now living, 
mainly with the Pima and Papago. The Mayo in the 
United States, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 40, 
all in Arizona. 

Opata. — A tribe whose habitat comprises the region 
of the upper Yaqui and Sonora Rivers, in Sonora and 
western Chihuahua, Mexico. A small number have 
emigrated to the United States, where the number 
enumerated in 1910 was 5, all in Arizona. 

Papago. — A tribe which has long been closely asso- 
ciated with the Pima. Their habitat, since the six- 
teenth century, has been the region south of Tucson, 
Ariz., extending southward into Mexico. For many 
years they have been in part gathered on the Gila 
Bend and Papago Reservations. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 3,798', of which 
3,785 were in Arizona. Figures for comparison are 
uncertain back of 1900. Between 1870 and 1890 the 
Papago were estimated variously at from 5,000 to 
7,000. In 1900 there were 1,789 actually enumerated 
on the reservation, and an estimated 2,100 others who 
were nomadic. In 1 909 there were 1 ,7 55 on the reserve 
and 2,225 returned as nomadic. In the last 10 years, 
therefore, the Papago have apparently remained nearly. 


stationary in number, but have probably decreased 
somewhat since 1870. 

Pima. — One of the largest tribes of this stock in the 
United States. Their habitat, since they first became 
known to Europeans in the sixteenth century, has been 
in the valleys of the Salt and Gila Rivers in southern 
Arizona. For many years they have been located on 
the Gila and Salt River Reservations. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 4,236, of which 
4,167 were in Arizona. The following table, compiled 
from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
gives comparative figures for this tribe in Arizona 
back to 1890, all figures prior to that year being merely 
estimates:

Yaqui. — A large tribe whose habitat is now mainly 
in southern Sonora, Mexico. A considerable number 
have in consequence of oppression in Mexico emigrated 
to Arizona within the last few years, in which state 
489 were enumerated in 1910 out of a total of 528. 
The remainder were in California (38) and Oklahoma 
( 1 ). 

pomo stock (syn. Kulanapan). 

Stock as a whole. — A Californian stock living in the 
Coast Ranges north of San Francisco, in parts of 
Mendocino, Lake, Colusa, Glenn, and Sonoma Counties. 

The Indians of the Pomo stock, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 1,193. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows:

Clear Lake. — A name applied somewhat vaguely to 
those Pomo living about Clear Lake, in Lake County, 
Cal., of which the number enumerated in 1910 was 193. 

Gynomehro (syn. Gallinomero). — A subdivision of 
this stock formerly occupying part of the lower 
Russian River Valley in Sonoma County, Cal, In the 
early part of the nineteenth century they came under 
the influence of the Mission of San Rafael, but have 
not been located on any reservation. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 33, all in California. 

Little Lake. — A group of the Pomo, formerly living 
in Little Lake Valley, Mendocino County, Cal. For 
many years the majority have been located on the 
Round Valley Reservation. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 94, of which 84 were in California. 

Lower Lake. — A term applied loosely to that portion 
of the stock living in the vicinity of Little Lake, Lake 
County, Cal., and numbering 96 in 1910. 

Pomo. — A name applied to several small tribes 
belonging to this stock and also used as the stock name 
for the entire stock. The area occupied by the Pomo 
tribes proper comprises a considerable portion of 
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southern Mendocino, western Lake, and northern 
Sonoma Counties, Cal. In the present census the 
subdivisions of the stock were enumerated under their 
respective names as Clear Lake, Little Lake, etc., 
but it is probable that a small proportion of these 
were enumerated simply as Porno and, if so, the totals 
for the subdivisions are incomplete to that extent. 
The number enumerated in 1910 as Porno were 777, 
of which 776 were in California and 1 in Arizona. 

SALINAN STOCK. 

A name applied for convenience to the remnants of 
the Indians of this stock formerly connected with the 
Mission of San Antonio, Monterey County, Cal., and 
known as San Antonio. The number enumerated in 
1910 was only 16, all in California. 

SALISHAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole . — The tribes of this stock extended 
over a large area covering most of northern and western 
Washington, northern Idaho, and the northwestern 
comer of Oregon, and extending a considerable dis- 
tance north of the international boundary in British 
Columbia. 

The Indians of the Salishan stock in the United 
States, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 7,833. To 
this figure should be added probably nearly 1,000 for 
Indians of this stock reported without distinction of 
tribe among the general population in Washington and 
Idaho. The tribes of this stock, for which members 
were reported, are as follows:

_ BeUacoola.—k British Columbian tribe of this stock, 
living on Dean Inlet and Bellacoola River. Two 
females, one of full-tribal blood and one white half- 
breed, were enumerated in Washington in 1910. 

Chehalis (syn. Humptulip, Satsop, Georgetown).— 
A name of rather variable meaning applied to a series 
of small tribes formerly occupying most of the area 
tributary to the streams flowing into Grays and 
Willapa Harbors in western Washington. These 
various tribes were known as Chehalis (Upper 
and Lower), Georgetown, Humptulip, and Satsop. 
The majority have for many years been located on 
the Chehalis Reservation, but many are scattered 
throughout their whole former territory. 


The number enumerated in 1910 was 282, of which 
27 9 were in Washington and 3 in Oregon. Comparison 
with earlier years may be made from the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs for this tribe in 
Washington, as follows:

Clallam . — A tribe belonging to the Lummi group of 
this stock and occupying, since first known to Euro- 
peans, the south side of the Strait of Juan de Fuca, 
Wash., except the region around Cape Flattery which 
was occupied by the Makah. They have never been 
located on a reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 398, of which 
383 were in Washington. Comparison with earlier 
years may be made from the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs for this tribe in Washington 
back to 1870, as follows:

From the above table it appears that the Clallam 
decreased nearly 50 per cent in the 25 years between 
1870 and 1895, but that since then have increased 
slightly again. 

Coeur d’Alene . — A small tribe which occupied the 
area about the lake and river of the same name in 
northern Idaho. Since 1875 they have been located 
on the Coeur d’Alene Reservation in that state. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 293, of which 
284 were in Idaho. Comparative figures for this 
tribe in Idaho are available from the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs as far back as 1880, 
as follows:

The difference between the figures given by the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs and those secured by 
the census is due probably in large part to differences 
in method of determining tribal affiliation, but also 
due probably to some omissions. 
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Columbia (syn. Sinkiuse).— A name of somewhat 
uncertain application, generally used, however, to 
apply to the Indians of this stock occupying, at the 
time when first known to Europeans, the area in 
Washington east of the Columbia River from the 
mouth of the Okanogan to below Priests Rapids and 
comprising the greater part of Douglas County and 
portions of Lincoln and Adams Counties. For many 
years they have been located mainly on the Colville 
Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 385, of which 
333 were in Washington and 52 in Oregon. Compari- 
son with earlier years is of little value prior to 1890. 
The figures given in the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs for this tribe in Washington are as 
follows :

The difference between the figures of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs and those obtained by the 
census is due probably to the inclusion in the former 
of several other tribes, such as the Pisquow, etc. 

Colville (syn. Senijextee).— Formerly a large tribe 
whose habitat, when first known to Europeans, com- 
prised an area in eastern Washington which may be 
described as including the valley of the Columbia 
River and its tributaries from a little above the mouth 
of Spokane River to the Canadian line. For about 40 
years they have been located on the Colville Reserva- 
tion. In the present census the Senijexti, or Lakes, 
were unfortunately nearly all enumerated as Colville 
and the following figures therefore include both tribes. 
. The Colville and Senijexti together, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 785, of which 717 were in Wash- 
ington. 

The reports of the Co mmis sioner of Indian Affairs 
give the following figures for the Colville and Lakes 
combined in the state of Washington:

Comox . — A British Columbian tribe of this stock, 
living in the central portion of the eastern coast of 
Vancouver Island. A single member of this tribe 
was enumerated in 1910 in Washington, a female of 
full-tribal blood. 

Comcban . — A group of tribes occupying the south- 
eastern coast of Vancouver Island and the delta and 
lower valley of the Fraser River, British Columbia. 
They are closely related to the Nooksak and Lummi, 


and those in the United States are living mainly among 
these tribes. The Cowichan in the United States, as 
enumerated in 1910, numbered 62, all in Washington. 

Cowlitz . — A small tribe belonging to the Chehalis 
group of this stock. Their habitat, when first known 
to Europeans, was on the Cowlitz River in Cowlitz and 
Lewis Counties, Wash. For many years they have 
been located mainly on the Puyallup Reservation. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 105, all in Wash- 
ington. 

Dwamisb . — A small tribe belonging to the Nisqualli 
group of this stock, formerly occupying the region near 
the outlet of Lake Washington in the vicinity of 
Seattle, Wash. Since 1860 or before they have been 
located on the Tulalip Reservation. The name has 
been improperly applied to several other bands or 
tribes of this area. The number enumerated in 1910 
was 20, of which 19 were in Washington and 1 in 
Oregon. 

Flathead (syn. Salish). — The easternmost tribe of 
this stock. Their earliest habitat was apparently the 
southwestern comer of Montana. Since about 1860 
they have been located at the Flathead Reservation in 
Montana. The name Flathead has been applied to 
many different tribes in various parts of the United 
States and is therefore by itself, without definite 
meaning. For many years, however, it has been most 
commonly used in connection with this group of the 
Salishan stock. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 486, of which 
400 were in Montana. Comparison with previous 
years is of little value, owing to the irregularities of the 
returns for the Flathead Reservation. As given in the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, the only 
comparable figures for this tribe in Montana since 1875 
are as follows:

Kalispel (syn. Pend d’Oreilles). — With the Flat- 
head, the easternmost tribes of this stock. Their early 
habitat included the region about the Flathead and 
Pend d’Oreilles Lakes in northwestern Montana and 
northern Idaho. They also probably occupied a small 
area adjacent in northeastern Washington. Since 
1865 or earlier they have been located mainly at the 
Flathead Reservation in Montana, a portion more 
recently on the Colville Reservation in Washington. 
The use of the two names, Kalispel and Pend d’Oreilles, 
has been somewhat variable. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 564, of which 
386 were in Montana and 157 in Washington. Com- 
parisons with earlier years are difficult, owing to the 
uncertainty in the use of names for this tribe. Since 
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1875 the numbers as given in the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs for this tribe in Montana 
and Washington are as follows:

Lummi. — The tribe from which the Lummi group of 
this stock takes its name. Their habitat, when first 
known to Europeans, comprised the San Juan Islands 
and the vicinity of Bellingham Bay in San Juan and 
Whatcom Counties, Wash. In 1855 a reservation was 
set apart for them on the west side of B ellingham Bay. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 353, of which 
348 were in Washington. The following table shows 
figures taken from the reports of the Co mmis sioner of 
Indian Affairs for this tribe in Washington as far back 
as 1885: 


It appears probable that there has been a slight in- 
crease in this tribe in the last 25 years. 

Methow. A small tribe closely affiliated with the 
Columbia. Their habitat included the valley of the 
MethowRiver and vicinity of Lake Chelan in Okanogan 
and Chelan Counties, Wash. For many years they 
have been located mainly on the Colville Reservation. 
The Methow, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 14 
all in Washington. 

, Muclcleshoot. A name applied to a somewhat indefi- 
nite group of Indians (probably a part of theDwam- 
ish) belonging to the Nisqualli group of this stock. 
They have been located for 40 or 50 years on the 
Muckleshoot Reservation, King County, Wash. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 194, of which 
191 were in Washington and 3 in Oregon. Comp arable 
gures for this tribe in Washington are furnished by 
the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs as 
far back as 1870, as follows:

Nespelim. A small tribe or subdivision of the San- 
poil hvrng on the Nespelim River in Okanogan County 
Wash. For many years they have been with the San- 


poil on the Colville Reservation. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 46, all in Washington. 

This tribe was not enumerated by the Co mmissi oner 
of Indian Affairs prior to 1891. At that date they 
.were returned as 59, m 1905 as 41, and in 1910 as 45. 

Nisqualli . — A small tribe from which the Nisqualli 
group of this stock takes its name. Their habitat in 
the early part of the nineteenth century was in the 
vicinity of the Nisqualli River in Thurston and Pierce 
Counties, Wash. For 50 years or more they have been 
located largely on the Nisqualli Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 137, of which 
129 were in Washington and 8 in Oregon. Figures 
taken from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs show that there has been a considerable de- 
crease in this tribe in the last 40 years. The figures 
for the tribe in Washington are as follows:

Nooksak . — A small interior tribe (perhaps a subdi- 
vision of the Suquamish) belonging to the Cowichan 
group of this stock. Their habitat, since first known, 1 
has been upon the Nooksak River in Whatcom County, ' 
W ash. They have never been located on any reserva- 
tion. The Nooksak, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 
85, all in Washington. 

Olcinagan. — A large tribe occupying in the early 
nineteenth century the region about the upper portion 
of Okanogan River and Lake in eastern Washington 
and British Columbia. For many years the Okinagan 
in the United States have been located on the Colville 
Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 272, of which 
256 were in Washington. The following table, com- 
piled from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, shows comparative figures for this tribe in 
Washington back to 1885:

The variation in the figures in the above table is so 
great as to make any conclusions of little worth. The 
larger figures are due, without much doubt, to the 
inclusion of Indians really belonging to other tribes. 

Pisquow . — A small tribe closely affiliated with the 
Columbia. Their habitat included the basins of the 
Wenatchee and Pisquow Rivers in Chelan County, 
Wash. The name has been used also to include the 
Methow. For many years the Pisquow have been 
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located on the Ya kim a Reservation. The n um ber 
enumerated in 1910 was 52, all in W ashing ton 
Puyallup — A tribe belonging to the Nisqualli 
group of this stock. Their habitat in the early part 
of the nineteenth century was in the vicinity of the 
present city of Tacoma, Wash. For about 50 years 
they have been mainly located on the Puyallup 
Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 303, of which 
278 were in Washington. The following table shows 
figures for this tribe in Washington, as given in the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, as 
far back as 1870:

Quinaielt . — A small tribe belonging to the Chehalis 
group of this stock and located, since known to 
Europeans, on the Quinaielt River and adjacent coast 
in western Chehalis County, Wash. In 1855 the 
Quinaielt Reservation was set apart for them on which 
they have continued to reside. The Quaitso, a portion 
of this tribe living just north of the Quinaielt on 
Queets River in Jefferson County, were enumerated 
with them in 1910. 

The Quinaielt with the Quaitso, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 288, of which 287 were in Washington 
and 1 in Oregon. The following table shows com- 
parative figures, taken from the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, back to 1860:

The table shows that the Quinaielt and Quaitso 
decreased down to 1895, since which time there has 
been a rapid increase. 

S any oil . — A small tribe of this stock affiliated with 
the Spokan and Okinagan. Their habitat in the 
early part of the nineteenth century was in the 
region between the Sanpoil and lower Okanogan 
Rivers and in the vicinity of the Columbia River 
between these points, chiefly in Okanogan and Ferry 
Counties, Wash. For many years they have been 
located on the Colville Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 240, of which 
238 were in Washington. The following table shows 
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the only figures available from the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs:

Shuswap . — A large and important British Colum- 
bian tribe of this stock, occupying a considerable area 
in southern British Columbia on the Thomson River, 
Shuswap Lake, and northward. The number enu- 
merated in the United States in 1910 was 9, all in 
Washington. 

Skagit . — A tribe closely allied to the Snohomish 
and belonging to the Nisqualli group of this stock. 
Their habitat, when first known to Europeans, was on 
the lower portion of the Skagit River and on a portion 
of Whidbey Island, Wash. For many years they 
have been on the Snohomish Reservation. The 
Skagit, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 56, all in 
Washington. 

Skokomish . — A tribe of the Twana group of this 
stock formerly living at the mouth of the Skokomish 
River, Mason County, Wash. Since 1860 or before 
they have been located mainly on the Skokomish 
Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 195, of which 
193 were in Washington and 2 in Oregon. The 
following figures, taken from the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, show that the population 
of this tribe has decreased since 1870, although with 
some fluctuations:

Snohomish . — A small tribe from which the Sno- 
homish group of this stock takes its name. They 
were living, when first known to Europeans, at the 
mouth of the Snohomish River and the adjacent part 
of Whidbey Island, Snohomish County, Wash. For 
many years they have been located on the Tulalip 
Reservation, Wash. The number enumerated in 1910 
was 664, of which 661 were in Washington and 3 in 
Oregon. 

Snoqualmu . — A tribe belonging to the Nisqualli 
group of the stock, and occupying, when first known 
to Europeans, the region in the vicinity of the river of 
the same name in King County, Wash. For many 
years they have been located on the Tulalip Reserva- 
tion. The Snoqualmu, as enumerated in 1910, num- 
bered 93, all in Washington. 

Songish .— A tribe formerly living mainly about 
Victoria on the southern shore of Vancouver Island, 
British Columbia. They are closely affiliated with the 
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Clallam and Lummi of Washington. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 23, all in Washington. 

Spokan. — A small tribe occupying, when first known 
to Europeans in the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, a portion of eastern Washington in the vicinity 
of the present city of Spokane. For the last 30 or 40 
years they have been located in small bands at several 
different reservations, namely, the Flathead Reserva- 
tion in Montana, the Coeur d’Alene Reservation in 
Idaho, and the Colville and Spokan Reservations in 
Washington. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 643, of which 
379 were in Washington, 134 in Montana, and 96 in 
Idaho. The number in these three states, as reported 
by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, is shown in the 
following table:

Sguaxon. — A small tribe belonging to the Nisqualli 
group of this stock, formerly living in eastern Mason 
County, Wash. For about 50 years they have been 
located mainly on the Squaxon Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 44, all in 
Washington. A considerable portion of this tribe 
has always lived off the reservation, and in the present 
census many were probably thus enumerated on the 
general population schedule, and so returned without 
tribal designation. The Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs reported 142 in 1870, with somewhat irregular 
decreases down to 93 in 1910. 

Suqmmish. — This tribe previously occupied a por- 
tion of the western shore of Puget Sound, Wash. For 
50 years or more they have been located largely on the 
Tulalip Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 307, of which 
306 were in Washmgton and 1 in Oregon. Compa- 
rable figures from the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs are as follows:

The large difference in the number shown by the 
census for 1910 and the figures in the above table is 
due probably to the fact that many Indians of this 
tribe were reported as belonging to other tribes, or 
were not under the control of the Indian Office. 

Swinomish . — It is somewhat uncertain whether 
these are a subdivision of the Skagit or a tribe closely 
affiliated with them. They belong to the Snohomish 
group of the stock. Their habitat in the early part 
of the nineteenth century was mainly on Whidbey 
Island and the adjacent portion of Skagit County, 


Wash. For the last 50 years they have been located 
on the Swinomish Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 333, all in 
Washington. Comparative figures are furnished by 
the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs back 
to 1885, as follows:

The difference between the census figure for 1910 
and that shown in the above table is due in part prob- 
ably to the difference in method of reckoning tribal 
affiliations in the case of mixed-tribal blood, and in 
part to the enumeration of Indians not under the con- 
trol of the Indian Office. 

Tillamook. — The most southerly and westerly tribe 
of this stock. Their habitat at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century was on the coast of northwestern 
Oregon in Tillamook County. At an early date they 
were gathered partly on the Grande Ronde and partly 
on the Siletz Reservation where their remnants exist 
to-day. The southern section of the Tillamook were 
often spoken of as the Nestucca and a small propor- 
tion of the Tillamook at present still belong to this 
southern branch. The Tillamook, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 25, distributed as follows: Oregon, 18; 
Washington, 6; Kansas, 1. 

Twana. — The tribe from which the Twana group of 
this stock takes its name. They are very closely 
related to the Skokomish and have often been con- 
fused with them. They occupied, at the time when 
first known to Europeans, the shores of Hoods Canal, 
Wash. For 40 or 50 years they have been located 
chiefly on the Skokomish Reservation. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 61, of which 60 were in Wash- 
ington and 1 in Wisconsin. 

Tribe not reported. — Thirteen Indians (6 full-bloods 
and 7 mixed-bloods) were enumerated in Washington 
as belonging to this stock, concerning whom no infor- 
mation as to particular tribe was given. 

SHAHAPTIAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole . — This stock occupies a compact 
area of considerable extent lying mainly in northeast- 
ern Oregon, southeastern Washington, and the adja- 
cent portion of Idaho. 

The Indians of the Shahaptian stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 4,391. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows:

Klikitat . — A tribe occupying in the early nineteenth 
century the region of the upper Klickitat and Cow- 
litz Rivers, Wash.

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m 1910 was 405, of which 370 were in Washington 
and 35 m Oregon 

Nez Perces — The most important tribe of the Sha- 
haptian stock Their habitat at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, when first met by Europe ans , 
included a large area m southeastern Washington, 
northeastern Oregon, and the adjacent portion of 
Idaho With the mcreased settlement of the region 
their territory was gradually reduced, and the major 
part of the tribe are now living on the Nez Perces 
Reservation, Idaho In consequence of the Nez 
Perces War of 1877 some hundreds, known as Chief 
Joseph’s Band, were sent to the Indian Territory, and 
later (in 1885) the remnant of this band was removed 
to the Colville Reservation m Was hin gton, where they 
now are 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,259, distrib- 
uted as follows Idaho, 1,035, Washington, 79, 
Oregon, 58, Montana, 54, scattering, 33 Fairly ac-

Paloos — A small tribe formerly occupymg the val- 
ley of the Palouse River and the adjacent portion of 
Snake River, in Washington They have refused to 
occupy a reservation and are now living mainly in 
the Snake River Valley The number enumerated m 
1910 was 82, of which 75 were m Washmgton and 7 
in Oregon 

Topimsh — A small tribe closely affiliated with the 
Klikitat and formerly living on the Topimsh River, 
Yakima County, Wash They are now located on the 
Yakima Reservation The number enumerated m 
1910 was 47, all m Washmgton 

Umatilla — One of the smaller tribes belonging to 
this stock Their habitat, when first known to Euro- 
peans m the beg inni ng of the nineteenth century, was 
in Northeastern Oregon m the vicinity of the Uma- 
tilla River For about 50 years they have been located 
on the Umatilla Reservation 
The number enumerated m 1910 was 272, of which 
152 were m Oregon and 85 m Washmgton Com- 
parative figures for this tribe in Oregon are shown in

Washmgton About 18G0 they were removed to the 
Umatilla Reservation, Oreg , where they have since 
remained 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 397, of which

Warm Springs (syn John Day, Tenrno, Tyigh, Des 
Chutes) — A name applied to a mixture of several 
small tribes of this stock, which have for 50 years 
been located on the Warm Springs Reservation, Oreg. 
The remnants of the tribes which are included under 
this name are the Des Chutes, John Day, Ternno, and 
Tyigh, these together formerly occupying a large part 
of the area in southern Oregon east of the Cascades, 
included m the drainage basms of the Des Chutes and 
John Day Rivers 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 550, of which 
502 were in Oregon Owing to variations m what 
was included under the name of Warm Springs in 
different years, comparable figures are difficult to 
obtain In 1870 about 800 appear to have been 
recognized, m 1882 the number had shrunk to 549, 
and by 1895 to 505, m 1900, the last year m which 
separate report was made, the number returned was 
516 

Yakima — One of the larger tribes of this stock, 
formerly living in the vicinity of the Yakima River 
and adjacent portion of the Columbia River m Wash- 
mgton For about 50 years the majority of the tribe 
has been located on the Yakima Reservation The 
name Yakima has often been used loosely to include 
all the tribes on the reservation It is uncertain how 
far the present census returns m this respect are cor- 
rect, but it is probable that the Indians reported as 
Yakima are only to a limited extent real Yakima, 
being mainly a complex of many small tribes, almost 
wholly of the same stock 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,362, of which 
1,279 were m Washington No comparison can be 
made with earlier years, as this tnbe has not been 
returned separately in the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs 

Tnbe not reported . — Seventeen Indians (5 males and 
12 females) belonging to this stock were enumerated 
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in Washington, but no information was given, as to 
particular tribes 

SHASTAST STOCK 

Stock as a whole — The area occupied by this stock 
comprises portions of Siskiyou, Shasta, Lassen, and 
Modoc Counties in northern California 

The Indians of the Shastan stock, as enumerated m 
1910, numbered 1,578 The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows

Hat Greek — One of the three mam subdivisions of 
this stock and as a tnbe closely affiliated with the Pit 
Elver Since earliest traditional times they have 
occupied a small area in northeastern California, 
comprising Dixie Valley and the region along Hat 
Creek m eastern Shasta and western Lassen Coun- 
ties The Hat Creek Indians have never had any reser- 
vation and are living scattered over their original 
territory The number enumerated in 1910 was 240, 
all in California 

P'it River — One of the three mam subdivisions of 
this stock, and as a tribe most closely affiliated with 
the Hat Creek Since earliest traditional times they 
have occupied a small area m northeastern California, 
comprising m general the greater part of the drainage 
basin of Pit River excepting, however, Dixie Valley 
and the valley of Hat Creek The majority of the 
tnbe now remaining are scattered over their original 
temtory and are not located on any reservation A 
small number were taken to Round Valley Reservation 
soon after its establishment, some of whom still re- 
main there, and a few are on the Klamath Reserva- 
tion, Oreg The number enumerated in 1910 was 
985, of which 888 were m California 

Shasta — One of the three mam subdivisions of this 
stock and that from which the stock has taken its 
name Since earliest traditional times they have oc- 
cupied an area m northern California and southern 
Oregon, comprising the central portion of Siskiyou 
County, Cal , and part of the southern portion of Jack- 
son County, Oreg The majority of the tnbe now re- 
maining are scattered over their original temtory and 
are not on reservations A few, however, remain at 
Orande Ronde and Siletz Reservations, in Oregon, 
where a considerable portion of the tnbe was kept for 
several years as the result of the Rogue River War 
A portion of the Shasta is sometimes known as Scott 
Valley Indians and the remainder has at times been 
called Klamaths The Shasta, as enumerated in 1910, 
numbered 353, distnbuted as follows California, 255 
Oregon, 96, Washington, 2 

SHOSHONEAN STOCK 

Stock as a whole — One of the largest stocks in the 
United States. The main area occupied by this stock 
lies m the intenor plateau and includes practically the 
whole of Nevada and Utah and part of eastern Ore- 


gon, southern Idaho, southwestern Wyoming, western 
Colorado, and southern California. In addition, the 
Comanche occupied at times a portion of the plains m 
Texas and eastern New Mexico Small areas m north- 
ern Arizona were also occupied by tnbes belonging to 
this stock 

The Indians of the Shoshonean stock, as enumer- 
ated in 1910, numbered 16,842 To this figure should 
be added probably about 1,000 for Indians of this 
stock reported without distinction of tribe among the 
general population m Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Idaho, 
and California, making a probable total of about 18,000 
m all The tribes of this stock, for which members 
were reported, are as follows

Bannock — The tribal name is of somewhat uncer- 
tain extension and has been applied m the past with 
considerable laxity The early habitat of this tribe 
seems to have been m southeastern Idaho and the ad- 
jacent portions of northwestern Wyoming and south- 
western Montana, with a probable extension westward 
into southwestern Idaho nearly to the Oregon line 
For at least 50 years they have been closely associated 
with the Shoshom Since 1869 they have been located 
principally on the Fort Hall Reservation m Idaho, 
with a smaller band at Lemhi in the same state 
The number enumerated m 1910 was 413, of which 
363 were in Idaho Early estimates of the population 
of the Bannock would seem almost certain to have been 
exaggerated and to have included under this name por- 
tions of other tribes In 1829, for example, the Ban- 
nock were said to number approximately 8,000, a fig- 
ure which had decreased to less than 1,000 m 1870 
Between 1875 and 1899 the Bannock were returned 
separately in the reports of the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, the figures for this tnbe m Idaho being as

Ohemehuem A small tnbe living, when first known 
to Europeans in the Eighteenth century, along the Col- 
orado River, mainly on the Arizona side from Needles 
to Bill Williams Fork For many years they have 
been located chiefly m the Chemehuevi Valley and at 
Fort Mohave 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 355, distri- 
buted as follows California, 260, Nevada, 60, An- 
zona, 28, and Wyoming, 7 Comparisons with fig- 
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ures for earlier years are very limited. In 1866 they 
were estimated at 750. Since then no est ima te or 
count has been made until the present census except 
for those in Arizona, whose numbers have decreased, 
according to the reports of the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, from 350 in 1875 to 153 in 1909. 

Comanche . — In recent times the most southern and 
eastern of the tribes of this stock and the only one 
living entirely on the plains. Their earliest tradi- 
tional home was in Wyoming with the Shoshoni. At 
an early period, however, they were forced south and 
in the early eighteenth century were living in Kansas 
and southward. During the first half of the nine- 
teenth century they roamed over a very large area 
extending southward into Mexico. For about 50 
years they have been located with the Kiowa on the 
Kiowa and Comanche Reservations in Oklahoma. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,171, of which 
1, 160 were in Oklahoma. Comparison with figures for 
previous years shows a great decrease in numbers, ac- 
cording to the following table, compiled from the re- 
ports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, for the 
tribe in Oklahoma:

Gabrieleno (syn. San Gabriel).— A subdivision of 
the Shoshoneans of California occupying, in the eight- 
eenth century, an area which may be roughly de- 
scribed as including Los Angeles County south of the 
San Bernardino Mountains, the extreme southwestern 
corner of San Bernardino and the northern half of 
Orange Counties. The number enumerated in 1910 
was 11, all in California. 

Hopi (syn. Moqui, Koso). — One of the best known 
of the pueblo tribes of the Southwest. Known to 
Europeans since the middle of the sixteenth century, 
the Hopi have occupied their present villages in north- 
eastern Arizona, or others in the immediate vicinity, for 
at least 300 or 400 years. At the present time seven 
villages are occupied. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 2,009, of which 
1,941 were in Arizona. Comparison with early years 
is of little value, as the figures given are largely esti- 
mates. From 1880 to 1904 the more trustworthy esti- 
mates, as given in the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, have ranged from 1,800 to 2,100. Still 
earlier estimates, especially those of the Spanish in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, were often enor- 
mously exaggerated. It is probable, however, that 
the number in the seventeenth century was consider- 
ably larger than at present. At various times, the 
most recent in 1855, the Hopi have been ravaged by 
smallpox, which greatly reduced their numbers.

Juaneno (syn. San Juan Capistrano). — A subdivi- 
sion of the California Shoshoneans, occupying in the 
eighteenth century the region about the Mission of San 
Juan Capistrano, in Orange County. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 16, all in California. 

Kawaiisu . — A small group of Indians of this stock 
living on the western side of the Tehachapi Mountains, 
Cal. The number enumerated in 1910 was 23, all in 
California. 

Kama (syn. Cahuilla). — A tribe occupying in the 
eighteenth century a considerable area m southern 
and eastern San Bernardino and northern Riverside 
Counties, Cal. At present the tribe is located on 
several small reservations in Riverside and San Diego 
Counties. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 755, of which 
754 were in California and 1 in Arizona. Comparison 
with earlier years is difficult, owing to the uncertainty 
as to whether the total population of the various reser- 
vations belonged to this tribe. For a rough compari- 
son, however, the totals of the reservations are here 
given since 1893, when they are first available from the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. The 
only conclusion which it would be safe to draw from 
these figures is that the Kawia have apparently held 
their own during the last 17 years.

Kern River . — A small group of Indians occupying a 
portion of the valley of Kern River, in Kem County, 
Cal. For many years a portion has been located on 
the Tule River Reservation. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 105, all in California. 

Mono . — A group of tribes occupying since the early 
nineteenth century a considerable area mainly in Mono 
and Inyo Counties, Cal., and the adjacent part of 
Esmeralda County, Nev. They have never been 
located on a reservation. The number enumerated in 
1910 was 1,448, of which 1,388 were in California and 
60 in Nevada. 

Pahvant— A. subdivision of the Ute formerly living 
south and east of Great Salt Lake, Utah. ■ The larger 
portion has been located for many years with the 
Uinta Utes on the Uinta Reservation, Utah, and has 
not been reported separately. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 37, all in Utah. 
Comparison with the population in earlier years is dif- 
ficult, as they have not been reported separately since 
1873 by the Co mmis sioner of Indian Affairs. At that 
date there was said to be 134 not under any agent, 
whde in 1870, prior to their removal to the Uinta 
Reservation, they were estimated at about 800. It is 
probable that they have so intermarried with other 
Utes that they have lost their tribal identity. 
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Paiute (see also Paviotso ) — A tribal name which has 
been very loosely applied and in consequence is of 
uncertain application. Used at different times for sev- 
eral of the Shoshonean tribes of the interior plateau, 
it is properly restricted to the Indians of southwestern 
Utah and the adjacent portions of southern Nevada, 
California, and northwestern Arizona The Paiute, as 
so defined, have occupied this same area since known 
to Europeans 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 780, of which 
247 were in Nevada, 238 m Utah, and 210 m Calif orma 
No comparison can well be made with earlier years, as 
the use of the name Paiute has been so variable In 
1873 what are above defined as Paiute were estimated 
at 2,027 The report of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs gives the total m 1910 as 819, of whom only 449 
were under the control of the Indian Office 

Panammt — A group or band occupying, since known 
to Europeans, the region of Panammt Valley, Inyo 
County, Cal The number enumerated in 1 91 0 was 1 0, 
of which 9 were in Calif orma and 1 m Nevada 

Pavwtso (syn Snake) — Probably the most conven- 
ient term under which to group the Snakes and so- 
called Paiutes of southeastern Oregon, western Nevada 
and the eastern edge of California as far south as Lake 
Tahoe They are very closely allied to the Mono and 
can be separated from them m the present enumera- 
tion only somewhat arbitrarily, as the latter are also 
sometimes locally known as Paiutes. As en um erators 
failed to distinguish between the true Paiute and the 
Paviotso, an arbitrary but approximately correct divi- 
sion was made by tabulating as Paiute only those enu- 
merated within the area known to have been occupied 
by them and classing as Paviotso all Paiute enumer- 
ated in the area above defined as the Paviotso habitat 
Owing to the impossibility of separating the Paviotso 
with certamty from the Paiute and the Mono, the fig- 
ures must be regarded as approximate only 

So far as known, the Paviotso have always occupied 
the area above outlined At present they are to be 
found widely scattered throughout this area, a minor- 
ity being located on the following reservations Pyra- 
mid Lake, Walker River, and Duck Valley (Western 
Shoshom) Reservations, Nev , Fort Bidwell School, 
Cal , Klamath Reservation, Oreg (known here as Wal- 
papi and Yahuskm Snakes) ; and Warm Springs Res- 
ervation, Oreg 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 3,038, distrib- 
uted as follows Nevada, 2,414, Oregon, 341, Idaho, 
152, California, 101, and scattering, 30 No compar- 
ison which is of value can be made with earlier years 

San Luiseno (syn Luiseno) —A subdivision of the 
California Shoshonean, occupying m the eighteenth 
century an area in western Riverside and northwestern 
San Diego Counties, tributary to the Mission of San 
Luis Rey They are now located mainly on several 
small reservations in tbs area. 


The number enumerated m 1910 was 467, all m Cali- 
fornia Comparison with earlier years is difficult, as 
the use of the term has not always been uniform, and 
the figures given in the reports of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs probably include persons belongmg to 
other tribes The figures back to 1870, however, are

Serrano — A subdivision of the Calif orma Shosho- 
nean occupymg m the eighteenth century the San 
Bernardino Mountams and the region east and north, 
for a considerable distance, m San Bernardino County, 
Cal They are now located foi the most part on sev- 
eral small reservations m this area 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 118, of which 
115 were in Calif orma Comparison with earlier years 
is difficult as these Indians have not been reported 
separately by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs In 
1885 there was said to be 390, and m 1901 the popula- 
tion of the villages m Serrano territory was 470, but 
tbs probably mcludes many persons belongmg to other 
groups 

ShosJwm — The most northerly tube of this stock 
and the one from wbch the stock name has been de- 
rived Their earliest known habitat (at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century) mcluded the southwestern 
corner of Montana, portions of western Wyoming, 
much of central and southern Idaho, the northeast cor- 
ner of Nevada, and a narrow strip of northwestern 
Utah west of Great Salt Lake The Shoshom are at 
present located on the following reservations. Fort 
Hall, Idaho, Duck Valley, Nev , and Wind River, Wyo 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 3,840, distrib- 
uted as follows Nevada, 1,555, Idaho, 1,259, Wyo- 
mmg, 700, Utah, 248, and scattering, 78 No satis- 
factory comparison can be made with previous years, 
as the various portions of the tribe have nearly all been 
reported separately 

Tehachapi Probably identical with the Kawansu. 
Their habitat was in the Tehachapi Mountams, Kern 
County, Cal As enumerated in 1910 they numbered 
only 2, both m California 

Ute One of the important tribes of tbs stock. 
The habitat of the tribe since the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, when first known to Europeans, 
has been the central and western part of Colorado, 
eastern Utah, and the northern edge of New Mexico 
The tribe has always been divided into numerous 
bands, known, for example, as Capote, Moache, Wimi- 
nucb, Uncompahgre (syn Tabeguache), and Uinta 
Ute, etc These bands have been located at different 
times at various reservations in Colorado, New Mexico, 
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nd Utah At present the Ute are located as follows 
'he Capote, Moache, and Wiminuchi at the Southern

Assmilom — One of the larger tribes of this stock, 
once probably forming part of the Yanktonai When 
first known to Europeans m the seventeenth century, 
they were located north and northwest of the western 
portion of Lake Superior From here they moved 
gradually westward to Montana, Saskatchewan, and 
the adjacent portions of North Dakota and eastern 
Montana For the last 30 or 40 years those in the 
Umted States have been located at Fort Belknap and 
Fort Peck Reservations, Mont 
The number enumerated m 1910 was 1,253, of which 
1,229 were m Montana Thus practically the entire 
tribe is located in Montana, the 24 scattering individ- 
uals bemg, m part, pupils m Indian schools Figures

tawba and Wateree Rivers m North and South Caro- 
lina Smce the end of the eighteenth century^ the 
majority of the tribe has been located on a small res- 
ervation in York and Lancaster Counties, S C , while 
a few are to be found among the Cherokee m North 
Carolma A few were also reported from Colorado 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 124, of which 
99 were in South Carolma, 14 in Colorado, and 11

Crow (syn Absaraka) — One of the larger of the 
Siouan tribes Originally allied to the Hidatsa (Gros 
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Ventres), their earliest known habitat was m eastern

Hidatsa (syn Gros Ventres, Mimtari) — One of the 
smaller tnbes of this stock, originally perhaps one 
with the Crow Their traditional home lay m north- 
eastern and eastern North Dakota Sometime prob-

The decrease among the Kansa has clearly been 
very large, the numbers at present bemg littie over 
a quarter of what they were 50 years ago The 
decrease was apparently regular and rapid until 1890, 
smce when there has been a slight increase wbch, 
however, is among the mixed-bloods only 

Mandan — A well-known but numerically unim- 
portant tribe Their probable early habitat was 
east of the Mississippi, perhaps m northern Wiscon- 
sin, but, when first known to Europeans m the first 
half of the eighteenth century, they were liv ing on the 
Missouri River in central North Dakota They have 
continued to reside m tbs same area and are now 
located on the Fort Berthold Reservation in that state 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 209, of wbch 
197 were in North Dakota Estimated at the begin- 
ning of the bneteenth century at about 1,250, the 
tribe was almost completely destroyed by smallpox 
in 1837, there being only a hundred or more survivors 
In 1871 they were estimated at 450, however, and 
since 1885 the figures for tbs tribe m North Dakota,

Missouri —One of the tbee tnbes of the so-called 
Cbwere group of tbs stock Their earhest track- 
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tional habitat was apparently in Wisconsin or, at 
least, east of the Mississippi. In the eighteenth cen- 
tury, however, they were in Missouri, but had dwin- 
dled by the beginning of the nineteenth century to a 
mere handful. They allied themselves later with the 
Oto, and in 1882 moved with them to Oklahoma where 
the few survivors are located on the Oto Reservation. 
The Missouri, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 13, 
of which 12 were in Oklahoma and 1 in Was hing ton. 

Omaha . — One of the five tribes forming the Dhegiha 
group of this stock. Their earhest traditional home 
was in southern Illinois, whence they moved west up 
the Missouri, and, when first known to Europeans, 
were located in eastern Nebraska and southern South 
Dakota. For about 50 years they have been located 
on the Omaha Reservation, Nebr. 

The number enumeirated in 1910 was 1,105, of which 
1,075 were in Nebraska. -The reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs show comparative figures for 
this tribe in Nebraska, as follows:

Osage . — One of the tribes of the so-called Dhegiha 
group of this stock. Their earliest traditional home 
was in southern Illinois and Indiana, but in the seven- 
teenth century, when first known to Europeans, they 
were living in Missouri. Since 1870 they have been 
located on the Osage Reservation, Okla. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,373, of which 
1,345 were in Oklahoma. Comparison with earlier 
years may be made from the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs for this tribe in Oklahoma, as 
follows :

This tribe is a good example of the process which is 
taking place among the Indian population as a whole, 
namely, the decrease of the full-bloods and increase of 
the mixed-bloods. The population continued to de- 
crease until 1890 when the mixed-bloods had reached 
about 33 per cent of the total; thereafter the increase 
in the mixed-bloods more than offset the decrease in the 
full-bloods, with the result of an increase in the total. 

Oto . — The largest of the three tribes of the Chiwere 
group of this stock. Their earliest traditional habitat 
was in Wisconsin, whence they moved westward to 
Iowa and Nebraska, where they were located when first 
known to Europeans. Since 1882 they have been 


located, together with a remnant of the Missouri, in 
Oklahoma, at first on the Sauk and FoxResbrvation 
and later on the Oto Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 332, of which 
314 were in Oklahoma. The following figures for this 
tribe in Oklahoma, compiled from the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, contain, besides the 
Oto, the few survivors of the Missouri.

Ponca . — A tribe belonging to the Dhegiha group of 
this stock. For many years they were closely asso- 
ciated with the Omaha, and like them went from an 
earlier location in southern Indiana and Illinois to the 
region of the Missouri in Iowa, Minnesota, and South 
Dakota. In 1877 part of the tribe was removed to 
Indian Territory. The Ponca are now located part 
at the Santee Reservation in Nebraska and part at the 
Ponca Reservation, Oklahoma. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 875, of which 
619 were in Oklahoma and 193 in Nebraska. Com- 
parative figures for the tribe in these .two states are 
shown in the following table, compiled from the reports 
of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs:

It appears from this table that the numbers of the 
Ponca have decreased slightly in the last 50 years. 

Quapaw . — One of the tribes of the so-called Dhegiha 
group of this stock. Their early traditional habitat 
was in southern Illinois and Indiana, but, when first 
known to Europeans in the sixteenth century, they 
were living in northeastern Arkansas and southeastern 
Mis souri. Until the early nineteenth century they 
continued to occupy this general area, but since 1860, 
or before, they have been located on the Quapaw 
Reservation in Oklahoma. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 231, of which 
221 were in Oklahoma. Comparison may be made 
with earlier years for this tribe in Oklahoma, from the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, as 
follows :

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Santee Sioux (syn. Wahpekute Sioux, Mdewakanton 
Sioux). — A tribal name of somewhat uncertain ex- 
tension. It has been used generally as applying to 
the Sioux (mainly mixed Wahpekute and Mdewakan- 
ton Sioux), now at the Santee Reservation in Nebraska 
and at Flandreau, S. Dak., together with the scattered 
Mdewakanton in Minnesota. The earliest assignable 
habitat of these two subdivisions of the Dakota or 
Sioux was in the Lake district of northern Minnesota. 
After the Indian outbreak of 1862 the majority were 
removed to Crow Creek, S. Dak., and later (1866) to 
the Santee Reservation in Nebraska, whence a portion 
again removed to Flandreau, S. Dak., in 1876. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,539, distrib- 
uted as follows: Nebraska, 708; South Dakota, 378; 
Minnesota, 232; Montana, 107; North Dakota, 100; 
scattering, 14. Figures for the portions of this tribe 
in Nebraska, South Dakota, and Minnesota are avail- 
able back to 1875, from the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, as follows. 
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Sioux. — A considerable number of Indians were 
enumerated simply as “Sioux” without distinction of 
band or division. 

The total number thus enumerated in 1910 as Sioux 
was 996, distributed among the states as follows : South 
Dakota, 277; Minnesota, 161; North Dakota, 99; 
Pennsylvania, 96; Montana, 86; Nebraska, 62; New 
Jersey (with Wild West Show), 62; ’Oklahoma, 53; 
Kansas, 40; scattering, 60. 

Sisseton Sioux (syn. Sisseton-Wahpeton Sioux, Wah- 
peton Sioux). — One of the seven divisions of the 
Dakota or Sioux group. Their traditional early hab- 
itat was in the region north and northwest of the 
western end of Lake Superior, but at the time they 
were first known to Europeans in the seventeenth 
century, they were living in central Minnesota. In 
the nineteenth century they had extended westward 
into South Dakota. Since 1868 they have been located 
partly on the Sisseton Reservation in South Dakota 
and partly on the Devils Lake Reservation in North 
Dakota. 

The Sisseton have for the last 40 years or more been 
so closely associated with the Wahpeton that the two 
tribes can not be separated and are therefore here 
treated together. The Sisseton-Wahpeton, as enu- 
merated in 1910, numbered 2,514, of which 1,553 
were in South Dakota, 621 in North Dakota, and 255 
in Montana. 

Comparative figures for the Sisseton and Wahpeton 
are difficult to secure since 1883, owing to the failure 
to separate them from other tribes on the Devils Lake 
Reservation. In 1861 the Sisseton-Wahpeton were 


given as 2,811; in 1871 the combined Sisseton and 
Wahpeton at the Sisseton Reservation, together with 
those at Devils Lake, numbered 2,158; in 1876, 2,613; 
in 1880, 2,339; in 1883, 2,192. From this time on no 
figures can be secured except for those at the Sisseton 
Reservation in South Dakota. The population on that 
reservation from 1875 to the present, as shown by the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, was as 
follows : 
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These figures show a decrease in population from 
1875 to 1885, from which time those on the Sisseton 
Reservation at least have increased steadily. The 
portion at Devils Lake have not, as already stated, 
been returned separately since that date, but appar- 
ently have held their own, as the combined population 
of the Devils Lake Reservation has shown a slight 
increase since 1885. 

Teton Sioux. — The largest of the groups of the Sioux, 
comprising seven subdivisions — that is, Brule, Hunk- 
papa, Minnieonjou, Oglala (Loafer Sioux), Sans Arc, 
Sihasapa (Blackfoot Sioux), and Two Kettle. Their 
habitat in the seventeenth century was in the region 
of the upper Mississippi, in Minnesota, and westward. 
They are now located on various reservations in 
North and South Dakota and Montana. 

The various subdivisions of the Teton Sioux have 
become very much mixed m the last 20 years. For 
about two-thirds of the total number, the name of the 
subdivision to which the individual belonged was 
given, but for the remainder the only statement is 
“ Teton Sioux.” Obviously the numbers thus given 
for the separate subdivisions are incomplete, but they 
are shown separately in Table 51 (p. 146), as well as 
the group combined. 

The total number of Teton Sioux enumerated in 
1910 was 14,284, of which 13,795 were in South 
Dakota and 370 in North Dakota, the remainder 
being scattered over different states. From the re- 
ports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs compari- 
son may be made as far back as 1875, although the 
earlier figures are largely estimates. 
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The following seven tribes are subdivisions of the 
Teton Sioux group. 

Brule Sioux.— A tribe or subdivision of the Teton 
group of the Sioux. In the early part of the nine- 
teenth century they were located mainly in south- 
western South Dakota and adjacent parts of Nebraska. 
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At present the tribe is located mainly on the Rosebud, 
Crow Creek, and Lower Brule Reservations, S. Dak. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 806, of which 
795 were in South Dakota. 

Hunkpapa Sioux— A tribe or subdivision of the 
Teton group of the Sioux. In the early part of the 
nineteenth century, they occupied a considerable area 
in North Dakota, chiefly west of the Mis souri. They 
are now located mainly on the Standing Rock Reser- 
vation in North and South Dakota. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 1,072, of which 930 were in 
South Dakota and 142 in North Dakota. According 
to the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
the number of this tribe in previous years was as fol- 
lows: 1875, 2,100; 1885, 1,805; 1890, 1,734. 

Minniconjou Sioux. — A tribe or subdivision of the 
Teton group of the Sioux. In the beg inning of the 
nineteenth century they occupied a considerable area 
along and west of the Missouri River, in South Dakota. 
They are now located on the Cheyenne River Reser- 
vation, S. Dak. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
397, of which 387 were in South Dakota and 10 in 
North Dakota. According to the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, this tribe was estimated at 
about 4,000 in 1875, had decreased to 1,221 in 1885, 
and risen to 1,268 in 1888, since which date no separate 
figures are available. ‘ 

Oglala Sioux (syn. Loafer Sioux). — The largest tribe 
or subdivision of the Teton group of the Sioux. When 
first known to Europeans they were living along the 
Missouri River in South Dakota. The majority of the 
Oglala are now located on the Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion, S. Dak. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
6,045, of which 5,998 were in South Dakota. Accord- 
ing to the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, the number of this tribe in earlier years was as 
follows: 1881, 10,286; 1886, 7,417; 1891, 6,356. 

Sans Arc Sioux. — A tribe or subdivision of the 
Teton group of the Sioux. They are not mentioned 
much before the middle of the nineteenth century, and 
were then living mostly west of the Missouri River, in 
North and South Dakota. For many years they have 
been mainly located on the Cheyenne River Reser- 
vation, S. Dak., in which state 213 were enumerated 
in 1910 out of a total of 222. 

Sihasapa (syn. Blackfoot Sioux). — A tribe or sub- 
division of the Teton group of the Sioux. About the 
middle of the nineteenth century, when first known to 
Europeans, they were living west of the Missouri m 
North and South Dakota. They are now located on 
the Cheyenne River and Standmg Rock Reservations, 
N. and S. Dak. The number enumerated in 1910 was 
485, of which 346 were in South Dakota and 137 in 
North Dakota. 

Two Kettle Sioux. — A tribe or subdivision of the 
Teton group of the Sioux. They are not mentioned 
much before the middle of the nineteenth century, 
when they occupied the region along the Missouri 


River and its western tributaries in South Dakota. 
For 40 years or more they have been located mainly 
on the Cheyenne River Reservation, S. Dak. The 
number enumerated in 1910 was 293, of which 288 
were in South Dakota and 5 in North Dakota. 

Winnebago. — In the early part of the seventeenth 
century, when first known to Europeans, this tribe 
was located in the vicinity of Green Bay, Wis. Mov- 
ing west in the first part of the nineteenth century, 
a portion of the tribe was located successively in 
Iowa, Minnesota, and South Dakota, until in 1864 
they were finally assigned to a reservation in Nebraska, 
where they have since remained. More than half 
their number, however, are still found in Wisconsin. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,820, of 
which 1,007 were in Nebraska and 735 in Wisconsin. 
Comparative figures are available for the tribe in 
these two states, from the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, as far back as 1865, but, 
prior to 1900, they include estimates only for that 
portion in Wisconsin. The figures are as follows: 
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The decrease in the Nebraska branch has been very 
heavy, but the Wisconsin branch has probably 
increased, owing to the large proportion of mixed- 
bloods. A portion of the Wisconsin Winnebago was 
presumably enumerated, without distinction of tribe, 
among the general population. 

Yankton Sioux. — One of the seven main divisions 
of the Dakota or Sioux. Originally closely asso- 
ciated with and probably one with the Yanktonai 
and Assiniboin, their habitat, when first found by 
Europeans in the seventeenth century, was in northern 
and central Minnesota. At the beginning of the 
nineteenth century they had moved southward to 
southeastern South Dakota and the adjacent parts of 
Minnesota and Iowa. Since 1860, or before, they 
have been located at the Yankton Reservation in 
South Dakota. 

A considerable number of Sioux were enumerated 
without designation of band or subdivision, simply 
as “Sioux” (see p. 102), and thus the totals given for 
the various subdivisions are necessarily incomplete. 

The Yankton, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 
2,088, distributed as follows: South Dakota, 1,534; 
Montana, 372; North Dakota, 159; scattering, 23. 
The number reported from Montana includes some 
who are in reality Yanktonai Sioux, but who have 
been known as Yankton Sioux for many years. Com- 
parative figures for this tribe in South Dakota are of 
value as far back as 1876, and, compiled from the 
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reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, are as 
follows: 
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Yanktonai Sioux (syn. Pahaksa Sioux). — Formerly 
one of the largest of the many tribes of the Sioux. 
Originally one with the Yankton and apparently also 
with the Assiniboin, their habitat in the seventeenth 
century, when first known to Europeans, was in north- 
ern Minnesota. From there they moved westward 
to the Dakotas, probably about the begining of the 
eighteenth century, and became divided into two 
sections, known as the Upper and Lower Yanktonai. 
The Pabaksa Sioux are a division of the former. 
The Upper Yanktonai are now located at Standing 
Rock Reservation, S. Dak., and some at Devils Lake, 
N. Dak. Of the Lower Yanktonai some are located 
at Crow Creek Reservation, S. Dak., some at Standing 
Rock, and some at Fort Peck, Mont., where they are 
wrongly known as Yankton. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,357, of 
which 803 were in South Dakota, 551 in North Dakota, 
and 3 were scattering. A large proportion of the 
372 Yankton Sioux reported from Montana are in 
reality Yanktonai, but it was impossible to separate 
them. It is also probable that many of this group were 
returned without designation of band or subdivision, 
and are therefore included among the “ Sioux” (see 

p. 102). 

Comparative figures for the whole tribe are impos- 
sible to secure in regular series, as those members of 
the tribe at Standing Rock Reservation have not 
been reported separately since 1893, those at Devils 
Lake since 1890, and all the bands are much mix ed 
In 1842 the whole tribe was estimated at 6,000. In 
1875 the number returned was 8,129, which in 1880 
had decreased to 7,052, in 1884 to 6,618, and in 1893 
to 4,062. These figures are, however, very uncer- 
tain and can be considered only as approximations. 
Figures are available for those at Crow Creek and 
Fort Peck since 1893. In 1894 these numbered 
altogether 2,340; in 1900, 2,181; in 1905, 2,125. 
It is clear, therefore, that the Yanktonai have, in the 
last 17 years, slowly and steadily declined in n um bers. 

TAKELMAN STOCK. 

A small tribe forming by itself an independent lin- 
guistic stock. Their habitat at the end of the nine- 
teenth century was on the middle Rogue River and 
its northern tributaries in Oregon. The tribe is now 
nearly extinct, the few survivors being on the Siletz 
Reservation. But a single individual in W ashing ton 
was enumerated in 1910 as of this tribe, a male half- 
breed. It is probable that a few other r emaining sur- 
vivors were enumerated as Rogue River. 


TAKOAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — One of the three stocks of so- 
called “pueblo” Indians in New Mexico. Since the 
sixteenth century they have been located along or 
near the Rio Grande River at various points from near 
the northern edge to the central portion of the state. 
One isolated group of people belonging to the stock 
has been located at Hano pueblo, among the Hopi in 
Arizona since the eighteenth century, and since the 
seventeenth century some few have been located far- 
ther south along the Rio Grande River in Chihuahua. 

The Indians of the Tanoan stock, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 3,140. At the present time the most 
important of the pueblos occupied by this stock are as 
follows : 

Isleta Picuris. Sandia. 

Jemez. Pojoaque. Santa Clara. 

Nambe. San Ildefonso Taos. 

Pecos. San Juan Tesuque. 

These various pueblos have generally been grouped 
mto three divisions, roughly corresponding with 
tribes, as follows: 

1. Teva. comprising Nambe, Pojoaque, San Ildefonso, San Juan, 

Santa Clara, and Tesuque. 

2 Tigua, comprising Meta, Picuris, Sandia, and Taos. 

3. Jemez (including the survivors of Pecos) 

Isleta . — The name of two pueblos occupied by people 
of this stock, one of which is located on the Rio Grande 
River, in Bernalillo County, N. Mex., and the other 
(an offshoot of the first in the seventeenth century) 
also on the Rio Grande, but just over the international 
boundary in Mexico. Those here enumerated are 
with few exceptions all from the northern pueblo. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 956, of which 
910 were in New Mexico. Since 1860 the figures given 
m the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
for that portion in New Mexico are as follows: 
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J emez . — A tribe located since the latter part of the 
eighteenth century at the present pueblo of Jemez, 
in Sandoval County, N. Mex. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 499, all in New 
Mexico. The following figures, reported by the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, show that the Jemez have 
increased in numbers since 1871: 
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Nambe . — A pueblo occupied by Indians belonging 
to the Tewa subdivision of this stock and located since 
the seventeenth century on the river of the same name 
in Sante Fe County, N. Mex. 
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The number enumerated m 1910 was 88, all in New 
Mexico. The following figures, contained in the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show 
that, compared with 50 years ago, the population of 
this pueblo has decreased:

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Pecos. — A large pueblo formerly occupied by In- 
dians of this stock located on the Pecos River in San 
Miguel County, N. Mex. In 1838 the pueblo was 
abandoned, the few survivors being located mainly 
at Jemez. The number enumerated in 1910 was 10, of 
which 9 were in New Mexico and 1 in Pennsylvania. 

Picuris. — A pueblo belonging to the Tigua sub- 
division of this stock and located just east of the 
Rio Grande River, in Taos County, N. Mex. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 104, all in 
New Mexico. The following figures, taken from the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show 
that the Picuris have decreased, as compared with 
50 years ago: 
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Pojoaque. — A small pueblo belonging to the Tewa 
subdivision of this stock and located east of the Rio 
Grande River, in Sante Fe County, N. Mex. The 
pueblo is now abandoned and the few survivors 
scattered. 

The Pojoaque, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 
16, all in New Mexico. Their number has decreased 
since 1860, when the number reported by the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs was 37. 

San ndefonso. — A pueblo belonging to the Tewa 
subdivision of this stock and located on the Rio 
Grande River, in Sante Fe County, N. Mex. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 123, all in 
New Mexico. The following figures, taken from the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show 
this pueblo to be slowly decreasing: 
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San Juan— A. pueblo belonging to the Tewa sub- 
division of this stock, and located on the Rio Grande 
River in Rio Arriba County, N. Mex. 


The number enumerated in 1910 was 387, of which 
384 were in New Mexico. The following figures, taken 
from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
show that the population of this pueblo has varied 
but little for the last 50 years: 
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Sandia . — A pueblo belonging to the Tigua sub- 
division of this stock and located on the Rio Grande 
River, in Sandoval County, N. Mex. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 73, all in New 
Mexico. Since 1860 the numbers given for this 
pueblo in the reports of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs show that they are decreasing rapidly. The 
figures are as follows: 
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Santa Clara . — A pueblo belonging to the Tewa sub- 
division of this stock and located on the Rio Grande 
River in Rio Arriba County, N. Mex. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 277, all in New 
Mexico. The following figures, taken from the reports 
of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show that the 
population of this pueblo has increased in the last 
50 years: 
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Taos. — A pueblo belonging to the Tigua subdivision 
of this stock and located on the river of the same name 
in Taos County, N. Mex. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 517, all in New 
Mexico. The following figures, taken from the reports 
of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show that the 
population of this pueblo has increased in the last 
50 years:

Tesuque. — A pueblo belonging to the Tewa subdi- 
vision of this stock and located east of the Rio Grande 
River in Sante Fe County, N. Mex. 
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The number enumerated in 1910 was 77, all in New 
Mexico. The following figures, taken from the reports 
of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show that the 
population of this pueblo has declined somewhat in the 
last 50 years:

Tribe not reported . — Thirteen Indians (6 males and 

7 females) were enumerated in 1910 as belonging to the 
Tewa group of this stock, but without statement as to 
the precise pueblo to which they belonged. All were 
in New Mexico, and were reported as being of full-tribal 
blood. 

TARASCAN STOCK. 

A Mexican stock whose habitat lies mainly in the 
state of Oaxaca. One white half-breed male of this 
stock was enumerated in California in 1910, his tribal 
affiliation not being reported. 

tlingit stock (syn. Koluschan). 

Stock as a whole . — A coastal stock of southern Alaska, 
occupying the coast and adjacent islands from Port- 
land Canal to Controller Bay (see p. 115). The num- 
ber enumerated in continental Umted States in 1910 
was 32. 

The tribes of this stock for which members were 
reported are as follows: 

Auk. Chilkat. Kake 

Auk . — A southern Alaska tribe of which 2 members 
were enumerated in Oregon in 1910, 1 male and 1 
female of white and Indian parentage. 

Chilkat . — A southern Alaska tribe of which 4 mem- 
bers were enumerated in Oregon in 1910, all mixed- 
blood males of white and Indian parentage. 

Kake . — A southern Alaska tribe of which 3 m emb ers 
were enumerated in Oregon in 1910, 1 male and 2 
females, all white half-breeds. 

Tribe not reported. — Twenty-three members of this 
Alaskan stock, without statement as to tribe, were 
enumerated in the Umted States in 1910, 15 males and 

8 females, distributed among the states as follows: 
Oregon, 19; California, 3; Washington, 1. 

TONKAWAN STOCK. 

A tribe forming by itself a separate linguistic stock. 
Their habitat in the eighteenth century was in central 
Texas. After being located on various reservations 
since the middle of the nineteenth century, the rem- 
nant was, in 1884, finally located on the Oakland 
Reservation, Okla. 

The Tonkawa, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 
42, all in Oklahoma. According to the reports of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs this tribe has been 
decreasing since 1855, when 171 were reported. 


UNITED STATES. 

TSIMSHIAN STOCK. 

An Alaskan stock (see p. 115) whose name has been 
derived from that of a single tribe, the Tsimshian. 
The n um ber enumerated in continental United States 
in 1910 was 51, of which 37 were in Washington and 
14 in Oregon. 

TXJNTCAK STOCK. 

A tribe forming by itself a distinct linguistic stock, 
occupying in the seventeenth century the region along 
the lower Yazoo River, Miss. The few survivors are 
now living in northern Louisiana. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 43, all in Louisiana. 

WAIILATPUAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole . — A stock occupying a small area 
east and west of the Cascades, just south of the Colum- 
bia River in Oregon. 

The Indians of the Waiilatpuan stock, as enumer- 
erated in 1910, numbered 329. The tribes of this 
stock, for which members were reported, are as follows: 

Cayuse. Molala. 

Cayuse . — The easternmost of the two tribes com- 
posing this stock. Their habitat, when first known 
to Europeans, comprised a considerable area in north- 
eastern Oregon and a portion of southern Walla Walla 
County, Wash. Since 1885 they have been located at 
the Umatilla Reservation in Oregon. The Cayuse 
have always been very closely affiliated with the Nez 
Perces. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 298, of which 
277 were in Oregon. From the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs comparative figures are 
avadable since 1870, but are of rather uncertain value, 
the sudden fluctuations in numbers not being easily 
accounted for. The figures for this tribe in Oregon 
are as follows:

Molala . — The westernmost of the two tribes com- 
posing this stock. Although traditionally their early 
home was east of the Cascades, adjoining the Cayuse, 
when first known to Europeans in the beginning of 
the nineteenth century, they were living on the west 
slope of the Cascades, in Clackamas and Marion 
Counties, Oreg. By 1867 the majority of the Molala 
had been placed on the Grande Ronde Reservation, 
Oreg., but some were scattered in northeastern Jack- 
son and eastern Douglas Counties, and on the Kla- 
math Reservation. At present a remnant remains at 
Grande Ronde, with a few scattered throughout the 
Cascades. The number enumerated in 1910 was 31, 
of which 25 were in Oregon. 
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WAKASHAN STOCK 

Stock as a whole —A stock whose mam area of dis- 
tribution lies outside the United States, m British 
Columbia, mainly m Vancouver Island and the ad- 
jacent mainland coast as far north as 54 degrees north 
latitude 

The Indians of the Wakashan stock m the United 
States, as enumerated m 1910, numbered 388 The 
tribes of this stock, for which members were reported, 
are as follows 

Kitamat Ms.Va.h 

Kwakiutl Nootka 

Kitamat —A tribe closely related to the Kwakiutl, 
living on Douglas Channel, British Columbia One 
white half-breed woman, belonging to this tribe, was 
enumerated m Washington m 1910 

Kwakiutl A tribe occupying the northeastern por- 
tion of Vancouver Island One male, a mixed 
Kwakiutl-Lummi, was reported from Washington m 
1910 

Makah — The only tribe of this stock living within 
the United States, the other members occupying parts 
of Vancouver Island and the adjacent coast of British 
Columbia 

The Makah have lived, smce known to Europe ans 
at the end of the eighteenth century, in the vicinity of 
Cape Flattery, Wash , where a reservation was estab- 
lished for them m 1855 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 360, of which 
354 were in Washington and 6 in Oregon From the 
following figures, taken from the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, it is seen that the general 
course of the population of this tribe m Washington 
was slightly downward from 1870 to 1900, after which 
there was an increase The high figures for 1865 and 
1880 must have been due to errors of some sort 
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Nootka — A tribe occupying the western coast of 
Vancouver Island, British Columbia, and very closely 
allied to the Makah, with whom those m the United 
States are intermarried. The Nootka m the United 
States, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 15, all in 
Washington - 

Tribe not reported — Eleven Indians (4 males and 7 
females) from British Columbia were enumerated m 
Washington m 1910, for whom only the fact that they 
belonged to this stock could be determined 


WASHOAN STOCK 

A small tribe constituting by itself a distinct lin- 
guistic stock The Washo have lived smce the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century m the region about 
Lake Tahoe and eastward in California and Nevada. 
They have never been upon any reservation 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 819, of which 
536 were m N evada and 273 m California Die Washo 
were roughly estimated at about 900 m 1860 and about 
500 in 1870 Comparisons with later years are not 
available from the reports of the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs 

wintttn stock (syn Copehan) 

Stock as a whole — A Californian stock occupying 
the western half of the Sacramento Valley and part 
of Trinity County 

The Indians of the Wmtun stock, as enumerated in 
1910, numbered 710 The tribes of this stock, for 

which members were reported, are as follows 

Nomelaki Patwin Wmtun 

Nomelaki — A somewhat vague subgroup of the 

Wmtun, including mainly those members of the 

Wmtun, which have been located for many years on 
the Round V alley Reservation The number enumer- 
ated m 1910 was 125, of which 122 were in Cahforma 
and 3 m Pennsylvania 

Patmn — The southern division of this stock, occu- 
pying, smce known to Europeans, an area which may 
be roughly described as the western half of the Sacra- 
mento Valley from the northern line of Colusa County 
to San Pablo and Suisun Bays The Patwin have 
never been reservation Indians and are now widely 
scattered m small numbers over their original territory. 
The Patwin, as enumerated m 1910, numbered 186, all 
in Cahforma 

Wmtun (syn Trmity Indians) —The northern di- 
vision of this stock occupying, smce known to Euro- 
peans at the beginning of the nmeteenth century, a 
considerable area m northern Cahforma, which may 
be roughly described as including the whole of Glenn 
County, the western parts of Tehama and Shasta 
Counties, and the northeastern half of Trinity County. 
The Wmtun have never been reservation Indians A 
small portion known locally as Nomelaki have been 
located at the Round Valley Reservation for many 
years, but the majority of the tribe are scattered over 
their ongmal territory As the Nomelaki have formed 
a more or less separate group for many years, the 
Wmtun proper and the Nomelaki are here given sepa- 
rately The number enumerated m 1910 was 399, of 
which 395 were m Cahforma and 4 m Nevada. 
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wtyat stock (syn. Wishoskan) . 

A small group constituting by itself a distinct lin- 
guistic stock and destitute of any real tribal subdivi- 
sions or popular name other than Humboldt Bay. 
Their habitat since earliest traditional times has been 
on the northern California coast in the vicinity of 
Humboldt Bay, Humboldt County. They have not 
been located on any reservation and are to-day scat- 
tered throughout their original territory. The num- 
ber enumerated in 1910 was 152, all in California. 

YAKONAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole.— A small Oregon stock, formerly 
occupying an area along the coast in Lincoln, Lane, 
and Douglas Counties. 

The Indians of the Yakonan stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, n um bered 55. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows : 

Alsea. Siuslaw Yaquina. 

Alsea. — The habitat of the Alsea, when first known 
to Europeans in the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, was on Alsea Bay and River in southern Lincoln 
and Benton Counties, Oreg. A reservation was estab- 
lished for them in this vicinity at first, but about 1870 
they were moved to the Siletz Reservation, and a few 
were later placed at Grande Ronde. The remnant are 
now mainly located at Siletz. The number enumer- 
ated in 1910 was 29, of which 27 were in Oregon. 

Siuslaw. — The southernmost of the tribes compos- 
ing this stock. Their habitat, when first known to 
Europeans at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
was on the Siuslaw River and the adjacent coast in 
western Lane County, Oreg. They were gathered at 
an early date on the Alsea Reservation and transferred 
later to the Siletz Reservation where the remnant still 
resides. The Siuslaw, as enumerated in 1910, num- 
bered 7, all in Oregon. 

Yaquina. — A small tribe living in the early nine- 
teenth century about Yaquina Bay, Lincoln County, 
Oreg. The remnant is now mainly located on the 
Siletz Reservation. The number enumerated in 1910 
was 19, of which 13 were in Oregon and 6 in Wash- 
ington. 

yanan stock (syn. Nozi), 

The only surviving subdivision of this small stock, 
which occupied a small area in northern California, in 
northeastern Tehama, and the adjacent parts of Shasta 
County as far north as Round Mountain. In 1864 
nearly the entire tribe, then numbering about 3,000, 
was massacred by miners. The whole stock is to-day 
practically extinct, only 39 having been enumerated 
in 1910, all in California. 


UNITED STATES. 

yokuts stock (syn. Mariposan). 

Stock as a whole— This is a Californian stock, occu- 
pying an area in the southeastern part of the Sacra- 
mento Valley and the adjacent foothills of the Sierra 
Nevada. 

The Indians of the Yokuts stock, as enumerated in 
1910, n um bered 533. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows : 

CMnimni. Kashowoo. Wikchamni 

Chookiminah. Tachi. Yokuts. 

Chukchansi Wechikhit. Yowdanchi. 

Choinimni. — A small group of Indians whose habitat 
was formerly on Kings River, near the mouth of Mill 
Creek, in Fresno County, Cal. The number enumer- 
ated in 1910 was 18, all in Cahfornia. 

Chookiminah. — A small group of Indians living in 
Fresno .County, Cal. The number enumerated in 1910 
was 4, all in California. 

Chukchansi. — One of the northern tribes of this 
stock occupying the foothills in the southern part of 
Madera County, Cal. The number enumerated in 1 910 
was 144, of which 142 were in Cahfornia and 2 in 
Arizona. 

Kashowoo. — A small group belonging to this stock 
and living in Fresno County, Cal. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 4, all in California. 

Tachi. — A tribe formerly living in the southern end 
of the San Joaquin Valley, Cal. The survivors are 
now mainly located in Kings County. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 27, all in California. 

Wechikhit. — A small tribe living formerly on lower 
Kings River, Fresno County, Cal. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 6, all in California. 

Wikchamni. — A small tribe living on the Kaweah 
River in Tulare County, Cal. The number enumerated* 
in 1910 was 25, of which 24 were in California and 1 in 
Washington. 

Yokuts. — A tribe formerly comprising a number of 
separate subdivisions and occupying a considerable 
area in' the southern San Joaquin Valley (chiefly in 
Madera, Fresno, and Tulare Counties), Cal. A por- 
tion of the survivors are now located on the Tule 
River Reservation, the remainder being scattered 
throughout the area of their former habitat. Of the 
many subdivisions formerly existing, representatives 
of the Choinimni, Chookiminah, Chukchansi, Kasho- 
woo, Tachi, Wechikhit, Wikchamni, and Yowdanchi 
were enumerated by the present census. The frag- 
ments of the many other tribes, together perhaps with 
a few other individuals of the above tribes, are here 
grouped simply as Yokuts — a portion now being lo- 
cated on the Tule River Reservation and the others 
scattering. The Yokuts so defined, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 302, all in California. 
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Yowdanchi. — A tribe living formerly on the Tule 
River in Tulare County, Cal. The remnant is now lo- 
cated on the Tule River Reservation. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 3, all in California. 

YUCHEAN STOCK. 

A tribe forming by itself an independent linguistic 
stock. Their habitat in the eighteenth century was 
on 'the middle Savannah River, Ga. In 1836 they 
removed to Oklahoma where the majority live among 
the Creeks, a portion being settled among the Shaw- 
nee. The Yuchi, as enumerated in 1 9 1 0, numbered 78, 
of which 74 were in Oklahoma and 4 in the District of 
Columbia. 

YTTKIAlSr STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — A Californian stock occupying 
three small separate areas in Mendocino, Sonoma, 
Lake, and N apa Counties 

The Indians of the Yukian stock, as enumerated 
in 1910, numbered 198. The tribes of this stock, for 
which members were reported, are as follows- 

Coast Yuki Wappo. 

Redwood. Yuki 

Coast Yuki. — The northernmost of the three smaller 
subdivisions of this stock. They occupied originally 
the northern portion of the coast of Mendocino County, 
Cal., and the few survivors are mainly to be found in 
the same region still. They are not reservation 
Indians. The number enumerated in 1910 was 15, all 
in California. 

Redwood (syn. Huchnom). — A small subdivision of 
the Yuki in Mendocino County, Cal., now located on 
the Round Valley Reservation. They are commonly 
known by the name of Redwood. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 15, aE in California. 

Wappo. — The southernmost of the three smaller 
subdivisions of this stock. Their habitat was in 
northern California in the vicinity of the point where 
Lake, Sonoma, and Napa Counties join. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 73, all in California. 

Yuki. — The largest group or tribe of this stock. 
Their habitat, since earliest traditional times, has been 
in northern Mendocino County, Cal., chiefly in and 
about Round Valley. Since the establishment of the 
Round Valley Reservation in 1856, the majority of 
the Yuki have been located there, although some few 
are scattered over the remainder of their former habi- 
tat. The number enumerated in 1910 was 95, of 
which 91 were in California. 

YUMAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole. — The area occupied by this stock in 
the United States lies wholly in southeastern Arizona 
and southern California. It also extends over the 
larger portion of Lower California. 


SEX, AGE, AND BLOOD. 

The Indiansof theYuman stock in theUnited States, 
as enumerated in 1910, numbered 4,279. The tribes 
of this stock, for which members were reported, are as 
follows : 

Cocopa. Maricopa. Yavapai. 

Diegueno. Mohave. Yuma. 

Havasupai. Walapai Yuma Apache. 

Cocopa. — A tribe occupying, since the early seven- 
teenth century at least, the region about the mouth 
of the Colorado River in Arizona and Lower Cali- 
fornia. The number enumerated in 1910 was 245, 
of which 229 were in Arizona and 16 in California. 

Diegueno. — A collective name belonging to several 
small tribes originally distinct. The area occupied 
by this group comprised the western portion of San 
Diego County, Cal. For many years they have been 
located on a number of small reservations in this 
same area. The name is, however, of rather uncer- 
tain extension. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 756, all in 
California. Comparative figures are difficult to secure, 
as the name Diegueno has at different times included 
Indians of other tribal affiliations . According to the 
reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, the 
Indians known as the Diegueno were estimated in 
1870 at 1,257; in 1881 they had apparently decreased 
to 731, in 1891 to 685, and in 1901 to 643. 

Havasupai. — A small tribe perhaps originally de- 
rived from the Walapai. In 1850 and probably much 
earlier they were living in central Arizona, but later 
moved northward to Cataract Canyon where a reser- 
vation was set apart for them in 1882. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 174, aE in 
Arizona. According to the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, this tribe numbered 214 in 
1882, the first year for which figures are avaflable; 
250 in 1900, the increase being due probably to the 
gradual coming into the reservation of straggling 
members of the tribe; and since 1900 they have de- 
creased steadily untE in 1910 they were reported 
at 177. 

Maricopa. — The home of this tribe has been, since 
the eighteenth century at least, along the lower por- 
tion of the GEa River in Arizona. They have for 
many years been very closely associated with the 
Pima. For 50 years they have been located mainly 
on the GEa River Reservation. 

The number enumerated in 1910 was 386, of which 
382 were in Arizona and 4 in California. Compara- 
tive figures for previous years are probably of little 
value. According to the reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, they fluctuated from 1880 to 1900 
between 200 and 514; for the last 10 years the number 
reported has been about stationary at 350. 

Mohave (Mojave). — One of the largest of the tribes 
of this stock. Since first known to Europeans they have 
occupied the region along the Colorado River, chiefly 
on the eastern side above Needles. For many years 
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they have been mainly located on the Colorado River 
Reservation and m the vicinity of Fort Mohave m 
Arizona The Mohave, or Mohave-Apache so called, 
■who for some years have been located at Camp Mc- 
Dowell and on the San Carlos Reservation m Arizona, 
are not true Mohave but Yavapai 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 1,058, of which 
667 were m Arizona and 389 m California Compara- 
tive figures for the whole tribe are mainly estimates 
previous to 1904, although for those on the Colorado 
River Reservation the figures may be used with care 
as far back as 1880 Estimated at the end of the 
eighteenth century at about 3,000, they probably 
numbered nearly 2,000 in 1880 By 1890 they had 
decreased to 1,717, and 15 years later to 1,364 It is 
clear, therefore, that the Mohave have been decreasmg 
steadily m numbers, and in the last 30 years have been 
reduced nearly one-half 

Walapai (syn Hualapai) — This tribe formerly oc- 
cupied a large area m northwestern Arizona, extending 
from the great bend of the Colorado River eastward 
The Walapai Reservation was set apart for them in 
1880, but comparatively few of the tribe live upon it 
The number enumerated m 1910 was 501, of which 
496 were m Arizona Figures for comparison are of 
little value back of 1890, at which time the tribe m 
Arizona was estimated at 700 Since then there has 
been a marked decrease, as shown by the following 
figures, taken from the reports of the Co mm issioner 
of Indian Affairs

Yavapai (syn. Mohave-Apache) —The early home of 
this tribe was in southwestern Arizona, just east of 
the Colorado River In 1873 they were placed on the 
Rio Verde Reservation and two years later trans- 
ferred to the San Carlos Reservation with the Apache 
About 1900 most of the tribe returned to the Rio 
Verde The names Mohave-Apache and Apache- 
Mohave are misnomers, the tribe being wholly dis- 
tinct from the Apache 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 289, all in 
Arizona Comparisons with figures for early years 
are of httle real value In 1870 the Yavapai were 
estimated at about 1,000, and seem thus to have de- 
creased largely m the last 40 years 

Yuma —The tribe from which the stock takes its 
name Its earliest known habitat was along the Col- 
orado River, below the junction of the Gila, an area in 
which they were found by the Spamsh at the beginning 
of the seventeenth century In 1884 a reservation was 
set apart for them in the extreme southeastern comer 
of California, along the Colorado River 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 834, of which 
642 were m California, 191 m Arizona, and 1 m Penn- 
sylvania Comparative figures are of little value previ- 


ous to 1895 They were estimated about 1853 at 3,000 
(probably an overestimate) and m 1890 at 1,000, since 
which year they have decreased steadily, as shown by 
the following figures for the tribe in California, taken 
from the reports of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs

Yuma Apache — A group of Indians, probably of 
mixed Yuma, Mohave, and Yavapai origin, living m 
western Arizona Most of them are now located on the 
San Carlos Reservation The Yuma Apache, as 
enumerated m 1910, numbered 24, all m Arizona 

Tribe not reported — The Indians of Lower California 
belong to various tribes of this stock The 12 (6 males 
and 6 females) enumerated m 1910 were given without 
tribal name, but as bom m Lower California 

vurok stock (syn Weitspekan) 

A body of Indians without tribal subdivisions or any 
distinctive popular name, and forming by themselves 
a separate linguistic stock Their habitat, as far back 
as tradition extends, has been in the northwestern 
part of California in northern Humboldt and southern 
Del Norte Counties, along the Klamath River from 
a httle above the mouth of the Trinity to the sea, and 
southward along the coast neaily to Mad River The 
name Weitspec is sometimes locally applied to a por- 
tion of this stock They are perhaps most commonly 
known as Klamath Indians, a term apphed also to 
Indians of several other stocks along this nver The 
number enumerated in 1910 was 668, all in California 

ZAPOTECAN STOCK 

A Mexican stock whose habitat lies mainly m the 
state of Oaxaca. One Zapotec woman of this stock, 
of full-tribal blood, was enumerated m Oklahoma in 
1910 

ZUNIAN STOCK 

One of the best known and largest groups of the 
pueblo peoples of New Mexico First seen by Euro- 
peans in the early part of the sixteenth century, the 
Zum had then already long been occupying the region 
where they still hve, Valencia County, N Mex For- 
merly in several villages, they now occupy mainly the 
one pueblo of Zum, in summer also usmg the smaller 
villages of Pescado, Nutria, and Ojo Cakente 

The number enumerated m 1910 was 1,667, of 
which 1,664 were in New Mexico Figures for com- 
parison are available m complete series only to 1890. 
Earher than this, occasional figures are given as far 
back as the seventeenth century. At the earhest pe- 
riod the population was estimated at about 2,500, and 
in 1808 at 1,557. At or about this figure the popula- 
tion remamed stationary for nearly a century, recently 
recovenug from a considerable loss by epidemic in 
1898-99 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

There -were 1,644 persons returned on the special 
Indian schedule for whom the stock or tnbe was not 
reported, or for whom the return was too indefinite to 
admit of classification These returns were as follows 

Sixteen were reported as having come from Alaska, 
and were distributed among the states, as follows 
Oregon, 7; Pennsylvania, 6; Washington, 2, North 
Dakota, 1 

One hundred and twenty-two were reported as 
having come from California. 

Two hundred and twenty-eight were returned as 
"Cupeno,” a name given to the former occupants of 
the village of Cupa or Gupa, now located m ainly at 
Pala, San Diego County, Cal They were in all 
probability Shoshonean (Luiseno), but owing to the 
mclusion of some Diegueno they are not here included 
under any stock 

Fifteen were reported as "Digger,” a name long 
used popularly for a large number of different Indian 
tribes of California, Oregon, Nevada, and the whole 
of the interior plateau region The name has no 
value and is very confusing Special instructions 
were given to enumerators not to use the name, 
nevertheless 12 were reported from Pennsylvama, 
2 from Nevada, and 1 from Utah It was not pos- 
sible to assign them to any definite tnbe or stock 

Twenty-seven were returned simply as "Mission 
Indians,” a general term apphed to all the coastal 
Indians of southern California and which gives no 
indication of tribal or stock affiliation They were

probably Shoshonean or Yuman They were mostly 
Indian children at school and were distnbuted among 
the states, as follows Amzona, 10, Pennsylvama, 7, 
Kansas, 5, California, 3, Oregon, 2 

Four Indians were returned as "Oswego” It is 
uncertain what was meant by this name, but it is 
probable that these were Oswingo or Chenango, the 
name by which a portion of the Nanticoke of Mary- 
land were known from their settling at Chenango, 
N Y , in the middle of the eighteenth century They 
later joined the Delaware and probably moved West 
with them 

One hundred and eighteen Indians were returned 
as "Pueblo” without distinction as to the particular 
pueblo to which they belonged, and it was therefore 
impossible to affiliate them with their proper stock. 
The majority were either Tanoan or Keresan, and a 
few probably Hopi Most of them were pupils at 
Indian schools and were distnbuted among the states, 
as follows 36 in Kansas, 29 in Pennsylvama, 20 in 
Arizona, 17 in Calif orma, 7 m Oklahoma, 5 in New 
Mexico, and 1 each m Colorado, North Carolina, 
Oregon, and South Dakota 

Twelve Indians were returned as "Redwood,” a 
name used locally in California for two different 
tribes — the Huchnom, a Yukian tribe, and the 
Whilkut, an Athapaskan tribe They could not, 
therefore, be counted with either. Of them, 11 were 
m California and 1 in Kansas 

In addition to the above, 1,102 Indians were re- 
ported on the schedule with the stock and tribe 
simply as "unknown”

ALGONQUIAN STOCK 

Three members of this stock (see p 72) belonging to 
the Delaware tnbe were enumerated m Alaska m 
1910 — 2 males, 1 of full blood and 1 of mixed blood, 
and 1 mixed-blood female 

ATHAPASKAN STOCK 

Stock as a whole — One of the largest of the stocks 
in North America, tribes belonging to it being found 
from near the Arctic coast to the Mexican boundary 
(see also p 77) The area occupied by the northern 
and temtonally largest portion of the stock may be 
descnbed m general as including the whole intenor of 
Alaska and northern Bntish Columbia, and the whole 
of the Canadian terntones of Yukon, Mackenzie, and 
Athabasca. The tnbal divisions are somewhat un- 
certain The Indians of the Athapaskan stock in 
Alaska, as enumerated in 1910, numbered 3,916 The 
tnbes of this stock, for which members were reported 
m Alaska, are as follows

Companson with census figures for previous years is 
of doubtful value, as these were, owing to the unex- 
plored character of the country, to a considerable 
extent estimates. The number reported at the census 
of 1890 was 3,520 and that of 1880 was 4,057 

Ahtena — A tnbe occupying the basm of the Copper 
River The number enumerated m 1910 was 297. 
The census of 1890 gave the number of this tnbe as 
150, but at the census of 1880 it was reported as 250. 

Eankutchm — A tribe belonging to the Kutchin 
division of this stock, and occupying the region along 
the Yukon River for 50 or 75 noules above and below 
the international boundary The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 127 The census of 1880 reported 106, 
but it is probable that the returns were incomplete. 

Katyuhkhotana — A tribe occupying the region along 
the Yukon River between the Anvik and Koyukuk 
Rivers, and for some distance east and south toward 
the Kuskokwim River The number enumerated in 
1910 was 160. Owing to some uncertainty m the 
application of the name, comparison with the census 
figures of earlier years is of little value In 1890 the 
number reported was 1 ,140 In 1880 the census figure 
was 1,222 and that of the Bureau of American Eth- 
nology 953 
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KvmaTchotana . — A tribe occupying the whole of the 
Kenai Peninsula and the region around Cook Inlet 
from the head of the Knik and Shushitna Rivers south- 
west as far as Iliamna Lake. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 697. In the early part of the nineteenth 
century this tribe was estimated at 1,300 to 1,500. 
In 1880 the census showed 614 and in 1890, 839. For 
the latter year the Bureau of Ethnology reported 724. 

Kutchin . — A group of tribes occupying a large part 
of the interior of Alaska and extending far into north- 
western Canada to the Mackenzie River. Their sub- 
divisions in Alaska comprise the Hankutchin, Natsit- 
kutchin, Tenankutchin, Tukkuthkutchin, and Vun- 
takutchin. 

Under the heading of Kutchin a considerable num- 
ber of persons were enumerated without further dis- 
tinction of tribe, and these are here grouped together. 
The number enumerated as Kutchin in 1910 was 359. 
Similar figures for earlier censuses were 580 in 1890 
and 107 in 1880. 

Nahane . — A group composed of several dis tin ct 
tribes living in northern British Columbia and the 
Yukon Territory, Canada. Only 8 were enumerated 
in 1910. 

Natsitkutchin — A tribe belonging to the Kutchin 
subdivision of this stock, and living north of the Por- 
cupine River, in northern Alaska. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 177. Comparison with the 
census figures of earlier years is of somewhat doubtful 
value, owing to uncertainty as to what was included 
under the term. As nearly as can be determined 
they numbered 312 in 1880. 

Temnhutchin . — A tribe whose habitat comprised 
the whole of the basin of the Tanana River. The 
number enumerated in 1910 was 415. According to 
the census of 1890, they numbered 309, and in 1880, 
738. In 1890 the Bureau of Ethnology reported 373. 

TuTckuthTcutchin. A Canadian tribe of this stock 
whose habitat lies between the upper Porcupine and 
Mackenzie Rivers, Yukon Territory. Only 6 were 
enumerated in 1910. 

TJmTchotana . — A tribe living on the Yukon River 
between the mouths of the Tanana and - Koyukuk 
Rivers, and also on the latter stream. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 193. Census figures for 1890 
and 1880 were 502 and 596, respectively. 

Yuntdkutchin . — A tribe belonging to the Kutchin 
subdivision of this stock, and occupying the region 
north from the Porcupine River toward the Arctic 
coast. Only 5 persons were enumerated in 1910 as 
members of this tribe, 2 males and 3 females. 

Tribe not reported.— Under this heading are included 
all those Indians who were enumerated merely as 
“Athapaskan” without further detail as to tribe, to- 
gether with a small number of others, for whom no 
information whatever was given except “Indian,” but 
who from other evidence, almost certainly belonged 
to this stock. 


The Athapaskans in Alaska of uncertain or unknown 
tribal affiliation numbered 1,472 in 1910. On account 
of the large number thus returned, they are shown 
by sex and age in Table 52 (p. 154). 

ESKIMAUAN STOCK. 

Stock as a whole . — This stock is more widely dis- 
tributed than any other in North America, its mem- 
bers extending from near Mount St. Elias, in southern 
Alaska, along the entire northern littoral of the conti- 
nent to the east coast of Greenland, and formerly south 
as far as the Gulf of St. Lawrence. A small group is 
also found in the vicinity of East Cape, Siberia. They 
nowhere extend far into the interior. The total popu- 
lation of the Eskimauan stock in Alaska, as enumer- 
ated in 1910, is 14,087. The number reported by the 
census for this stock in 1890 was 15,550, and in 1880, 
20,245. 

Real tribal groups in the more exact sense of the 
term are not found among the Eskimo, the subdivi- 
sions being generally more geographical than tribal, 
the names given relating often to a single village only. 
The tribes or groups of the Eskimauan stock, for which 
members were reported, are as follows:

Aleut.— A tribe occupying the whole chain of the 
Aleutian Islands, the Pribilof Islands, and the western 
portion of the Alaska Peninsula. By an unfor- 
tunate error on the part of the enumerators the 
majority of the Eskimo of southern Alaska, from 
the Shumagin Islands to their eastern limits (including 
the Kaniagmiut, Chugachigmiut, and Ugalakmiut), 
were enumerated as Aleut. It has not been possible 
to separate these other tribes accurately from the real 
Aleut, and the total population here given for the 
Aleut is therefore only approximately correct, the 
population as given being probably somewhat too 
small. 

The Aleut, as thus incompletely enumerated, num- 
bered 1,451 in 1910, as compared with 1,679 in 1890 
and 2,628 in 1880. About the middle of the nineteenth 
century, after a serious epidemic of smallpox, they 
were estimated at less than 1,000, and in 1874, includ- 
ing the mixed-bloods, at about 2,000. 

Ohnagmiui. A tribe living on Pastol Bay and in 
the Yukon delta, and extending up both banks of the 
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rer as far as Razboinski The number enumerated 
1910 was 326 Thig tribe showed a population of 
1 at the census of 1890, prior to which year they 
i not appear to have been enumerated separately 
Ikogmiut — The territory occupied by the Ikogmiut 
generally understood to include the region along 
>th banks of the Yukon River from its mouth nearly 
far up as Anvik As thus used, it comprises several 
laller tribes or subdivisions including part of the 
inagmiut It is sometimes used m a more narrow 
nse to apply only to the mhabitants of the village 
Ikogmiut The term has been used here m its

Kopagmmt — A tribe whose habitat lies on the 
Arctic coast at the mouth and along the lower course 
of the Mackenzie River, Canada The number enu- 
merated m 1910 was 9 

Kowagmmt — A tribe living on the Kobuk River, 
a stream flowing into Kotzebue Sound The number 
enumerated m 1910 was 561 The census of 1890 
gave a population of only 81 for this tribe The fact 
that it is frequently confused with the Selawigmiut 
and Nunatogmiut probably accounts in part for the 
large difference m numbers 

Kukpaurungmiut — A tribe living on the Arctic coast 
near Point Lay The number enumerated in 1910 
was 6 Previous census figures were 52 in 1890 and 
30 m 1880 

Kunmiut — A tribe living on the Kok River, near 
Wainwright Inlet, on the Arctic coast, of which the 
number enumerated m 1910 was 77 

Kusetnnmiut — A tribe occupying the basin of the 
Kuzitrm River, Seward Peninsula They probably 
form a portion of the Kaviagmiut, but may be a 
subdivision of the Kinugumiut Because of this 
uncertainty, they are here treated separately The 
number enumerated m 1910 was 133 

Kuskovakmiut — A tribe (or village) on the right 
bank of the Kuskokwim River, near its mouth, f orm- 
ing a subdivision of the Kuskwogmiut The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 370 

Kuskowik — A village whose precise position is 
uncertam It is probably on the lower Kuskokwim 
River, and if so, the mhabitants would belong to the 
Kuskwogmiut The number enumerated in 1910 
was 37 

Kuskwogmiut — A tribe occupying the banks of the 
Kuskokwim River, from Kolmakof to the south and 
the shores of Kuskokwim Bay The Kuskovakmiut 
and probably the Kuskowik are subdivisions of the 
tribe The number enumerated m 1910 was 1,480 
Including the Kuskovakmiut and the Kuskowik the 
number m 1910 was 1,887, as compared with 3,294 at 
the census of 1890 and 3,522 in 1880 

Magemiut — A tribe occupying the coast from Cape 
Romanzof nearly to the western mouth of the Yukon, 
and exten dm g inland for a considerable distance. 
The Nunochogmiut are a subdivision of the Mage- 
miut The number enumerated m 1910 was 376. 
In 1890 they were leported by the census as 2,147, 
but were not enumerated separately m f 1880 

Malemmt — A tribe occupying the eastern portion 
of Seward Peninsula between Kotzebue Sound and 
Norton Bay On the former they extend as far west 
as S hish maref Inlet, on the latter as far as Cape 
Denbigh The number enumerated m 1910 was 563, 
as compared with 630 in 1890 and 1,101 m 1880 
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Naparktoo — Under tins name a few persons were 
enumerated m the vicinity of Point Barrow The 
name is probably that of a village, but it has not been 
possible to locate it The people are almost certainly 
Eskimo, The Naparktoo, as enumerated m 1910, 
numbered 9 

Neechuktamiut — A tribe or village located appar- 
ently on Mimatulik River, flowing into Norton Bay 
It is uncertain whether these Eskimo should be con- 
sidered as a subdivision of the Kaviagmiut or the 
Malemiut The number enumerated m 1910 was 25. 

Nunatogmiut — A tribe occupying the region about 
the Noatak River, and extending inland a considerable 
distance The apphcation of the name has been some- 
what variable The number enumerated m 1910 was 
285 Owing to the uncertainty in the apphcation of 
the name, comparison with earher censuses is of doubt- 
ful value, only 42 being reported m 1890 and 650 m 
1880 

Numvagmmt — A tribe living on Numvak Island 
and a small area about Cape Vancouver m the Yukon- 
Kuskokwim delta region The number enumerated m 
1910 was 301, as against 702 in 1890 and 408 in 1880 

Nunochogmwt — A village or tube m the Yukon 
delta, inland from Baird Inlet They form a sub- 
division of the Magemiut The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 158, as compared with 135 m 1890 and 40 
in 1880 

Nushagagmmt —A tnbe living in the vicinity of 
Nushagak Bay, of which the number enumerated in 
1910 was 31 Owing to uncertainty as to what is 
included under the name, comparison with earher 
censuses is of little value, 193 being reported in 1890 
and 817 m 1880 

NuvmTcnmd — A tnbe living m the vicinity of Point 
Barrow, on the Arctic coast The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 81, as against 143 m 1890 They were not 
reported separately at the census of 1880 

Pvtukmmt —A small group of Eskimo enumerated 
on Kotzebue Sound, whose precise habitat and affilia- 
tions are unknown Four full-blood Pitukmiut were 
enumerated m 1910—3 males and 1 female 

P olazramiut A small tnbe, probably a subdivision 
of the Kmugumiut, enumerated near Cape Pnnce of 
Wales, Seward Peninsula The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 14 

Selamgmiut A tnbe living on and near Selawik 
Lake, near Kotzebue Sound, of which the number 
enumerated m 1910 was 258 

Sidarumiut A tribe or village located on the 
Arctic coast m the vicinity of Point Belcher Five 
Sidarumiut were enumerated m 1910—2 full-blood 
males, 2 full-blood females, and 1 mixed white and 
Indian male 

Tikerammt A tnbe living on the northwestern 
coast in the vicinity of Point Hope The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 320, as compared with 295 m 
1890 In 1880 they were not enumerated separately 


Togiagmmt — A tribe living m the vicinity of 
Togiak Lake and Bay (Bristol Bay) The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 93, as against 190 m 1890 
They were not enumerated separately m 1880. 

Uievookrmut — A subdivision of the Kaviagmiut, liv- 
ing on King Island, Bering Strait The number 
enumerated m 1910 was 140, as compared with 200 
at the census of 1890 

TJnaligmmt — A tnbe occupying the shores of 
Norton Sound from a little south of Cape Denbigh 
nearly to the mouth of the Yukon The number 
enumerated m 1910 was 441 Earher census figures 
were 119 in 1890 and 418 m 1880 

TJtkvmnmiut — A tube living on the Arctic coast at 
and to the west of Cape Smith The number enu- 
merated m 1910 was 123, as against 193 reported m 
1890 

TJtukamiut (syn Otookogmiut) — A tribe living on 
the Arctic coast between Point Hope and Wainnght 
Inlet The number enumerated in 1910 was 127 
Comparison with earher years is limited to 1890, at 
which census 48 were reported The large increase 
thus shown is probably due partly to uncertainty as 
to tribal limits, and partly to the fact that, being 
more nomadic than many of the tribes m the vicinity, 
a considerable number were not enumerated m 1890 

Ymt — A group of Eskimo occupying St Lawrence 
Island and the region about East Cape, Siberia The 
number enumerated m 1910 was 292, as compared 
with 267 m 1890 and 500 (as estimated) m 1880 

Southern Eskimo — By an unfortunate error on the 
part of the enumerators, the majority of the Eskimo 
of southern Alaska, from the Shumagm Islands to 
Controller Bay, together with some on the shores of 
Bristol Bay, were enumerated wrongly as Aleut The 
tribal groups so confused were mainly the Kaniagmiut, 
Chugachigmiut, and Ugalakmiut, and to a lesser degree 
the Aglemiut and perhaps a few of the Nushagagmiut 
A portion of the Aglemiut and Kaniagmiut were, 
however, correctly enumerated under their proper 
names As it has been impossible to separate this 
mixed body of Eskimo into its constituent tribal or 
geographic divisions, they have been treated as a 
general group under the above heading, which thus 
includes all Eskimo south and east of the head of 
Bristol Bay The number enumerated m 1910 was 
3,650 No very satisfactory comparison with the 
census figures for earher years can be made The 
combined population of the Aglemiut, Chugachigmiut, 
Kaniagmiut, and Ugalakmiut was 3,142 m 1890 and 
3,489 m 1880 

Tribe not reported— -Under this general heading are 
included all persons enumerated merely as “Eskimo” 
without further distinction of tribe The Eskimo 
of unknown affiliation enumerated m Alaska m 1910 
were 474, and on account of this comparatively large 
number, they are shown separately by sex and age m 
Table 52 (p 156) 
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haidan stock (syn. Skittagetan). 

A tribe occupying the Queen Charlotte Islands and 
the southern portion of Prince of Wales, Island in 
British Columbia and Alaska, and forming an inde- 
pendent linguistic stock. The tribe formerly lived 
•wholly in what is now Canadian territory, those at 
present occupying part of Prince of W ales Island having 
taken possession of this region some time probably in 
the early part of the eighteenth century. A few immi- 
grant members of this tribe are also found in conti- 
nental United States (see p. 82). 

The Haida in Alaska, as enumerated in 1910, were 
530, as compared with 415 in 1890 and 795 in 1880. 
About 1870 they were estimated at 600. 

TLENGiT stock (syn. Koluschan). 

Stock as a whole. — A coastal stock of southern 
Alaska, occupying the coast and adjacent islands 
from Portland Canal to Controller Bay. A few im- 
migrant members of this stock are also found in con- 
tinental United States (see p. 106). 

The Indians of the Tlingit stock, as enumerated in 
1910 in Alaska, numbered 4,426. The number re- 
ported'for this stock in 1890 was 4,583 and in 1880, 
6,763. 

The tribes of this stock, for which members were 
reported, are as follows:

Auk. — A southern Alaska tribe, living near Juneau 
on Douglas and Admiralty Islands and along Stephens 
Passage. The number enumerated in 1910 was 267, 
as compared with 279 in 1890 and 640 in 1880. In 
1870 the Auk were estimated at about 750 or 800. 

( 7hiTkat.—A southern Alaska tribe living about the 
head of Lynn Canal. The number enumerated in 1 910 
was 690, as compared with 812 in 1890 and 1,158 in 
1880. About 1870 the tribe was estimated at from 
2,000 to 2,500, but this was probably an overestimate. 

Eenya. — A tribe living on the western shores of 
Prince of Wales Island, southern Alaska. The number 
enumerated in 1910 was 214, as compared with 262 
in 1890. In J869 they were estimated at 300. 

Huna. — A tribe living on Cross Sound (between 
Chichagof Island and the mainland), southern Alaska. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 625, as compared 
with 594 in 1890 and 908 in 1880. About 1870 they 
were estimated at 1,000. 

Hutsnuwu. — A tribe living on the western and 
southern shores of Admiralty Island, southern Alaska. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 536, as compared 
with 420 in 1890 and 666 in 1880. About 1870 they 
were estimated at 1,000. 


Hake. — A tribe living on Kupreanof Island in 
southern Alaska, for which 322 persons were enu- 
merated in 1910, as against 237 in 1890. The number 
reported in 1880 was 568, which perhaps included the 
Kuyu. 

Kuyu. — A tribe living on Kuiu Island on the south- 
ern Alaskan coast, for which the number of persons 
enumerated in 1910 was 29. The number reported for 
this tribe in 1880 was 60. 

Sitka. — A tribe living on Baranof Island and the 
southern portion of Chichagof Island in southern 
Alaska. The number enumerated in 1910 was 608, as 
compared with 832 in 1890 and 721 in 1880. 

Stikine. — A tribe living on or near the mouth of the 
Stikine River, southern Alaska, for which the number 
enumerated in 1910 was 189, as compared with 255 
in 1890 and 317 in 1880. 

Taku. — A tribe living on Taku Inlet and River, and 
Stephens and Gastineau Channels, southern Alaska. 
The number enumerated in 1910 was 142, as compared 
with 223 in 1890 and 269 in 1880. 

Tonyas. — A tribe living at the mouth of Portland 
Canal, southern Alaska, for which 184 persons were 
enumerated in 1910, as against 255 in 1890 and 273 
in 1880. 

Yakutat. — A tribe living primarily on Yakutat Bay, 
but whose range extends westward nearly to Copper 
River, and eastward to Dry Bay. The number enu- 
merated in 1910 was 307, as compared with 437 in 1890 
and 650 in 1880. 

Tribe not reported. — A considerable number of per- 
sons were enumerated as “Tlingit” without any further 
specification of tribe. As the number of such persons 
reported in 1910 amounted to 313, they are shown by 
sex and age in Table 52 (p. 156). 

TSIMSHIAN STOCK. 

A stock whose name has been derived from that of a 
single tribe, the Tsimshian. Their proper habitat lies 
wholly in British Columbia be tween the Nass and Skeena 
Rivers. A large number have in recent years, however, 
removed to Alaskan territory, settling chiefly at 
New Metlakahtla. A few immigrant members of 
the tribe are also found in continental United States 
(see p. 106). 

The Tsimshian in Alaska, as enumerated in 1910, 
were 729, as compared with 465 in 1890 and 952 in 
1880. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In the enumeration of the native population of Alaska 
m 1910, 1,640 persons were reported without definite 
indication as to stock or tribe. Of these, 2 were enu- 
merated as “Indians,” 12 as “Siberia,” and for 1,626 
no information of any sort was given.

FECUNDITY AND VITALITY. 


Information was collected by the Census Bureau in 
1910 in regard to the number of children borne by 
every married woman. The results of the tabulation 
of this material for the Indian women are presented in 
the following discussion. Only those women were 
included in the tabulation who were between 15 and 
44 years of age, who had been married for at least 
one year, and who were neither widowed nor divorced 
nor married a second or subsequent time. As a 
result of these restrictions all the women included 
in this tabulation answered the following descrip- 
tion: (1) They were of child-bearing age; (2) had 
been married long enough to have children; and (3) 
were living in the married state at the time of the 
enumeration. 

The last limitation makes possible the presentation 
of information about the husband and, since all 
second and subsequent marriages are excluded, the 
children are in each case the offspring of the couple as 
shown on the schedule. In this manner most ele- 
ments of uncertainty have been excluded, so that the 
data lend themselves to trustworthy interpretation. 

In the tables of this section the degrees of mixture 
are given in the order of the increasing proportion of 
non-Indian blood, beginning with marriages between 
full-blood Indians and ending with marriages between 
mixed-bloods and whites. The tables do not include 
all the possible combinations, but only those actually 
given on the schedules. Polygamous marriages, in 
which husband and wives are probably full-blood 
Indians, are given separately at the end of the table. 

Sterility . — Table 53 presents the data on sterility.

The most significant fact "brought out by Table 53 
is that, while for all classes of marriages the propor- 
tion resulting in no issue was 8.6 per cent and for mar- 
riages between full-bloods the proportion was 10.7 per 
cent, for mixed marriages it was only 6.7 per cent. 
Thus sterility is considerably less common in cases of 
miscegenation than in cases of marriage between full- 
bloods. Furthermore, the proportion of issueless mar- 
riages decreases directly as the amount of white blood 
in the married couple increases. For the marriages of 
full-bloods with mixed-bloods, where less than one-half 
of the blood was white, the percentage of sterility was 
8.8 ; for the marriages of full-bloods with whites, where 
one-half of the blood was white, the proportion of ste- 
rility was 7.7 per cent; for the marriages between 
mixed-bloods, where the proportion of white blood 
may have varied considerably but was probably one- 
half or more, sterility was shown in 7 per cent of the 
cases; and finally, for marriages of mixed-bloods with 
whites, where more than one-half and often three- 
fourths or more of the blood was white, the percentage 
of sterility was only 5.8. Thus an inverse relation 
between the amount of white blood in the married 
couple and the proportion of childless unions seems to 
be established by the table. 

In the case of polygamous marriages no separation 
by blood was made, but, as pointed out previously, 
these are almost without exception marriages between 
full-blood women and full-blood men, as such mar- 
riages were made, as a rule, a good many years ago. 
As a group, then, by blood these cases of plural wives 
may be compared with the full-blood groups already 
considered. It is apparent on comparison tbat 
women living in polygamy show a considerably 
smaller percentage of sterility than those in monog- 
amous unions. 

Fecundity . — Table 54 deals only with women who 
have been married from 10 to 20 years, inclusive, and 
distinguishes those who have borne no more tban two 
children (including those who have borne no children) 
from those who have borne from three to five children, 
and six or more children, as shown by the returns for 
1910. 

A comparison of the figures for marriages between 
full-bloods with mixed marriages shows the greater 
fertility of the latter; a smaller proportion resulted in 
two children or less and in from three to five children 
than in the case of the pure marriages and a much 
higher proportion in six or more children. 

A further analysis of mixed marriages shows, how- 
ever, that as far as the number of children is concerned 
the proportion of white blood does not materially 
influence the offspring. In fact, the marriages be- 
tween full-blood Indians and whites are more prolific 

( 157 ) 
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than any of the other main classes of mixed marriages. 
Of the subclasses under "Marriages among mixed- 
bloods,” the marriages between Indian and Negro 
mixed-bloods showed the greatest fertility, more than 
half of such marriages resulting in six or more children. 


Polygamous marriages, as compared with monoga- 
mous marriages between full-bloods, showed a smaller 
proportion having had only two children and three to 
five children, and a larger proportion having had six 
or more.

These figures likewise indicate that mixed marriages 
are more fertile, the average number of children result- 
ing from such marriages being 5.1, while the average 
for the marriages of full-bloods was 4.5. The highest 
average number of children per marriage shown for an y 
of the subdivided classes was for marriages between 
full-blood Indians and white, but for marriages in 
which both husband and wife represented a mixture 


of white, Negro, and Indian blood the average number 
of children was higher than for any other group. 

Polygamous marriages showed a somewhat higher 
average number of children bom tban did monoga- 
mous marriages between full-bloods, but a lower aver- 
age than that shown for mixed marriages. 

Vitality . — In addition to the number of children 
borne by every married woman, the census schedule in 
1910 called for the number of children living at the time 
of the enumeration. From the replies to this inquiry a 
study can be made of the proportion of children sur- 
viving. The results of such a study for the Indians are 
presented in Table 56.

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For all classes of marriages the proportion of sur- 
viving children was 74.7 per cent; for pure marriages it 
was 69.7 per cent, and for mixed marriages 79 per cent. 
A further analysis of the mixed marriages shows that 
the percentages of children surviving were highest 
among children one of whose parents was white. Thus 
for marriages between full-bloods and whites the pro- 
portion of surviving children was 82.9 per cent, and for 
marriages between mixed-bloods and whites the pro- 
portion was 83 per cent, while for marriages among 
mixed-bloods it was only 77.6 per cent, and for marri- 
ages between full-bloods and mixed-bloods only 69.9 
per cent, or only slightly higher than for marriages be- 
tween full-bloods (69.7 per cent). In the case of po- 
lygamous marriages a larger percentage of children 
survive than in full-blood monogamous marriages. 

The figures bring out the fact that a larger propor- 
tion of the children having one white parent survive 
than of children both of whose parents are full-blood 
or mixed-blood Indians, but do not in themselves show 
whether this is due to conditions in the home or to 
greater virility of the offspring. 

Further evidence bearing on this point may be 
gathered by comparing the relative vitality of the chil- 
dren of full-blood and mixed-blood parents, according 
to the size of the family, observing whether the larger 
families which are characteristic of the mixed-bloods 
show a greater or less degree of vitality than the 
smaller families of the full-bloods, and also the relative 
vitality of families of the same size in the various 
classes by blood. 

. In the following table three groups by blood are 
alone considered, in order to secure sufficiently large 
numbers to be of some value: (1) both parents of full 
blood of the same tribe, (2) both parents of .mixed 
blood (white and Indian), (3) one parent mixed blood 
(white and Indian), the other white. For each of 
these three groups, and for families of varying size, 
the percentage of cases occurring where all the chil- 
dren born survive, is shown. Only those cases, more- 
over, are tabulated where the mother has been mar- 
ried from 10 to 20 years.

From this it may be seen that for families of from 
one to eight children, there is in almost every case a 
greater degree of vitality (as shown by the propor- 
tional number of cases where all the children bom 
survive) the greater the amount of white blood repre- 
sented. The most marked exception is that where 
but a single child is born, in which case the full-bloods 
show a larger proportion surviving than the mixed- 
bloods. In this case, however, the number of cases 
of mixed-bloods is very small, and the result, there- 
fore, can not be considered at all definite. The dif- 
ference in relative degree of vitality between the full- 
blood children and those who (with one parent white 
and the other mixed) are mainly of white blood, is 
striking, the relative advantage of the latter over the 
former increasing regularly and steadily up to and 
including eight children born, when the figure is 
nearly four times as great as that for the full-bloods. 
Similar results are to be obtained from a compari- 
son of the percentage of cases in which no children 
survive. 

The following table indicates for families of varying 
size, the proportion of cases in which all the children 
are dead:

It will be seen from this that, with one exception, 
for families of all sizes from one to eight, the full- 
bloods show the largest number of cases where no 
children survive, exceeding the mixed-bloods in this 
respect in one case nearly four times. 

The results of the studies on sterility, on fecundity, 
and on vitality all point toward one conclusion, and that 
is that the increase of the mixed-blood Indians is much 
greater than that of the full-blood Indians, and that 
unless the tendencies now at work undergo a decided 
change the full-bloods are destined to form a decreas- 
ing proportion of the total Indian population and ulti- 
mately to disappear altogether. 

Note. — Conclusions in regard to tribal or stock differences in 
fecundity and vitality must, of necessity, be extremely tentative, 
as the numbers available for tabulation are so small. The follow- 
ing results of a tabulation made for a few of the larger tribes or 
groups are, however, of interest Only women of full blood with 
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husbands also of full blood of the same tribe, and mixed-blood 
women of white and Indian blood, with husbands also of mixed 
blood, are considered It has also been necessary, in order to secure 
numbers of any size, to make no distinction of the number of years 
married, but to include women married from 1 to 10 years

The most striking points brought out by this table are. (1) That 
the tribes (mainly belonging to the Salishan stock) of western 
Washington show the smallest proportion of sterility, and the largest 
average number of children borne, but at the same time the next 
to the smallest proportion surviving, at least in the case of the full- 
bloods; (2) that the Yuman tribes of Arizona and southern California 
show the largest proportion of sterility and the smallest average 
number of children borne, but at the same time have next to the 
largest proportion surviving; (3) the general agreement between the 


full-bloods of the Sioux and Cherokee (of Oklahoma only) in per 
centage of sterility and average number of children borne, but 
their difference in favor of the latter in regard to the proportion of 
children surviving; and (4) that in the case of the Sioux, the usual 
increase in the average number of children borne as shown by 
the mixed-bloods does not occur. 

These and other differences apparent on a study of the figures 
for individual tribes are in many ways suggestive both of economic 
and possible environmental influences or of actual differences be- 
tween different stocks It is, for example, possibly significant that 
the smallest average number of children borne and the largest pro- 
portion of sterility occur in the arid region of the southwest, 
whereas the largest number of children borne and smallest propor- 
tion of sterility are in the moist coastal region of western Washing- 
ton, the drier but not arid region of the plains (represented by the 
Sioux and Cherokees) falling between these two extremes. Some- 
what similarly, the Southwest shows the largest proportion of chil- 
dren surviving, the region of western Washington the smallest, with 
the plains averaging somewhere in between. These statements are 
true only, of course, in a general way, but it is possible that a hot and 
arid region of rather deficient food supply, mainly of vegetable ori- 
gin, tends to reduce the number of children borne, although it is 
favorable to the survival of those children who are bom; whereas, 
an equable, moist area, of abundant food supply (including much 
fish, together with game and vegetable products) may tend to a 
greater fertility on the part of the women, but be at the same tim e 
less favorable to the survival of the larger number of children borne 
Economic factors are, however, of such weight that much more 
abundant materials would be needed before definite conclusions 
could be drawn.

Of the Indian males of all ages in the United States 
in 1910, 60.8 per cent were single, 34.2 per cent 
married, and 3.9 per cent widowed, while of the 
Indian females of all ages, 53.5 per cent were single, 
37.6 per cent married, and 7.7 per cent widowed. 
In Alaska, as compared with the United States, the 
percentage of married among the Indians was some- 
what larger, 38.8 per cent for males and 45.3 per 
cent for females, with a substantially corresponding 
decrease in the proportion of single. 

Fifteen years of age and over . — Only a very small num- 
ber of Indians under 15 years of age in 1910 were re- 
ported as married or widowed — 8 males and 42 females 
in the United States and 5 females in Alaska — and 
statistics ,of marital condition, therefore, are only 
significant with respect to those 15 years of age and 
over. Table 60 shows, for the United States and for 
Alaska, the marital condition of Indians 15 years of age 
and over, by sex, as reported at the census of 1910, 
in comparison with similar statistics for 1900. 

Of the total Indian males 15 years of age and over 
in the United States in 1910, as shown by Table 60, 
27,391, or 34.1 per cent, were single, 46,154, or. 57.4 
per cent, married, and 5,319, or 6.6 per cent, widowed. 
Among the Indian females 15 years of age and over, 
the single in 1910 numbered 16,324, or 21.2 per cent; 
the married 49,095, or 63.8 per cent; and the widowed 
10,071, or 13.1 per cent. As compared with 1900 the 
proportions for the males differed only slightly, but 
for the females the proportion of single and of married 
was somewhat larger and the proportion of widowed 
somewhat smaller in 1910.

In Alaska in 1910 single males constituted 29.6 per 
cent of all Indian males 15 years of age and over; the 
married, 62.2 per cent; and the widowed, 6.5 per cent; 
but of the Indian females 15 years of age and over the 
married females constituted 72.6 per cent and the 
widowed 14 per cent, as against only 12 per cent 
single. For both males and females the proportion 
married in 1910 was considerably larger than in 1900 — 
62.2 as against 57.8 per cent for males and 72.6 as 
against 61.2 per cent for females. 

As compared with whites and Negroes in the United 
States, Indians marry somewhat earlier in life. This 
is indicated by the larger proportion of married, 
widowed, and. divorced among Indians, and particu- 
larly Indian females, in 1910, as shown by Table 61.

- Polygamy among Indians . — The practice of polyg- 
amy is believed to be quite common among the Amer- 
ican Indians. The census enumeration of 1910 
showed 494 cases in the United States, and of these, 
37 were reported as having more than 2 wives. Of 
the 494 polygamous males reported in 1910, 327 were 
Navajo — 196 in Arizona, 120 in New Mexico, and 11 
in Utah. The numbers reported for other principal 
tribes were: Teton Sioux, 35; Apache, 22; Paviotso, 
13; Piegan, 13; Cheyenne, 9; Kiowa, 9; Shoshone, 9; 


and Ute, 8. There were 80 polygamous males reported 
under 35 years of age, and of this number, 73 were Nav- 
ajo — 49 in Arizona, 23 in New Mexico, and 1 in Utah. 

In Alaska there were 19 cases of polygamy reported 
in 1910, but only 1 case with more than 2 wives. 
With one exception the polygamous males were over 
35 years of age.

The age of marriage is determined largely by 
economic and social conditions and standards. The 
Indian on the reservation is frequently as assured of a 
livelihood between 15 and 19 years of age as he is later 
in life. It is not strange, therefore, that the propor- 
tion of married, widowed, and divorced among Indians 


15 to 19 years of age should be larger than that for 
either the whites or Negroes; as compared with the 
whites, it was fully three times as large (3 as ag ains t 
1 per cent) for males and nearly twice as large (20.8 as 
against 10.7 per cent) for females. For each of the 
older age periods, almost without exception, the pro- 
portion of married, widowed, and divorced among the 
Indians of each sex was larger than that for whites or 
Negroes, the only exception being for males 20 to 24 
years of age, where the proportion for Negroes was 
considerably larger; for males 25 to 29 years and 65 
years of age and over, respectively, the proportions for 
Negroes were very nearly as large. 

The marital condition of Indians 15 years of age and 
over, according to age periods, is also shown in three 
general tables, as follows: 

Table 67 (p. 168) shows, by sex and age periods, the 
marital condition of the Indian population 15 years of 
age and over in 1910 in each of 22 selected states. The 
smallest proportions of single for each sex are found in 
Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, and Nevada, in the order 
named. The very large proportion of single in Kansas 
is due to the fact that the students of Haskell Institute 
are included in the totals for that state. 

Table 68 (p. 171) shows, by sex and age periods, the 
marital condition of Indians 15 years of age and over 
in 1910 for each stock in the United States and Alaska 
having at least 200 members. 

Table 69 (p. 175) shows, by sex and age periods, the 
marital condition of Indians 15 years of age and over 
in 1910 for each tribe in the United States having at 
least 350 members. The state or states in which the 
tribe is principally situated is also indicated in Table 
69, either by giving, in parentheses, the name of the 
state or by giving the statistics for the state or states 
in which by far the larger majority of the members 
are situated.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


One of the most interesting social phenomena in 
American history is found m the development of the 
system of Indian schools upon the part of the Govern- 
ment, and m the development of an appreciation 
of schoohng upon the part of the Indian To secure 
a common language has been the first great object 
of the Indian school Both races have profited 
through the mutual understanding -which a common 
language and culture bring about In their first 
report in 1869 the Board of Indian Co mmis sioners dis- 
cussed at some length the barriers in the way of 
sympathetic relations between the red and white races, 
and found them m differences of race, custom, and 
language They went on to say that 

By educating the children of these tnbes m the English language 
these differences would have disappeared and civilization would 
have followed at once N othmg then would have been left hut the 
antipathy of race, and that, too, is always softened in the beams of a 
higher civilization * * * In the difference of language to-day 
lies two-thirds of our troubles 

Appropriations for Indian schools — While the total 
Indian appropriations have increased only slightly 
more than threefold since 1877, the appropriations for 
Indian schools by the National Government have 
increased one hundred and eighty-seven fold m the 
same length of tune, as shown by Table 70 prepared 
from the reports of the Indian Office, giving the 
annual expenditures on account of Indian Affairs, 
exclusive of trust funds, from 1877 to 1910, inclusive 

It is practically true that an increasing proportion 
of national expenditures for Indians goes each year 
into Indian education The apparent fall m the per- 
centage during the last few years is caused by the 
consistent funding of our treaty obhgations, only 


the interest on which has generally been provided 
in the past With the funding nearly complete the 
real progressive substitution of welfare for administra- 
tive purposes will again become apparent

It will be observed from Table 71 tbat at the three 
dates — 1890, 1900, and 1910 — the nonreservation 
schools enrolled 12.9, 27.8, and 27.8 per cent, respec- 
tively, of the total recorded attendance. The reser- 
vation boarding schools at the three dates enrolled, 
respectively, 31.3, 35.9, and 33.7 per cent, while the 
day schools registered 18.1, 19, and 22.4 per cent. 
The two tables, however, are not strictly comparable 
within themselves. Differing classification at various 
periods makes impossible exact comparison. Mission 
schools and contract schools have in many cases been 
synonymous. During the period 1896-1900, when 
Congress was by gradual steps stopping all appropria- 
tions to sectarian schools, the number of mission 
schools increased very rapidly, while the contract 
schools decreased even more rapidly. The number of 
pupils in both kinds of schools decreased from 6,133 in 
1895 to 3,933 in 1901. The earlier total was not 
reached again until 1908. The later increase in con- 
tract school enrollment is due in part to the policy of 
recent years of employing Indian, though not Govern- 
ment, funds for mission schools. The contract public 
schools are for obvious reasons recorded separately. 
The closer association of the races in the common 
schools is an object earnestly desired, but it is coming 
about more rapidly through unofficial than official 
means. The Indian Office has recorded the attend- 
ance of Indian youth in noncontract public schools for 
the last five years, as follows: 1910, 1,396; 1909, 818; 
1908,555; 1907,1,390; 1906,284. Doubtless a much 
larger number escaped enumeration. 

It should be borne in mind that these figures are for 
school enrollment, not for average attendance. The 
enrollment and average attendance in all schools re- 
corded by the Indian Office for the five years from 
1906 to 1910 were as follows:

In 1906 the attendance averaged about one-sixth 
less than the enrollment; in 1890, it was one-fourth 
less, and in 1895, one-fifth less, showing that the schools 
are more and more succeeding in holding the pupils 
whom they enroll. 

The complete statistics of Indian school attendance, 
however, can not be gathered from the published re- 
ports of the Federal bureau having charge of Indian 
schools, for about 14,000 Indian scholars do not come 
under its surveillance or have not been included in its 
count. The difficulties inherent in the collection of 
Indian statistics are brought out by a comparison of 
the unpublished school attendance figures for 21 states 
in 1910 on file in the Office of Indian Affairs showing 
Government, mission, and public school enrollment, 
with the corresponding figures shown by the census 
enumeration, as given in Table 73.

Table 73 shows, for the 21 states taken together, a 
total enrollment of 36,762 Indian scholars, according 
to the report of the Indian Office, as compared with 
a total of 49,543 Indians actually attending school, as 
shown by the census report. The difference is due in 
part to the fact that Indians scattered among the 
general population are outside the jurisdiction of the 
Office of Indian Affairs. 

School attendance, 6 to 19 years . — For the purposes 
of this report the school population includes all Indians 
from 6 to 19 years of age, inclusive. The statistics of 
school attendance for the United States are based 
upon the answers to the inquiry as to whether the 
person enumerated had attended any kind of school 
at any time between September 1, 1909, and the date 
of enumeration, April 15, 1910; but for Alaska the 
statistics are based upon attendance at school at any 
time during the calendar year 1909, the date of enu- 
meration there generally being December 31, 1909, or 
a time as near that date as conditions permitted.

The table shows, for the United States, that out of a 
total of 88,786 Indians of both sexes 6 to 19 years of 
age in 1910, there were 50,115, or 56.4 per cent, who 
were attending school. For the males the percentage 
attending school, 57, was slightly larger than that for 
the females, 55.9. 

The encouraging general average of attendance upon 
schools of all kinds does not tell in full the progressive 
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hold those schools are getting in Indian circles. The 
distribution of the whole number of Indian scholars 
6 to 19 years of age into the three smaller age periods 
gives much more significant averages. The youth 
from 15 to 19 years — or many of them — have been in 
school and have completed all the schooling they can 
be expected to receive. Many of them grew to older 
years before opportunity or custom brought them 
within the scholastic walls. Their average school 
attendance in 1910 was 48 per cent. The children 
from 6 to 9 years are being brought into the schools 
in larger numbers every year, but many of them still 
elude the school authorities, so that their average 
attendance was only 48.4 per cent; for the males in 
this age group the percentage was 47.6, and for the 
females it was 49.2. The real impress which the 
schools are making is represented, however, by the 
average school attendance in the age group 10 to 14, 
namely, 71.5 per cent. 

As compared with the whites and Negroes in the 
United States, it appears, as shown by Table 75, that 
the Indian youth between 6 and 9 years attended 
school in 1910 in smaller proportions than the children 
of either the white or Negro race, that those between 
10 and 14 surpassed the Negro, and that those between 
15 and 19 outranked both the other races. This latter 
fact is the result in part of the more or less compulsory 
attendance upon many reservations of the youth up to 
18 years of age.

The systematic attempt to introduce schools into 
Alaska came at a much later date than in the 
United States, and it is not surprising, therefore, to 
find, as shown by Table 74, that out of a total In- 
dian school population of 7,167 those reported as 
attending school in 1909 numbered only 3,030, or 
42.3 per cent. Of those from 10 to 14 years of 
age about three-fifths (59.8 per cent) attended 
school in 1909, as compaied with about two-fifths 
(40.7 per cent) of those from 6 to 9 years of age, 
and less than three-tenths (28.1 per cent) of those 
from 15 to 19 years of age. In the last-named age 
group the percentage of school attendance among 


the females was very low, 23, as against 32.8 for the 
males. 

The number of Indian school children 6 to 19 years 
of age reported on the census schedules in 1910 
(50,115) may also be compared with the number 
reported in Indian schools by the Indian Office 
(37,883 enrolled, including the Five Civilized Tribes, 
with an average attendance of 29,684). The fact 
that fully 24 per cent of the Indian scholars are not 
covered by the reports of the Office of Indian Affairs 
indicates that the Indian population to a not incon- 
siderable extent joins the other races in the common 
patronage of the local public institutions.

In seven of the states having a considerable Indian 
population, as shown by Table 76, the attendance 
runs below 50 per cent, namely, Montana, 46.1 per 
cent, Nevada, 46 1 per cent, Idaho, 43 7 per cent, 
Arizona, 33 5 per cent, New Mexico, 26 5 per cent, 
Mississippi, 23 4 per cent, and Utah, 11 6 per cent 
Nevertheless, it may be asserted that the initial prob- 
lem of securing some schooling for the Indian youth is 
either solved oi on the point of solution m all parts 
of the country, varying somewhat, of course, with 
the general educational progress in the different states 
It should be borne m mind, however, that the impor- 


tant problems of regularity of attendance and standard 
of work are not covered by the census statistics 
Table 81 (p 201) gives, for the larger stocks, the 
statistics of school attendance for all Indians of both 
sexes 6 to 19 years of age, first, by principal tnbes 
and, second, by principal states m which the stock 
was situated in 1 91 0 The percentage of school attend-

an.ce was reported, namely, Lutuamian, 81.3 per cent; 
Caddoan, 78.4 per cent; Wakashan, 74.8 per cent; 
and Chiuookan, 71.5 per cent. Of the larger stocks, 
the Iroquoian had 9,921, or 68.6 per cent, attending 
school, out of a total of 14,457 persons of school age. 
The Cherokee tribe of this stock had 11,756 persons 
of school age, of whom 8,036, or 68.4 per cent, attended 
school. The Algonquian stock, with 13,764 persons 
of school age, showed 8,875, or 64.5 per cent, attend- 
ing school, while the Chippewa tribe alone showed 
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4,776, or 67.7 per cent, attending school, out of a total 
of 7,055 persons of school age. The Siouan, with 
10,022 persons of school age, had 6,401, or 63.9 per 
cent, attending school, and the Muskhogean, with 
10,428 persons of school age, 6,372, or 61.1 per cent. 
The Athapaskan stock, with 10,792 persons of school 
age, showed, on the other hand, only 1,890, or 17.5 
per cent, attending school, the Navajo tribe, with 
8,440 persons of school age, having only 753, or 8.9 
per cent, at school.

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InAlaska, as shown byTable 81 (p. 203), theHaidan 
stock, with 170 persons of school age, showed the larg- 
est proportion of school attendance, 78.2 per cent. 
The Eskimauan, with 3,814 persons of school age, 
reported 32 per cent attending school, and the Atha- 
paskan, with 1,082 persons of school age, 37.1 per cent. 

Indians 6 to 19 years of age enumerated on the 
general population schedule, and therefore without 
tribal designation, numbered 6,498. Of these 3,944, 
or 60.7 per cent, attended school. Table 78 shows 
the school attendance for the 17 states having 100 or 
more such Indians of school age.

Table 79 shows for both the United States and Alaska 
a very decided increase in the proportion of Indians 
reported as attending school at the census of 1910, in 
comparison with the preceding census, for each of the 
three age periods considered. For the United States 
there was a general increase in school attendance 
from 40.4 to 50.8 per cent, but for Alaska the propor- 
tion doubled during the decade— an increase from 
18.8 to 37.4 per cent, while for the age group 10 
to 14 alone the increase was from 27.5 to 59.8 per 
cent. 

Comparative statistics for Indians 5 to 20 years of 
age are also shown for the 22 selected states in 
Table 80.

Of the 22 states given in Table 80, there were 5— 
Utah, New Mexico, South Dakota, Nebraska, and 
Montana — in which the proportion of school attend- 
ance for 1910 was less than that for 1900, due in part 
to differences in the returns of school attendance at 
the two censuses, but in Utah, New Mexico, and Ne- 
braska possibly also to the fact that the whole number 
of Indians enumerated in 1900 was less than in either 
1890 or 1910. Each of the other 17 states shows an 
increase in the proportion of school attendance, and 
in many of them there has been a very considerable 
increase. In Minnesota the proportion rose from 31.9 
to 67.2; in North Dakota, from 30.2 to 57.3; in North 
Carolina, from 27.2 to 53.8; and in Wisconsin, from 
41.3 to 61.9.

ILLITERACY. 


At the census of 1910, as at several preceding cen- 
suses, inquiry was made, on both the general popula- 
tion and special Indian schedules, as to whether the 
person enumerated was able to read and as to whether 
he was able to write in any language, not necessarily 
English Answers to these questions were required 
only for persons 10 years of age and over For this 
report, as for the general reports on population, the 
Bureau of the Census has classified as illiterate all 
persons unable to write, regardless of abihty to read 
What constitutes abihty to read and write is partially 
a matter of judgment, and there is undoubtedly a cer- 
tain margin of error m the returns, particularly with 
respect to Indians Nevertheless, the returns are 
probably the most accurate so far made, and may be 
accepted in fair comparison with other data and as 
between tribe and tnbe or group and group, as the 
case may be. 

Ukteracy, 1910 and 1900 — At the census of 1910 
there were 188,758 Indians 10 yearn of age and over, 
and of this number 85,445, or 45 3 per cent, were illit- 
erate Of the 171,552 Indians 10 years of age and 
over at the precedmg census, that of 1900, the illiter- 
ates numbered 96,347, or 56 2 per cent These figures 
show, therefore, not only an absolute decrease of 
10,902 in the number of illiterate Indians, but a pro- 
portional decrease of nearly 11 per cent — 45 3 m 1910 
as compared with 56 2 m 1900

The Indians, like the other races, show a greater 
proportion of illiterates among females As shown by 
Table 85, the percentages for the United States in 1910 
were 49 2 for females and 41 5 for males, while for 
Alaska they were 75.1 and 67 9, respectively This 
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difference between the sexes is particularly noticeable 
among Indians 20 years of age and over. For the 
United States in 1910, as shown by Table 86, the per- 
centage of illiterates among females 20 years of age and 
over was 61.4 as compared with 50.8 for males, while 
for Alaska in 1910 the percentage for females of this 
class was 85.5 as against 78.1 for males. The propor- 
tion of illiterates in 1910 among the Indian youth— 
those from 10 to 19 years of age — in the United States 
was, on the other hand, only slightly larger for 
females than for males, or 22.8 as compared with 21.7 
per cent, but in Alaska the difference was considerable, 
the percentages being 45.3 for females as against 39 8 
for males.

Arizona, Nevada, Idaho, Montana, and Wyoming. 
In 11 states the percentage of illiteracy was between 
30 and 50, and in the 3 remaining states it was be- 
tween 10 and 30, namely, New York, 27.9; Oklahoma, 
25.2; and Kansas, 18.7 per cent. The percentage 
of illiteracy in 1910 was less than it was in 1900 in 
all but 3 of the 22 states, and in most of the states 
the proportional decrease was large 
Illiteracy of Indians 20 years of age and over was 
between 30 and 50 per cent in 6 states, between 50 
and 60 per cent in 5 states, between 60 and 80 per 
cent in 6 states, and over 80 per cent in 5 states, 
the last-named states being New Mexico, Utah, Mis- 
sissippi, Arizona, and Nevada. For the Indian 
youth, however, there was no state in 1910 in which 
the proportion was over 80 per cent, and of the 22 
selected states there were only 5 — Utah, Mississippi, 
New Mexico, Arizona, and Nevada — which had more 
than 30 per cent, while 11 had between 10 and 30 
per cent, and 6 had less than 1 0 per cent.

Illiteracy j by states . — Table 89 (p. 215) shows^ by 
divisions and states, the number of illiterate Indians 
in the United States in 1910, distributed according 
to sex and age periods. Table 87 shows, for 22 
selected states, the number and proportion of illiterates 
among all Indians 10 years of age and over and among 
those 10 to 19 years of age and 20 years of age and 
over, respectively, in 1910 and in 1900. The propor- 
tion of illiterates among the Indian adults and the 
Indian youth is also shown graphically for the same 

states in the diagram on this page. 

In 8 of the 22 states, as shown by Table 87, more 
than 50 per cent of the Indians 10 years of age and 
over in 1910 were illiterate, and in 2 of them Utah 
and New Mexico— the percentage was more than 80.

Among the Indians 20 years of age and over, the 
Zunian stock showed, for the United States, the largest 
percentage of illiterates in 1910, 93.6 for males and 

96.9 for females. The Athapaskan and Keresan 
stocks also showed large proportions of illiterates, 
between 80 and 90 per cent for males and over 90 per 
cent for females. Of the other large stocks, the Sho- 
shonean, Piman, Yuman, Tanoan, and Shastan also 
had a large proportion of illiterates — above 60 per 
cent — in 1910. The Iroquoian, on the other hand, had 
the smallest percentage of illiterate adults in 1910— 

25.9 for males and 31 for females— and the Muskho- 
gean stock had the next smallest percentages — 35.3 
for males and 48.5 for females. 


Among the Indian youth 10 to 19 years of age, by 
far the largest proportions of illiterates in 1910, for 
the United States, were those for the Athapaskan, 
with 67.2 per cent for males and 75.8 per cent for 
females, and the Zunian, with 53,5 per cent for males 
and 66.2 per cent for females. Of the larger stocks, 
the smallest percentages of illiterate youth in 1910 
were those for the Caddoan, with 5.5 per cent for 
males and 4.4 per cent for females, while for the 
Siouan, Iroquoian, and Algonquian stocks there was 
less than 15 per cent of illiteracy. 

For Alaska, as shown by Table 90, the percentage of 
illiterate adults in each of the three principal stocks was 
very large in 1910, being over 90 per cent for both the

Athapaskan males and females and also for the Eski- 
mauan females. Of the Eskimauan youth in 1910, 
over 50 per cent were illiterate— 51 for males and 58.1 
for females — while for the Athapaskan the percentages 
for each sex were very nearly as large. 

Table 91 shows illiteracy among the Indians in the 
United States who were enumerated on the general 
population schedule, and therefore without tribal 
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designation, for the 32 states having 100 or more 
such Indians 10 years of age and over in 1910. The 
table shows that of the 9,013 Indians 20 years of 
age and over who were enumerated on the general 
population schedule, 2,144, or 23.8 per cent, were 
illiterate, but of the 4,689 such Indians 10 to 19 
years of age, the number illiterate was only 459, or 
9.8 per cent.

Information as to ability to speak English was 
sought in the Federal census for the first time in 1890, 
hut separate tabulation of Indians in this particular 
was not made until 1900. The inquiry at each census 
was limited to persons 10 years of age and over. 

— Table 94 
shows, for the United States in 1910 and 1900 and for 
Alaska in 1910 only, the number and proportion of 
all Indians 10 years of age and over who were reported 
as unable to speak English, and separately for those 
10 to 19 years of age and 20 years of age and over.

Of the 188,758 Indians 10 years of age and over 
in the United States in 1910, as shown by Table 94, 


59,055, or 31.3 per cent, were reported as unable to 
speak English. In 1900 there were 72,583 Indians, 
or 42.3 per cent, who could not speak English, thus 
showing for the decade an absolute decrease in number 
of 13,528 and a difference in the proportion of 11 per 
cent. The table also shows that 35.1 per cent of 
the Indian females in 1910 were unable to speak 
English, as compared with 27.7 per cent for the Indian 
males. This difference, however, is rapidly being 
wiped out through the more general attendance upon 
the schools. For the age period 10 to 19 years the 
percentage for females in 1910 was only slightly 
larger than that for males, or 18 as against 16.3 per 
cent. 

In Alaska there were 10,212 Indians who were unable 
to speak English, out of a total of 18,044 Indians 10 
years of age and over in 1910, or 56.6 per cent, the 
proportion being much higher than that for the United 
States. For all Indian males 10 years of age and over 
in 1910 the percentage unable to speak English was 
49.7, as compared with 64 per cent for all Indian 
females 10 years of age and over. 

Inability to speak English, by states. — Table 98 
(p. 236) shows, for the United States, by divisions, 
and states, the number of Indian males and females 
10 years of age and over who were reported as unable, 
to speak English at the censuses of 1910 and 1900. 
Table 95 shows, for 22 selected states, the number 
and proportion of Indian males and females 10 years, 
of age and over unable to speak English in 1910, as; 
compared with 1900.

Of the 22 selected states, as shown by Table 95, New 
Mexico had in 1910 the largest proportion of Indians 
w ho were unable to speak English, representing 74.8 
per cent of all the Indian males 10 years of age and 
over and 81.1 per cent of all the Indian females of tha t 
a cre. Arizona and Utah also showed large proportions 
in 1910, representing in the case of males more than 
three-fifths and in the case of females more than seven- 
tenths of the entire number 10 years of age and over. 
The smallest proportions of Indians in 1910 who could 


not speak English are shown for New York, North 
Carolina, and Kansas, for which, except in the case of 
females for New York, less than 10 per cent were so 
reported . With few exceptions the proportions unable 
to speak English in 1910 were much less than in 1900. 

Table 96 shows, for the 22 selected states, the number 
and proportion of Indian males and females 10 to 19 
years of age and 20 years of age and over, respec- 
tively, unable to speak English, as reported at the 
census of 1910.

New Mexico, Arizona, and Utah had, for both males I 
and females in 1910, the largest proportions of Indians I 
20 years of age and over unable to speak English, 
representing between 60 and 85 per cent for the males 
and between 75 and 90 per cent for the females. 
These same states also had the largest proportions of 
Indians 10 to 19 years of age who could not speak 
English, hut the percentages, although high, were 
considerably lower than those for the older Indians. 
New York, North Carolina, and Kansas had the 
smallest proportions of Indians 20 years of age and over 
unable to speak English, while for the Indians 10 to 19 
years of age the smallest proportions in 1910 were 
those for Oregon, Kansas, and North Carolina. The 
great difference between the proportions for the older 
and the younger Indians, and the relatively small 
number of the younger generation entirely without 
knowledge of the English language, is a hopeful sign, 


hut it should not be forgotten that in thousands of 
cases the ability to speak English is very limited. 

Inability to speak English, by stocks and tribes — 
Table 99 (p. 237) shows for 1910, by stocks, principal 
tribes, and principal states the number of Indian 
males and females 10 years of age and over unable to 
speak English, classified by two age groups, while 
Table 100 (p. 244) shows, for each principal stock, by 
principal tribes and by principal states, the number and 
proportion unable to speak English among all Indians 
10 years of age and over, by sex, and among those 10 
to 19 years of age and 20 years of age and over, re- 
spectively. Table 97, which follows, gives a summajy 
of these statistics for each stock having 200 or more 
Indians in 1910. The proportions of Indians 10 to 19 
years of age and 20 years of age and over, in each prm- 
cipal tribe, who were unable to speak English, are also* 
shown graphically in the diagram dn page 235.

The proportion of Indian adults unable to speak 
English, as shown by Table 97, was very large for five 
principal stocks, in the United States, namely, Atha- 
paskan, Keresan, Piman, Tanoan, and Zunian. For 
the Zunian stock in 1910, 88 per cent of the adult 
males and 93.3 per cent of the adult females were un- 
able to speak English, and for the other four stocks the 
percentages ranged from 62.2 to 77.9 for the males and 
from 72.5 to 88.6 for the females. These five stocks 
also showed the largest proportions of Indians 10 to 
19 years of age unable to speak English, the percent- 
ages being more than 20 in each case. For the Atha- 
paskans, who had the largest proportions, the per- 
centage wa 3 65.8 in the case of males and 73.9 in 


the case of females. Among the Croatans, and ii 
several of the smaller stocks, all the Indians 10 to li 
years of age were reported as able to speak English 
and for the Croatans this was true with respect to th< 
Indians 20 years of age and over as well, and for i 
number of the other stocks the proportion was quit 
small, there being in many cases less than 10 males o 
females reported as unable to speak English. 

Of the 13,702 Indians 10 years of age and ove 
enumerated on the general population schedule and 
therefore, without tribal designation, 895, or 6.5 pe 
cent, were reported as unable to speak English. 0 
these, 301 were 10 to 19 years of age and 594 were 2' 
years of age and over.

OCCUPATIONS. 


The inquiry with respect to occupations at the 
Thirteenth Census called for a statement as to the 
“ trade or profession of, or particular k i n d of work 
done” by each person engaged in gainful labor, and 
also as to the “general nature of industry, business, or 
establishment” in which the person worked. The 
statistics of the occupations of Indians reported in 
this volume are limited to gainful workers 10 years of 
age and upward. The term “gainful workers,” as 
used in the printed instructions to enumerators and 
m this report, includes all workers, except women 
doing housework in their own homes, without salary 
or wages, and having no other employment, and 
children working at home, merely on general house- 
hold work, on chores, or at odd times on other work. 

Sufficiency oj the occupation returns . — In general, the 
occupations of the Indians were not so carefully re- 
turned by the enumerators as were the occupations 
of the whites. No doubt this was due largely to the 
greater difficulty of the task, but in some cases, pos- 
sibly, it was due to the inefficiency or carelessness of 
the enumerators. In Alaska the enumeration was in 
the winter. In some of the outlying sparsely popu- 
lated districts it was necessary to use as enumerators 
persons of very limi ted educational qualifications. 
Moreover, the Indian population of Alaska is in large 
part illiterate. Under these conditions enumeration 
was at best difficult. But, because of the fact that the 
Alaska Indians are mainly hunters, trappers, fisher- 
men, and deer herders and keepers, there was little 
danger of the enumerators confusing occupations. 
However, some of these Indians may have been missed 
entirely, and probably others were returned as gain- 
fully occupied when they should not have been. In 
editing the returns both for the United States proper 
and for Alaska the most improbable cases of Indians 
returned as gainfully occupied were rejected; but, 
notwithstanding this, it is probable that too many of 
the Indians are reported as gainful workers. This is 
certainly true in the case of particular tribes, where 
the proportion gainfully employed exceeds 60 per 
cent. 

Number and proportion occupied . — Table 101 shows,

As shown by Table 101, there were 73,916 Indians 10 
years of age and over engaged in gainful occupations 
in the United States in 1910. The gainfully occupied 
Indians thus constituted 27.8 per cent of the total 
Indian population and 39.2 per cent of the Indian 
population 10 years of age and over. In the male 
Indian population the gainful workers numbered 
59,206, which was 43.8 per cent of all male Indians 
and 61.3 per cent of the male Indians 10 years of 
age and over. In the female Indian population the 
gainful workers numbered 14,710, which was 11.3 
per cent of all female Indians and 16 per cent of the 
female Indians 10 years of age and over. 

Table 101 also shows that the proportion of the total 
Indian population engaged in gainful occupations 
increased from 26.5 per cent in 1900 to 27.8 per cent in 
1910. For the male Indian population the propor- 
tion engaged in gainful occupations increased from 
42.9 per cent in 1900 to 43.8 per cent in 1910, while for 
the female Indian population the proportion increased 
during the same period from 10 per cent to 11.3 
per cent. 

The proportion of the Indian population 10 years of 
age and over engaged in gainful occupations increased 
from 36.7 per cent in 1900 to 39.2 per cent in 1910. 



OCCUPATIONS. 
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For the male Indian population 10 years of age and 
over the proportion gainfully occupied increased from 
59.2 per cent in 1900 to 61.3 per cent in 1910, while for 
the female Indian population 10 years of age and 
over the proportion gainfully occupied increased from 
13.8 per cent in 1900 to 16 per cent in 1910. 

In Alaska the proportion of the total Indian popula- 
tion engaged in gainful occupations decreased from 

43.1 per cent in 1900 to 32.1 per cent in 1910, while 
the proportion of the population 10 years of age and 
over engaged in gainful occupations decreased from 

55.2 per cent in 1900 to 45 per cent in 1910. This 
great decline was confined mainly to females, the pro- 
portion gainfully employed being 22.1 per cent in 
1900, as compared with 6.1 per cent in 1910, for the 
total female Indian population, and 28.2 per cent in 
1900, as compared with 8.7 per cent in 1910, for the 
female Indian population 10 years of age and over. 
This decline, moreover, was confined principally to a 
few occupations. The number of female Indians 
returned as fishermen, or fish curers and packers, 
decreased from 1,349 in 1900 to 298 in 1910; the num- 
ber returned as hunters, trappers, or guides decreased 
from 1,271 in 1900 to 46 in 1910; and the number 
returned as basket makers decreased from 274 in 1900 
to 93 in 1910. These decreases, amounting to 2,457, 
more than equal the decrease from 1900 to 1910 in the 
number of female Indians gainfully employed in 
Alaska. It is impossible to determine from the figures 
to what extent these great decreases were real and to 
what extent they were apparent only and due to 
inaccuracies in enumeration at the two censuses; but 
a comparison with the statistics showing the propor- 
tion of the female Indians of the United States proper 
engaged in gainful occupations in 1900 and in 1910, 


respectively (Table 101), indicates that the proportio 
reported for the female Indians of Alaska probabl 
was too large for 1900 and too small for 1910. 

Table 102 shows, for each of 22 selected states, tl 
number and proportion of males and females 10 yeai 
of age and over engaged in gainful occupations i 
1910, while similar statistics are presented for eac 
principal stock and tribe in the United States an 
Alaska in Table 103 (p. 253) . The proportion of eac 
sex engaged in gainful occupations in each principi 
tribe is also shown graphically in the diagram o 
page 252.

According to Table 104, almost seven-tenths (69.1 
per cent) of the gainfully occupied Indians in the 
United States in 1910 were engaged in agriculture, 
forestry, and animal husbandry; and almost one- 
sixth (16.2 per cent) of them were engaged in manu- 
facturing and mechanical industries. Thus 85.3 per 
cent of the gainfully occupied Indians were engaged 
in these two general divisions of occupations. Trans- 
portation gave employment to 2.6 per cent of the total, 
and domestic and personal service to 6.2 per cent, no 
other general division of occupations giving employ- 
ment to as many as 2 per cent of the Indian workers. 
For the males, as for both sexes combined, agricul- 
ture, forestry, and animal husbandry gave employ- 
ment to the largest proportion of the Indians, 78.7 per 
cent, and manufacturing and mechanical industries 
ranked second, with 9.8 per cent. Manufacturing and' 
mechanical industries were the most important field 
of employment for the female Indian workers in 1910, 
41.9 per cent of them being engaged in this branch of 
occupations, as compared with 30.2 per cent in agri- 
culture, forestry, and animal husbandry, and 23.7 
per cent in domestic and personal service. 


Occupations, by sex.— Table 105 shows, for the 
United States and for Alaska, the number and sex of 
the Indians 10 years of age and over engaged in 
specified occupations and occupation groups in 1910. 

Table 105 shows that in 1910 the Indians of the 
United States were employed in a rather large number 
of occupations. Their occupations also were quite 
diversified, ranging all the way from unskilled labor to 
some of the highest proprietary, official, skilled, and 
professional pursuits, such as manufacturers, bankers, 
United States officials, mechanical engineers, loco- 
motive engineers, telegraph operators, actors, artists, 
clergymen, college professors, lawyers, and physicians 
and surgeons. But notwithstanding this diversity 
of the Indian occupations, it is nevertheless true that 
the great mass of the Indian workers in the United 
States were engaged in a comparatively small num- 
ber of occupations. Almost 7 out of every 10 
(69.1 per cent) of the gainfully occupied Indians in 
1910 were engaged in agriculture, forestry, and anima l 
husbandry. Of the 225 occupations and occupation 
groups shown in Table 105, there were only 39 that 
were.pursued by 100 or more Indians. Ten of these 
occupations gave employment to 82.3 per cent of the 
Indians in gainful occupations, and 85.4 per cent of 
the total were employed in one of seven different large 
occupation groups: Agricultural laborers (35.5 per 
cent), farmers and stock raisers (29.2 per cent), lum- 
bermen, raftsmen, and woodchoppers (2.4 per cent), 
laborers in manufacturing and transportation (6.3 
per cent), basket makers and weavers (7.4 per cent), 
launderers and laundresses (1.9 per cent), and servants 
and waiters (2.6 per cent). 

For Alaska, Table 105 shows that while the gain- 
fully occupied Indians in 1910 were engaged in 85 
different occupations and occupation groups, ranging 
all the way from fishermen and hunters to manufac- 
turers, Federal officials, clergymen, and school teach- 
ers, 9 out of every 10 (90.1 per cent) were engaged 
in one of nine different occupations and occupa- 
tion groups: Fishermen (24.1 per cent), reindeer 
herders and keepers (2.7 per cent), gold and silver 
mine operatives (2.2 per cent), laborers in the build- 
ing and hand trades (3.2 per cent), laborers and 
semiskilled operatives in fish curing and packing (5.2 
per cent), basket and moccasin makers (1.5 per 
cent), retail dealers (1.5 per cent), hunters, trappers, 
and guides (47.8 per cent), and servants (1.9 per 
cent). Thus in 1910 fishing, hunting, trapping, and 
guiding still gave employment to over seven-tenths 
(71.9 per cent) of the gainfully employed Indians of 
Alaska.

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INDIANS TAXED AND NOT TAXED. 


The apportionment of congressional representation 
under the Constitution is made proportional to the 
population of each state, “excluding Indians not 
taxed.” The status of the Indian in regard to tax- 
ation is therefore a matter of importance to Congress. 
One of the inquiries for which an answer was required 
concerning each Indian enumerated on the special 
Indian schedule in 1910 was: Is this Indian taxed? 
It proved inadvisable, however, in determining the 
number of Indians not taxed, to depend entirely upon 
the answers made on the special Indian schedule, 
because of the fact that many of the Indians were 
incompetent or possibly unwilling to give their own 
status, while the enumerators were unable to correct 
or supplement the information thus secured. The 
problem was not an easy one to settle, as it involved 
not only questions of fact but also questions of law. 
For these reasons special arrangements were made in 
the bureau for the consideration of the problem in all 
its phases, utilizing all the data which might throw 
light on the subject. In this work the Bureau of the 
Census was also aided by the Office of Indian Affairs. 

The number of Indians taxed and not taxed in the 
United States in 1910, as compared with 1900 and 1890, 
is shown, by states, in Table 110 on page 284. The 
proportion of Indians taxed in 1910 and in 1890 is 
shown graphically in the maps on page 285. 

In 1910, as shown by Table 110, the taxed Indians 
numbered 193,811, and constituted nearly three- 
fourths (72.9 per cent) of the total Indian population, 
as compared with 58,806 in 1890, or less than one- 
fourth (23.7 per cent) of all the Indians enumerated 
at that census. Prior to 1890 no systematic attempt 
was made to enumerate all Indians, but in 1880 there 


were 66,407 “civilized” Indians reported; in 1870, 
25,731; and in 1860, 44,021. In a general way the 
“civilized” Indians of the earlier decades, meaning 
those off reservations and found scattered among the 
general population, may be considered synonymous 
with “taxed” Indians of to-day. 

There were 33 states, besides the District of Colum- 
bia, in 1910, in which all the Indians were taxed, as 
compared with 26 states in 1890. There were 4 states 
in 1910, as against 1 in 1890, in which between 75 and 
100 per cent of all the Indians were taxed; 5 in 1910, 
as against 4 in 1890, in which they constituted be- 
tween 50 and 75 per cent; and 2 in 1910, as against 5 
in 1890, in which they constituted between 25 and 50 
per cent. In 1890 there were 12 states in which the 
taxed Indians constituted less than 25 per cent of all 
Indians, but in 1910 there were only 4 states with so 
low a percentage. 

The increase in the number of Indians taxed began 
after the passage of the Dawes Act in 1887. The num- 
ber of taxed Indians rose from 58,806 in 1890 to 107,- 
678 in 1900 and then to 193,811 in 1910, leaving, in 
1910, only 71,872 who were still not taxed as com- 
pared with more than twice that number in 1890 
(189,447). In 1910 all the Indians east of the Mis- 
sissippi, except those in bJ ew York and Wisconsin, 
were taxed; California had 94 per cent taxed, 
Wisconsin 90.1 per cent, Minnesota 85.3 per cent, 
and Washington 83.1 per cent; Colorado, Nevada, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, and Utah had oyer 
50 per cent taxed, and Idaho and New Mexico 
over 35 per cent. The low percentages occurred in 
New York, 22.6; Arizona, 17.4; Wyoming, 12; and 
Montana, 9.6. 
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
